Among the ranks of campaign workers, 
the mayoral race is in full swing. An Au- 
gust 12 candidate forum in Dorchester’s 
Codman Square, for example, was pre- 
ceeded by a full-blown sign war, with 
dozens of loyalists lining the sidewalk in 
front of the Second Church to cheer their 
candidates on and show the colors. 

So why — with the exception of those 
cronies and junkies who have planted lawn 
signs — is the public thus far greeting the 
election with a collective yawn? 

A few theories: 

* Hot fun in the summertime. It’s a giv- 
en that voters pay little attention to cam- 
paigns when they can barbecue in the

backyard and spend their weekends on the 
Cape. This year, with the weather unusu- 
ally favorable, is no exception. The big dif- 
ference is that because of Ray Flynn’s long 
good-bye, this is a Rosie Ruiz election — 
no drawn-out marathon, but a short sprint 
to the finish line. 

¢ They're all okay. People don’t seem 
eager to pledge their allegiance to anyone 
right now. For one thing, the top-tier can- 
didates — Rosaria Salerno, Bob Rufo, 
Tom Menino, and Jim Brett — run a nar- 
row philosophical gamut from Salerno’s 
compassionate liberalism to Brett’s com- 
passionate moderation, with technocrats 
Rufo and Menino in between. For anoth- 
er, they’re all reasonably decent, non- 
frightening folks. There’s no Louise Day 
Hicks to give liberals nightmares or Mel 
King to scare the bejeezus out of conser- 
vatives. 

¢ They’re all boring. Will someone 
please throw a punch in anger, already? 
One reason for the lack of sparks in this 
campaign may be that each of the top 
candidates has a viable scenario for get- 
ting into the final simply by working the 
base, and each is loath to risk blowing it 
with a bold or aggressive stroke. Note 
Salerno’s decision not to challenge the 
signatures of Chris Lydon and Bruce 
Bolling, two guys probably siphoning 
votes from her. To date, only Bolling’s 
Globe-bashing and Lydon’s union-baiting 
have livened up this campaign’s garden- 


club gestalt.

GLOUCESTER 
STAGE: AGT Ill 


The Gloucester Stage Company’s board 
of trustees has “developed a clarified poli- 
cy directive governing charges of sexual 
harassment, and has voted to take steps to 
make employees aware of firmer and more 
open guidelines,” according to a statement 
issued by the board on Wednesday. 

The policy states in part: “Sexual ha- 
rassment includes unwelcome sexual ad- 
vances, requests for sexual favors, particu- 
larly if they are made a condition of em- 
ployment, and any other verbal or physical 
conduct that is both sexual and offensive 





in nature or that has the purpose or effect 
of creating a hostile, offensive or intimi- 
dating environment on account of sex. 

“In determining whether alleged con- 
duct is sexual harassment, the nature of 
the actions and the context in which they 
supposedly occurred must be examined. 

“A clear statement to the person en- 
gaging in the offensive behavior is some- 
times all that is necessary to stop the con- 
duct. Employees who believe they are be- 
ing harassed are encouraged to let the 
person engaging in the conduct know 
how they feel, but they are not required to 
do so.” 

Violators of the policy, according to the 
statement, “will be subject to discipline up 
to and including termination.” 

The board’s action follows allegations 
that the company’s founder and artistic 
director, internationally known playwright 
and screenwriter Israel Horovitz, sexually 
harassed six women who were involved 
with the company as actresses or staff be- 
tween 1989 and 1992 — allegations first 
reported in the Phoenix on August 6. Last 
week’s Phoenix reported that four more 
women — three of them former nannies 
employed by the Horovitz family — have 
said Horovitz sexually harassed them. 
Horovitz has denied the charges. 

Yet in a press release accompanying the 
policy statement — sent to the Phoenix 
just before deadline — Gloucester Stage 
president and board chairman Barry Y. 
Weiner does not mention Horovitz, and 
says in an apparent reference to the wom- 
en interviewed by the Phoenix: “Anony- 
mous charges can do irreparable harm not 
only to a person’s reputation, but to fami- 
lies and institutions.” 

The women consented to be interviewed 
on the condition that their names not be 
disclosed; however, all have agreed to 
come forward in the event of litigation. 

Weiner concludes: “I would hope that 
our policy and the action the Board has 
taken will put us on track to focus on 
our principal goal of support for quality 
theatre.”

LESS THAN 
ELECTRIFYING 


As debate continues to surge over the 
health effects of electromagnetic fields 
(EMFs), the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health has for the first time 
weighed in on the subject with a decidedly 
noncommittal report. 

Called an information booklet, the re- 
port, in question-and-answer format, ac- 
knowledges compelling worldwide evi- 
dence showing a link between cancer and 
EMF exposure from high-tension wires 
and electrical appliances — enough, per- 
haps, to merit the same type of cautionary 
measures being taken by states such as 
California, Connecticut, New York, and 
Florida. Those measures range from 
freezing EMF radiation at current levels 
to defining a formal protocol for measur- 
ing EMF (“Environment,” News, July 
30). 

However, the state appears to be willing 
to err on the side of caution only when it 
comes to setting EMF policy. Here’s a 
sampling of the state’s justification for in- 
action from the overview of the 13-page 
report: 

* “Recent epidemiologic research on 60 
Hz [Hertz] EMF has suggested that while 
there is justification for focusing contin- 
ued attention on the public health effects 
from exposure to 60 Hz EMF, it is still not 
possible for public health agencies to de- 
termine what is a safe and unsafe level of 
60 Hz EMF exposure.” (Most EMF is in 
the 60 Hz range.) 

* “The scientific findings reported thus 
far must be interpreted with caution. Al- 
though some research has suggested that 
60 Hz EMF may be related to certain ill-

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nesses, other research has not.” 

¢ “While none of the research conduct- 
ed so far has definitively proved 60 Hz 
EMF causes or promotes cancer or repro- 
ductive problems, the number of studies 
which have shown at least some associa- 
tion between 60 Hz EMF exposure and 
certain adverse health outcomes is cause 
for concern.” 

But, evidently not cause enough to take 
precautionary steps. Instead, the DPH 
cedes responsibility to Bay State residents, 
and merely suggests how to stay of out 
harm’s way. 

“Until additional research is carried out 
to clarify this issue,” the report concludes, 
“concerned individuals may choose to lim- 
it their exposure to 60 Hz EMF.”

THE ART OF 
THE LAW 


The state attorney general’s office has 
filed charges against Concord gallery own- 
er Matthew Brooks and the New England 
Fine Art Institute, sponsors of a disastrous 
Memorial Day weekend art competition 
and exposition. 

The state is charging Brooks and the 
institute with violating the Massachusetts 
Consumer Protection Act in organizing 
and administering New England Art Expo 
1993, which took place from May 28 
through 31 (“Culture Watch,” News, 
June 4). 

Billed as a prestigious juried show that 
would draw more than 30,000 visitors and 
award up to $50,000 in prizes, the expo 
attracted entries from some 1200 artists 
from around the country, many of whom 
paid close to $200 in entry and “hanging” 
fees, plus shipping, travel, and lodging 
costs. 

But most of the work shipped or carried 
to the Northeast Trade Center and Exhibi- 
tion Hall, in Woburn, was never exhibited, 
because Brooks hadn’t hired enough per- 
sonnel to install the show. Only a few hun- 
dred people, most of them angry artists 
looking for their work or a refund of their 
entry fees, came to the exhibition. The in- 
stitute, a fledgling organization consisting 
of Brooks, members of his family, and a 


few of his friends, says it awarded ‘a few ~ 


prizes, but has yet to disclose their mone- 
tary worth. 

The attorney general’s office, which be- 
gan monitoring Brooks and the institute 
last spring when dozens of artists contact- 
ed authorities, has required Brooks to ship 
all objects submitted to the show back to 
their owners. The office is continuing its 
investigation, according to assistant attor- 
ney general Kevin Nasca. 

No trial date has been set.

NOT ALL, FOLKS! 


Baby Boom nostalgia will get a 
boost this weekend when two sub- 
urban malls offer a sneak 
preview of a major attrac- 
tion coming to Boston this 
fall. 

The two newest Warner 
Bros. Studio Stores, set to 
open on August 20 at the 
Burlington Mall and the Northshore 
Mall, in Peabody, are part of a 
growing trend in cinema-related mer- 
chandising. Shoppers visiting the 
stores will find clothing, toys, and gift 
items bearing the image of characters 
from famous Warner Bros. movies, with 
a particular emphasis on cartoons — 
which means a bounty of Bugs Bunny, 
Daffy Duck, and Tasmanian Devil mem- 
orabilia. 

The Burlington and Peabody stores 
will become the 28th and 29th in the 
growing nationwide chain —Warner 
Bros. hopes to have a total of 56 by 
year’s end — that competes with the 
still-larger chain of Disney Stores across 
the nation. 

But though the Disney outlets are 
designed primarily for children, 
the Warner Bros. stores are 
for mature audiences, too. 
Officials at the store in Dan- 
bury, Connecticut, told Ad- 
week that 75 percent of its sales

are for adult items. 

Indeed, many items require more cash 
than the average paper-route salary can 
handle. For instance, rare collectibles, 
such as animation “cels” — the individu- 
al sheets of celluloid used to produce 
moments of cartoon action — cost as 
much as $16,000.

AIR SUNUNU 


It appeared as a quiet little paragraph on 
page 428 in the final version of the New 
Hampshire state budget: 

“As of July 1, 1993, the twin-engine air- 
craft owned by the Dept. of Safety shall be 
turned over to the Division of Plant and 
Property Management. . . . The Division 
shall dispose of the aircraft according to 
appropriate statutory requirements and 
procedures.” 

In other words, Air Sununu is finally for 
sale, four years after its chief passenger 
left the State House for the White House. 

New Hampshire bought the eight-seat 
airplane when John Henry Sununu was 
governor, ostensibly to help the State Po- 
lice catch speeders. But it was widely seen 
as Sununu’s taxi for errands both public 
and private. 

That kind of practice eventually caught 
up with Sununu. Later in his career, when 
Sununu was President Bush’s chief-of- 
staff, he was embarrassed by probes into 
his use of government limousines and air- 
craft for personal reasons, such as trips to 
the dentist and a stamp-collectors’ con- 
vention. 

“There’s a great deal of interest in this 
plane,” notes the Granite State’s House 
Democratic leader, Rick Trombley (D- 
Boscawen). 

“I understand it’s quite nice,” Trombley 
says. “I initially figured we could get 
$80,000 for it. But very knowledgeable 
Republicans told me it was worth at least 
$250,000. 3 

“I said half-heartedly, ‘I'd like to see the 
log on.this thing.’ The Republicans said, 
‘So would we.’ One of them: said, “Which 
log would you like to see?’ ” 

“When Sununu had it they wouldn’t let 
the log out,” says John Simonson, a leg- 
islative staffer for the House minority lead- 
er. “Now the plane is just sitting some- 


place in a hanger.”

At Trinity, Jason Robards helps 
Hughie through the night

short night’s journey into 
day, Eugene O’Neill’s 
Hughie is a doodle from 
Olympus, a burp after The 
Iceman came. Still, the 
hour-long one-act play — written in 1942 
but set in a seedy New York hotel in 1928 
— succeeds, almost poetically, at getting 
across its point that man cannot live with- 
out illusion, whether said “pipe dream” is of 
forgiveness or of hope. 

Moreover, the brief play 
serves as a veritable font of the 
Broadway argot O’Neill chalked up to “life 
experience.” Biographers Arthur and Bar- 
bara Gelb actually compiled the slang in 
Hughie, and an awesome idiomatic caval- 
cade it is: “sap, noggin, sucker, puss, 
moniker, hooked, bangtail, finn, babe, 
sawbuck, croaked, bum dope, old bones, 
raw babies, rubbed out, real jack, old tur- 
tle, round-heeled, in my book, the sticks, 
the Big Stem, run-out powder, fall guy, 
clam shut, hit the hay, crummy dump, the 
once-over, het up; beat the racket, poor 
boob, square shake, lap it up, put the bite 
on.” 

The good news is that, at Trinity Reper-

tory Company in Providence, said 
phonemes are issuing from the clam of 
O’Neill heavyweight Jason Robards, who is 
lending his famous moniker to a produc- 
tion of Hughie to benefit the theater com- 
pany. And neither he nor that is any bum 
dope. Robards has been associated with 
Hughie since its New York debut in 1964, 
when his performance as down-on-his- 
luck gambler Erie Smith won him a Tony 
nomination. Now he and original co-star 
Jack Dodson are trotting the venerable vi- 
gnette — bangtail or old turtle, you be the 
judge — around the track one more time, 
in hope of raising some real jack for Trini- 
ty Rep. Moreover, the production, with its 
seasoned, carefully wrought performances 
and its attention to both character and pe- 
riod detail, would be hard not to lap up. 
Hughie is set in the wee hours, in the 
lobby of a sub-Leona-Helmsley Broadway

hotel, where a near-comatose night clerk 
(Dodson) finds himself father confessor to 
a veritable late-night talk show of a return- 
ing guest (Robards), behind whose bleary 
eyes braggadocio is duking it out with de- 
spair. Robards and Dodson are, of course, 
too old for their characters, which takes 
the edge off the dead-endedness of their 
fortysomething lives. Yet in some ways, the 
spectacle of Robards’s older, rumpled 
Erie, still trying to get by on a shoeshine 
and some rattling dice, has a poignance of 
its own. And Dodson’s almost loopy night 
clerk, spinning his Walter Mitty fantasies 
behind a Rodin-esque pose of ennui, is the 
perfect foil for Erie’s life-preservative 
tongue-wagging. 

The title character of Hughie is never 
seen; he is the previous night clerk, whose 
recent illness and death have left Erie, who 
used him like a good-luck charm, bereft. 
Oddly, the new night clerk is 
also named Hughes, though 
he seems to offer little of the 
palliative Hughie did. In a rush of elegy, 
bravado, logorrhea, and candor, Erie — 
unable to face his “cell” upstairs or the 
nagging knowledge that the losing streak 
he began when Hughie took sick has 
reached dangerous straits — knocks on 
the noggin of the new guy. But there 
seems to be nobody home; the clerk, in an 
eerie Strange Interlude touch, is off on 
junkets of fantasy triggered by the city’s 
night noises. This mental activity prompts 
some occasional, out-of-nowhere speechi- 
fying (which O’Neill includes in the stage 
directions rather than the dialogue) that 
prompts Erie, at one point, to remark, 
“Take my tip, Pal, and 
don’t never try to buy 
from a dope peddler. 
He’ll tell you you had 
enough already.” 

In the end it is the 
night clerk who liberates 
O’Neill’s metaphor, rush- 
ing from the cage behind 
his desk just as Erie has 
entombed himself behind 
the metal accordion bars 
of the old-time elevator. 
The clerk has a question 
about a big-time gambler 
who may, at one time or 
another, have wiped his 
shiny shoes on Erie. 
Contact is made, the 
necessary illusion of the 
Wise Guy and the Suck- 
er becomes a conspiracy, 
and hope is born anew. 
Pat, to be sure, but lov- 
ingly incarnated by Ro- 
bards, his face a handsome, Munster-es- 
que sag, and Dodson, his gangly, geeky 
persona suggesting, in the end, an oddball 
combination of Jeeves and Christ. 

Certainly it’s worth the price of admis- 
sion (which, after all, benefits Trinity 
Rep) to watch Robards hone his act of 30 
years.

himself is guilty of sexual harassment. 

Saying the former female business 
director was “very emotional about 
everything” and that the women who 
accused Horovitz were “tightly 
wound, you know what I mean,” 
shows that he discredited the women, 
not what they had to say. He probably 
would not have believed them if they 
had told him the building was on fire. 
Weiner also referred to the women as 
“gals” and “buddies” (of the business 
director), both derogatory in the con- 
text in which they were used. 

Weiner then refers to Horovitz as 
an “awfully good guy.” He may well 
be, but after reading the accounts of 
the women he has allegedly harassed, 
it’s obvious that he has a problem 
keeping his “huggy and kissy” nature 
under proper control. Horovitz may 











also kiss you, Mr. Weiner (incidental- 
ly, what does your height have to do 
with that fact?), but, Mr. Weiner, has 
he ever forced his tongue into your 
mouth while doing so? 

Until men like Weiner recognize 
that any action is sexual harassment 
that places a woman in a situation in 
which she feels threatened, women 
like those quoted in “Sexual Harass- 
ment” will continue to be hesitant 
about coming forth — and men will 
continue to abuse their positions of 
power.

ODDS ON THE MAYOR 

Over the years the Boston Phoenix 
has provided a much-needed alterna- 
tive to Boston’s daily newspapers 
when it comes to political campaign- 
ing, especially mayoral races. As a 
long-time political activist in Charles- 
town before moving to the South 
Shore, I have always found the 
Phoenix to provide a different style 
and perspective on City Hall politics. 
Mark Jurkowitz is super, and Jon 
Keller is certainly missed. 

The race is crystalizing with five 
candidates all in striking distance. 
There’s Jim Brett, Rosaria Salerno, 
Mickey Roache, Bob Rufo, and Act- 
ing Mayor Tommy Menino. Whoever 
wins this race will do it not on sound- 
bites but with a strong organization 
and mucho money. Viability in Bos- 
ton politics has little to do with the vi- 
sion thing. Viability belongs to those 
candidates that have built a strong 
citywide base of supporters. 

As I look at this race, I see Brett 
and Salerno in the first tier, with 
Roache and Rufo in the second. 
Menino is jumping back and forth 
between the two tiers. Being mayor is 
a blessing and a curse, as Menino is 
finding out.

Meanwhile, 
Bolling and former Channel 2 news- 
man Chris Lydon occupy the third 
= and seem to be taking on water 
ast. 

Anything can happen, as Ray Flynn 
showed back in 1983, when he was 
considered a second-tier candidate. 
Everyone assumed David Finnegan 
was the winner that year, but all 
changed when Flynn and Finnegan, 


in the middle of a mini-debate, got 
involved in that heated “lizard” 
charge. Finnegan sank faster than 
quicksand in an hourglass. Ray Flynn 
the longshot became Ray Flynn the 
shoo-in. 

Bolling could get lucky, but he’d 
have to get awful lucky, and Lydon 
appears to be going for shock value 
and little hope is seen here for 
him.

BENEFITS OF BIKING 


“Eco-Commuting,” by Rob Blezard 
(Styles, July 2), describes some of the 
difficulties of, the benefits of, the op- 
position to, and the reasons for bicy- 
cling to and from work. But his ac- 
count is limited to the Boston area. I 
am curious what happened with New 
York City’s creation of bike lanes in 
Manhattan a few years ago. What 
about other large urban areas? 

One serious problem is what 
Blezard calls the “Car Is King” atti- 
tude, a product of many years of cap- 
italist conditioning by car, petrol, and 
construction lobbies at the state and 
federal levels. 

Like the irrational goal of eliminat- 
ing illegal drug use, convincing every- 
one of the benefits of bicycling is un- 
realistic. More reasonable goals are 
regulation of drug use and creating 
an attitude of toleration and co-exis- 
tence on the part of auto-users. 

Blezard lists among his concerns 
“idiot bikers who ride against traffic 
and ignore rules of the road.” Unlike 
auto drivers, who must be licensed, 
there is no required training for rid- 
ing a bike. Buy one or steal one and 
off you go. Experts like Blezard 
should be more understanding of the 
newcomers to the joys of biking, who 
need to learn the ways of the civilized 
world of bicyclists. 

Blezard notes a definite problem, 
with the unceremonious ends of the 
bikepaths. In Arlington Center one 
must cross two major roadways, and 
travel one block to find the continua- 
tion of the Minuteman Bikeway. 
There are no signs. At the Alewife 
end, Minuteman ends a few blocks 
from Lake Street, Arlington. The foot 
trails do not indicate which one leads 
to the Alewife T station. But it is a 
delight to ride without the cars.

YIELDING TO TEMPTATION 

Five years ago: August 19, 1988 

>» Martin Scorsese’s film The Last Temptation of Christ 
raised the blood pressure of some who found it irreverent 
and blasphemous. But reviewer Owen Gleiberman, after 
pointing out some of the movie’s “many (and obvious) 

: flaws,” found the direc- 
tor’s Temptation hard to 
resist. 

“At its visionary best, 
Martin Scorsese’s The 
Last Temptation of Christ 
has scenes of feverish in- 
tensity that hold one in 
thrall. It’s a radiant and, I 
think, genuinely religious 
film — as impassioned a

FLYING HIGH 

10 years ago: August 23, 1983 

» Reporter Fred Bayles survived a pilot-training session at 
the now-closed Pease Air Force Base, in New Hampshire. 
His giddy ordeal in the high-altitude chamber introduced 
him to “higher” bodily powers. 

“It was certainly the strangest flight I had ever been on. 
For starters, it was the first time a cabin attendant had tak- 
en to the intercom and, with concerned humor, urged the 
passengers to fart into their seats. 

“For years, the training consisted of little more than tak- 
ing the fledgling pilots up, so to speak, in the high-altitude 
chamber, getting them drunk on the first stages of hypoxia, 
and then taking them back down to more sober altitudes. 
But now the full-day refresher course, run at the 509th 
Bomb Wing at Pease and at 16 other Air Force bases, is 
much more than a high-altitude chamber ride showing the 
dangers of hypofixia to Air Force and some civilian pilots. 

“We each had a sheet of paper with various math and log- 
ic problems to solve while we got sillier and sillier from the 
lack of oxygen. The first several math problems were simple. 
So simple that I began to smile to myself at their ease. In 
fact I had never had so much fun adding 11 and 17.” 


GRANDMOTHERLY PROTEST 

15 years ago: August 22, 1978 

>» To protest the construction of the Seabrook nuclear 
power plant, Clamshell Alliance member Martha Brickett 
chained herself to the largest crane on site. As reporter 
Michael Matza told it, the grandmother and activist on her 
perch of steel did not go unnoticed. 

“As the sun rose over the steamy salt marsh on which the 
plant will sit, workers arriving early for the 8 a.m. shift be- 
gan to congregate around the base of the crane. 

“When the state police arrived with bolt cutters, they of- 
fered her the chance to leave without arrest. . . . 

“As she was being led from the site, a construction 
worker hollered, ‘Hey lady! Why don’t you go home and 
take care of your kids?’ Brickett still regrets not being 
faster with a response. ‘I should have told him I was taking 
care of my children and my grandchildren too,’ she said.” 


A WHIZ KID’S FALL 

20 years ago: August 21, 1973 

» In the dramatic downfall of Wakefield’s Surety Bank 
and Trust, it seems that trust was the last thing Surety 
needed when it came to bank president Danie! D. Moore, 
Tom Sheehan reported. 

“The directors were pleased with Daniel D. Moore. They 
thought he was a real whiz kid. 

“He was just 34 when they elected him president of Wake- 
field’s Surety Bank and Trust Company in 1966. He was the 
former chief national bank examiner for the US Treasury 
Department, a man with ‘considerable banking experience.’ 

“After five years they gave Moore a plaque for his loyal 
and devoted service. 

“After six years the state ordered the bank closed. 

“Whiz kid Daniel Moore was convicted on 49 counts of 
misapplying and embezzling bank funds totaling some $8.1 
million. He was sentenced to seven years in prison.”

early every ribbon the 
Boston Redevelopment 
Authority has cut this 
summer has caused an 
uproar. So have most of 





the policy proposals the agency has floated 


and the deals it’s signed. 
With downtown development dormant, 


| BRA director Paul Barrett has been push- 


ing forward building plans in Chinatown, 
Brighton, and Roxbury that have infuriat- 
ed residents of those neighborhoods. He’s 


| also trying to restructure the city’s linkage 


policy so that it would funnel a portion of 
profits from major development projects 
— a shrinking pool — into neighborhood 
health centers, in addition to the afford- 
able housing and job training linkage now 
supports. 

Barrett has presided for a mere 11 
months over the city’s planning-and-rede- 
velopment agency, which in 1987 became 


| an independent authority rather than a city 


department. Four of its five board mem- 


| bers are appointed by the mayor and one 
| by the governor, and it is funded by rev- 
| enues from the sale and leasing of real es- 


tate the agency owns. 

Barrett’s tenure at the agency has be- 
come the topic of tirades at mayoral candi- 
dates’ forums, where the director has been 
accused of running a planning agency that 
rubber-stamps requests from major hospi- 
tals, universities, and developers while ig- 
noring neighborhood needs. 

Barrett has tangled publicly with Acting 
Mayor Tom Menino over linkage policy 
and the BRA’s plans to pull down build- 


| ings and replace them with parking lots in 
| the Combat Zone. Barrett’s gone head to 


head with mayoral candidates Bruce 
Bolling and Rosaria Salerno on linkage, 


with those two as well as Jim Brett, Bob 
Rufo, and Chris Lydon on development in 
Chinatown, and with possibly all the can- 
didates on BRA plans for Roxbury and 
Brighton. 

Yet Barrett, appointed to the $80,000-a- 
year BRA post by Ray Flynn last summer, 
insists he’s staying on as head of the agen- 
cy regardless of who’s elected mayor this 
November. The BRA is an independent 
authority with its own board, he is fond of 
pointing out. 

Whether Barrett is a hard-headed prag- 
matist attempting to make the best of bad 
economic times or — as some have 
charged — an opportunist trying to add to 
his résumé at the neighborhoods’ expense 
remains to be seen. 

One thing that’s become clear in his 
short tenure at the BRA is that residents 
resist incursions by institutions. But they 
resent uncertainty and what they perceive 
as instability in their decision-makers just 
as much. Neighborhood leaders in China- 
town, Brighton, and Roxbury are as angry 
that the BRA has changed its position on 
development in their neighborhoods as 
they are about the development itself. 

Another thing that’s increasingly appar- 
ent is that heading a development-and- 
planning agency in a recession can be a 
thankless job. Mayoral hopefuls, put off by 
Barrett’s policymaking and what many 
perceive as his arrogance, no doubt also 
wonder: is Barrett doing whatever is possi- 
ble in a local economy that seems to be on 
indefinite hold? 

¥ 

Between 1984 and 1992 the BRA 
presided over an unprecedented building 
boom that added what today amounts to 
20 percent of the city’s tax base. So ap- 
pealing was downtown Boston to develop- 
ers in those days that Stephen Coyle, who 
was BRA director during much of that 
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time, could demand height and design re- 
strictions, linkage payments, and, in some 
cases, parcel-to-parcel linkage arrange- 
ments that required developers of city- 
owned property downtown to invest in a 
site in another neighborhood in exchange 
for the privilege of building in Boston. 

Today, privately financed downtown 
development has almost ground to a halt. 
The handful of backhoes and cranes that 
tie up traffic in the city are part of mas- 
sive public-works projects like the Big 
Dig, or of rebuilding or expansion at in- 
stitutions such as Boston City Hospital, 
Beth Israel Hospital, and New England 
Medical Center. 

“The need for offices and hotels has 
plateaued in Boston,” says Barrett. “Seven 
of the city’s top employers are institutions 
like MGH, Northeastern, BU. That’s 
where the local economy is going, whether 
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I like it or anyone in the city likes it. And 
that brings all the issues around develop- 
ment — issues of traffic, people’s abilities 
to stay in a neighborhood, the ability to 
build affordable housing — closer to peo- 
ple’s homes.” 

Many of those issues have become light- 
ning rods in the mayoral election. At com- 
munity forums, residents complain about 
institutional expansion and insensitivity, 
and in most cases, the candidates offer a 
sympathetic ear. 

As Barrett sees things, though, Bostoni- 
ans are going to have to begin making 
concessions to institutions, and to settle 
for less-than-ideal development packages. 
The projects the BRA is trying to get off 
the ground in Chinatown, Brighton, and 
Roxbury are bound to “push people’s but- 
tons,” he acknowledges. However, he

maintains, “we have to grow the city 
and make institutions grow.”

Among the institutions Barrett’s 
BRA is interested in cultivating is the 
New England Medical Center 
(NEMC), a complex that’s been 
spreading like kudzu throughout 
overcrowded Chinatown for the past 
three decades. 

In 1987, NEMC proposed putting 
up a 600-car garage on Parcel C, be- 
tween Oak and Nassau Streets. The 
BRA, engaged at the time in a major 
community-planning effort with Chi- 
natown neighborhood groups, reject- 
ed the proposal, arguing that housing 
and community development 
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named five years ago to review the 
university’s expansion plans. The task 
force — and several hundred 
Brighton residents — have opposed a 
BC proposal to expand its 32,000- 
seat Alumni Stadium by 12,000 seats 
next year. 

Barrett, a BC alum and former 
captain of the university’s hockey 
team, acknowledges that BC’s neigh- 
bors have a right to be peeved by the 
university's peremptory announce- 
ment of its “need” for 12,000 more 
seats shortly after it signed off on a 
task-force master plan in which it 
agreed not to expand Alumni Stadi- 
um in this century. 

At the same time, Barrett says he 
believes BC has offered Allston- 
Brighton enough concessions to miti- 
gate the air, traffic, and noise pollu- 
tion neighbors put up with on game 


now being built on Tremont Street. 
Roxbury community leaders for 
years have supported a BRA plan to 
build a retail mall, anchored by a su- 
permarket, on the site. But Barrett 
and developers of the site say they’ve 
been unable to find anyone interested 
in financing a supermarket at that lo- 
cation — particularly since Boston’s 
Public Facilities Department has des- 
ignated a Purity supermarket as de- 
veloper of a site in Jackson Square, 
less than one mile down the street, 
and Stop & Shop has announced 
plans to put up a superstore in South 
Bay (near Boston City Hospital). 
Each of Boston’s major mayoral 
candidates and most speakers at a re- 
cent forum at the Whittier Street 
Health Center denounced plans to 
put what Rufo has dubbed a “movie 
megaplex” instead of a store at the

should take precedence over 
institutional needs in land- 
poor Chinatown. 

In one of the protracted 
neighborhood negotiations 
that were a hallmark of 
Coyle’s tenure, the BRA then 
worked out an agreement 
that allowed NEMC to pur- 
chase land on Washington 
Street in exchange for turn- 
ing over Parcel C to the city. 
The BRA then proceeded to 
work with the Chinatown 
community agencies and the 
Chinatown Neighborhood 
Council to raise funds for 
and develop a 50,000-to- 
90,000-square-foot commu- 
nity center on the site. The 
city planned to kick in $8 
million in linkage funds to 
the project — money it was 
counting on taking in as part 
of a community-benefits 
package from Common- 
wealth Center, but that 
mega-development planned F 
for Washington Street has 
never been built. 

Like many who have want- 
ed to build in the current re- 
cession, Chinatown commu- 
nity-center advocates have 
found it difficult to raise 
money and obtain financing. 
For that reason, in part, Bar- 
rett has decided to support a 
new NEMC proposal to 
build an eight-floor, 455-car

natown Neighborhood 
Council, vehemently oppose 
the project, arguing that the 
city should keep its original 
promise. A garage, they say, 
would add few benefits while 
increasing traffic and pollu- 
tion in a neighborhood that 
includes an elementary 
school, a day-care center, 
and a housing project for the 
elderly. They add that the neighbor- 
hood needs a large community center 
in which to provide health-care ser- 
vices, English-language classes, day 
care, and youth activities for thou- 
sands of Chinatown residents. 

A group called the Coalition To 
Protect Parcel C for Chinatown has 
scheduled a non-binding community 
referendum on the project for 
September. But the result of that vote 
is unlikely to matter to the BRA. The 
agency has already temporarily desig- 
nated the hospital as Parcel C devel- 
oper. And Barrett has offered China- 
town a 10,000-square-foot commu- 
nity center or $1.8 million, plus a site 
that can be used as open space, 
which he proposes the community 
purchase for $1, in exchange for 
backing off on the agency’s original 
commitment. 

“New England Medical Center is 
offering Chinatown $1.8 million in 
cash,” explains the BRA director. 
“Do we just say ‘no’ to the money 
and ‘no’ to the social-service agencies 
that could move into the [smaller 
proposed] community center?” 

Barrett seems loath to turn down 
anything he considers a benefit to the 
city — even if neighborhood resi- 
dents the BRA designated as commu- 
nity planners in the past reject it. 

That’s the case with the Allston- 
Brighton/Boston College Community 
Relations Task Force, which the BRA

days already — problems the stadium 
addition would likely exacerbate. 

Barrett has told BC officials they 
have to come up with a transporta- 
tion plan that would reduce traffic on 
game days by encouraging the use of 
satellite parking lots and public trans- 
portation. The university would also 
have to offer Allston-Brighton a com- 
munity-benefits package, including 
scholarships, before receiving BRA 
approval, Barrett says. 

Barrett has recently proposed re- 
quiring the university to implement 
its proposed traffic-reduction plan 
this year, so the city can monitor it 
before approving BC expansion 
plans. 

In addition, says Barrett, “they’re 
talking about 10 full scholarships an- 
nually. That’s 40 people going to BC 
from Allston-Brighton who wouldn’t 
go otherwise.” 

“Anger at BC is completely justi- 
fied in that neighborhood,” says Bar- 
rett. “At some point, though, you 
have to go beyond the neighborhood 
and decide if something has merits 
for both the neighborhood and the 
city.” 

Which is what Barrett believes he’s 
doing despite vocal community oppo- 
sition in Brighton, and what he’s try- 
ing to do in Roxbury, where Show- 
case Cinemas wants to build a 12- 
screen movie theater across the street 
from the Ruggles Center complex, 








site. Some have proposed the BRA 
subsidize a grocery store, if not a ma- 
jor market, in the mall. But Barrett 
dismisses the protests and proposals 
as political grandstanding. 

“Showcase Cinemas have offered 
to pay twice as much as any market 
interested in going into the mall,” 
Barrett says. “That allows us to sub- 
sidize the Whittier Street Health 
Center, to the tune of $650,000. We 
can’t subsidize the health center and 
subsidize small markets.” 

= 

Indeed, the BRA director has 
emerged in recent months as a self- 
styled champion of Boston’s needy 
neighborhood health centers. 

The health centers, which are 
struggling to serve the large numbers 
of poor and uninsured, receive an es- 
timated 1.1 million clients each year. 
All the centers have trouble obtaining 
money for capital improvements. 
Most are in a state of disrepair. 

Barrett has proposed dedicating a 
third of the city’s linkage pool to 
community health centers, a third to 
housing, and a third to job training. 
His rationale: that the city’s housing 
crisis has ended and neighborhood 
health centers have more-pressing 
needs. Barrett considers his crusade 
on behalf of the health centers vision- 
ary. Rufo and Mickey Roache sup- 
port it. The other mayoral con-

tenders, though, maintain that it is short- 
sighted and naive. 

Says City Councilor Bruce Bolling, a 
mayoral candidate: “At a time when there 
are literally hundreds of families with chil- 
dren in shelters across the city and state, 
hundreds of mentally ill drug- and sub- 
stance-abusers who are homeless... , 
when there is a critical need for housing 
for HIV/AIDS-infected people, I cannot 
see the logic of diverting those funds to 
anything other than what they were meant 
to be used for — low- and moderate-in- 
come housing.” 

Another councilor running for mayor, 
Rosaria Salerno, has charged the BRA 
with pitting the city’s housing, health-care, 
and job-training advocates against each 
other in the competition for the few mil- 
lion dollars a year now available in linkage 
funds. 

And Menino threatened to veto Barrett’s 
proposal if it passed the Boston City 
Council. 

Articulate opposition to Barrett’s pro- 
posal has come, too, from community 
leaders like Mossik Hacobian, executive 
director of Urban Edge, a non-profit com- 
munity-development corporation in Egle- 
ston Square, in Jamaica Plain. 

“The debate over where linkage money 
should go is a legitimate public-policy de- 
bate,” says Hacobian. “We agree that the 
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health centers need help. 

“But for Paul Barrett to suggest there is 
not much of a housing crisis is simply un- 
realistic. Construction costs are down. In- 
terest rates are down. Inflation rates are 
down. The housing-inflation index versus 
the cost-of-living index is narrowing. But 
there’s great demand for affordable hous- 
ing. We marketed a 50-unit cooperative 
building in Jamaica Plain, and got 1500 
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neighborhoods, Hacobian argues. 

“In Egleston Square, there’s a YMCA 
youth center, a Fleet Bank branch, and 
stores coming back now,” he points out. 
“None of this would have happened if the 
housing supply hadn’t come back there. 
Affordable housing can attract private in- 
vestment, reduce the tax burden, and af- 
ford residential benefits.” 

Hacobian acknowledges that Boston’s

applicants with incomes in the high $30s 
and low $40s. There’s great demand. Even 
an income of $30,000 or $40,000 can’t 
buy you a house in Boston. We manage 
[subsidized] rental housing for which we 
have 1000 people on a wait list. Most of 
these people can’t afford market rates.” 

By subsidizing building and rehabilita- 
tion of affordable housing in the 1980s, 
linkage money has stabilized some Boston 


housing needs may change within the next 
decade. Allocation of public funds “should 
be an open public-policy question,” he 
contends, particularly at a time of reduced 
public and private resources. 

In the next mayoral administration, the 
BRA and Boston’s new mayor should be 
calling community and social-service lead- 
ers together, Hacobian says. He’s one of 
the many who believe Barrett and the BRA 
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are losing sight of their leadership role. 
x 

Whoever is elected mayor, and whoever 
he or she ultimately names as BRA direc- 
tor, is going to have to find an antidote 
fast to what one-time BRA director Robert 
Walsh, calls “our ’80s hangover — the era 
of fewer resources but not of fewer 
needs.” 

It’s one thing for the mayoral candidates 
to bash BC and NEMC on the campaign 
trail and for Barrett to stand up to com- 
munity groups during what may well be 
his lame-duck term at the BRA. The next 
administration will have to seat all interests 
at the table and get them to agree. 

“The private side doesn’t have the mar- 
gins it once did, and the communities are 
running out of resources and land,” says 
Walsh, who chaired the Walsh Commis- 
sion, which recently conducted a compre- 
hensive study of the BRA. “There’s new 
political strength in the neighborhoods. 
What institutions have to realize is that 
they’ve got to deal straightforwardly with 
their neighbors. At the same time, commu- 
nity groups have to realize the institutions 
aren’t Santa Claus. The BRA is in the dif- 
ficult position of appeasing those conflict- 
ing goals.” 

But the BRA and the city have no 
choice. 

As former city councilor Michael Mc- 
Cormack puts it, “Ray Flynn got on a 
surfboard and rode a wave. There isn’t a 
ripple in the water. Whoever is in has got 
to get a master plan in place to get things 
going again in this town.” Q

Jim Brett tries to prove he’s 
more than ‘the Last White Hope’

s soon as Jim Brett is done 
promising the cheering 
crowd that as mayor he will 
put “more Latinos in the 
police department, in the 
fire department,” a seven-piece mariache 
band marches into his new campaign office 





tering outside the nearby Brendan Behan 


Pub, the Brett bandwagon abruptly turns 


the corner from burrito to brogue, and 
heads inside. There, a group of young peo- 
ple is preparing to celebrate the pub’s fifth 
anniversary with an evening of Irish music. 
Now it’s multi-cultural time. Brett goes be- 
hind the bar to work the tap. The pale, 
freckled faces sway and clap to the mari- 
ache horns. “It’s fuckin’ great,” giggles one 





in the heart of Jamaica Plain’s 
Hispanic business district. 

After a few rousing tunes and 
an impromptu dance by the can- 
didate — which Brett later iden- 
tifies, somewhat ruefully, as an 
Irish jig — the crowd takes to 
the streets. With the band along 
to serenade, his Hispanic cam-

probable concert. 

“Look at this,” shouts a 
pumped-up Brett at the height of 
the din. “Am I the candidate who 
can bring this city together?” 

It is a moment the 43-year-

and ethnically fragmented than the one he 
grew up in. 

“I welcome change. I think we should 
be spending our time on what unites us,” 
says the man who has turned the word

really got it. He’s only a rep. He’s that

Yet in many ways, Brett is a creature of 
a bygone Boston — the neighborhood kid 
who delivered the Record-American to for- 
mer US House Speaker John McCor- 
mack, the popular student at Southie 
High, the lucky teen who got to march 
with Bobby- and Teddy Kennedy in the 
1968 St. Patrick’s Day Parade, the young 
state rep who became a widely respected 
inside player at the State House, with 
close ties to the ultimate Massachusetts 
political mandarin, Senate President Billy 
Bulger. Add to the mix an FDR Demo- 
crat’s affinity for government and a Boston 
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Democrat’s fiscal liberalism and cultural 
conservatism. 

Even the process by which he entered 
the fray to succeed Ray~Flynn smacks of 
an anachronistic political tribalism. He 
first deferred to former congressman Bri- 
an Donnelly and then waited for House 
Ways and Means chairman Tom Finneran 
to decline to run before making his own 
decision to go. -

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teers, and by shaking every damn hand in the city. “We’re 
doing the basics, blocking and tackling,” says one support- 
er before Brett addresses a group of businesspeople in the 
Watertront neighborhood. “It’s not sexy.” 

Margaret Blood, a former aide to State Representative 
Kevin Fitzgerald and the director of the Massachusetts 
Legislative Children’s Caucus, who signed on to manage 
the Brett effort, estimates that the campaign has about 
3000 volunteers. Between 500 and 600 showed up for the 
training sessions and eventually produced a mind-boggling 
20,000 signatures on his nomination papers. (Candidates 
need 3000 to qualify for the ballot.) 

For Brett, who began the campaign with a $40,000 war 
chest (that’s relatively meager, he says, particularly for the 
House chairman of the legislature’s Joint Committee on 
Banks and Banking), and whose constituents comprise 
only six percent of the city’s population, a good field oper- 
ation is vital to offset the fundraising lead of Sheriff Bob 
Rufo, the incumbency advantage of Acting Mayor Tom 
Menino, and the well-defined ideology and high public 
profile of City Councilor Rosaria Salerno. And though you 
can argue that lawn signs don’t win elections, the Brett 
brigade is indeed impressive to behold. 

At a senior citizens’ drop-in center in the North End, the 
candidate’s supporters bring the pizza, the watermelon, 
and the eagerly anticipated Hoodsies. In addition, each of 
the bingo players gets a plastic goodie bag filled with — 
among other things — a refrigerator magnet in the shape 
of a bonnet, a rubber “Mightygrip” patch (perfect for un- 
screwing stubborn jar tops), and a red-white-and-blue 
emery board emblazoned with ELECT JIM BRETT MAYOR. As 
if that’s not enough, the tape blaring in the Brett van 
parked right outside the center’s open door features aging 
hearthrob Jerry Vale crooning in Italian. 

Later, Brett hits Hanover Street with his North End or- 
ganizer, Tommy Arcadipane, moving briskly along the 
streets, looking friendly and casual in a white shirt and tie, 
sports jacket off. Arcadipane figures he’s already put up 75 
Brett posters in the neighborhood, and claims to have orig- 
inated the idea of hanging them so they jut out into the 
narrow side streets. Noting the Rufo signs sticking out at 
the same angle, Arcadipane explains, with minor annoy- 
ance, that other campaigns “have copied my style.” 

“Anna Ferraro, meet Jimmy Brett,” says Arcadipane as 
he introduces the candidate to a woman who tells the story 
of how she missed a $13 million lottery jackpot by one 
lousy number. 

“Printers on their coffee break,” Tommy shouts as he 
steers Brett over to meet a group of workers taking a 
breather. 

The next day, right before Brett gets ready to accept the 
Boston Municipal Police endorsement at the run-down 
Hyde Patk Municipal Building,"near Cleary Square, the 
volunteers, on cue, put down their signs and cluster 
around the candidate. They, along with a contingent of 
cops, provide a ready-made rooting section. “There’s ya 
Hyde Park contingent, Jimmy,” says an event coordinator, 
pointing to the volunteers in the first row. Only the wail of 
a fire truck tooling through the intersection disrupts anoth- 
er perfectly executed Brett event. 

On the morning of a forum scheduled for Roxbury’s 
Whittier Street Neighborhood Health Center, a damaging 
and embarrassing story breaks that Brett had taken out ads 
in the now-defunct South Boston Marshal. The paper was 
a racist rag that called blacks “urban gorillas” and “a 
bunch of Zulus.” It looks like a mighty sticky spot for the 
candidate, who is sure to take a pounding at the event. But 
when the crowd arrives at the forum, they are greeted by a 
powerful display of political muscle — dozens of Brett 
supporters, many of them people of color, waving those fa- 
miliar blue Brett signs with the white letters and red trim at 
the intersection of Tremont and Ruggles. 

Inside, City Councilor Bruce Bolling, whose own cam- 
paign for mayor is lagging, sarcastically rips Brett as a 
man “who didn’t know he was advertising in a paper that 
called our people Zulus.” Aggravated, Brett remains silent, 
later claiming the format didn’t allow for rebuttal. But 
he’d rather let his supporters and signs speak for him, 
anyway. 

Though the Brett field organization is, in José Rojas’s 
words, “the soul of the campaign,” some question whether 
it will prove decisive. In a race in which the voters have 
been slow to show interest and are still trying to figure out 
who the candidates are, the upcoming television ad battles 
may be more crucial. Of course, Brett would like to think 
the old-fashioned Dorchester door-knocking campaign will 
trump the electronic hocus-pocus of the professional im- 
age-crafters. Not everyone agrees. 

“I don’t understand what Brett’s doing,” says one ob- 
server whose allegiances lie with another candidate. “I 
think he’s running a State House campaign.” 


Label at your own risk 

“I’m uncomfortable with labels,” says Brett. “People who 
know me in the district wouldn’t label me as a conserva- 
tive. They’d think of me as someone who gets things done. 
‘He’s the Michael Jordan. . . . Give it to him and he’ll get it 
done.’ ” 

“Pragmatic,” is how one admiring State House colleague 
describes Brett. “He’s got positions going in all three direc- 
tions: liberal, moderate, and conservative.” 

Labeled as the moderate conservative in the race primar- 
ily because of his anti-abortion-rights views, Brett tells one 
lefty-bashing story. Every year he used to show up in Cod- 
man Square — which, as he hastens to point out, is not in 
his district — to support a rally of social-service advocates. 
A few years ago, after he had voted against a so-called bet- 
ter budget loaded with well-intentioned spending for which

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he says there was simply no money, he was 
booed and jeered by his former allies. “I 
don’t need that kind of treatment,” he 
warned the advocates. “I’m on your side.” 
When they persisted, he walked out, never 
to return. 

In this race, when he has run into occa- 
sional flak from progressives, Brett cata- 
logues his State House record. “I’m very 
liberal when it comes to human-service 
funding,” he says. “I’ve been there for peo- 
ple who are ill. I’ve been there for people 
who are mentally retarded. I’ve been there 
for people living with AIDS. I’ve been there 
for advocates of affordable housing.” 
(Brett’s work on behalf of the disabled 
stems in part from his experience with his 
brother Jack, who is mentally retarded.) 

“He has been a good friend, particularly 
in the area of disabilities,” says Deborah 
Weinstein, the outgoing executive director 
of the Massachusetts Human Services 
Coalition. And the 1992 rankings in the 
Massachusetts Political Almanac show 
him faring well among the leading liberal 
interest groups, voting with CPPAX (Citi- 
zens for Participation in Political Action) 
on 15 out of 18 litmus-test measures, vot- 
ing with the National Organization for 
Women nine out of 10 times, and agree- 
ing with the human-services coalition nine 
out of nine times. At the same time, he got 
only a 20 percent approval rating from the 
fiscally conservative Citizens for Limited 
Taxation. 

Appearing recently on David Brudnoy’s 
WBZ talk-radio show, Brett sounded 
much like a liberal, if not a fire-breathing 
one, in reiterating his opposition to the 

- death penalty and in refusing to take the 
bait when the host tried to get him to bite 
' on a couple of hot-button issues. Given a 
| chance to join in the increasingly popular 
bashing of bilingual education, Brett said, 
| “I do not think there is abuse in bilingual 
| education at all.” 
| And when asked if he’d do something to 
| stop affirmative-action hiring by the city, 
| the candidate said he’d yet to see any 
downside to the practice, a sentiment cer- 
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tainly in keeping with his pledge to hire 
more Hispanics in public-safety jobs. 

Brett also won admirers in the minority 
community with his opposition to the plan 
that replaced the elected school committee 
with its current appointed board. “I’d like 
to be able to say I believe in choice,” he 
says, explaining his position on the matter 
while chuckling at the heretical implica- 
tions for his fellow pro-lifers. 
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refusal to distance himself from one bas- 
tion of old Boston — Southie. When 
asked — hypothetically — if he would 
take out an ad in the Marshal, knowing its 
editorial views of minorities, Brett says, “I 
would probably do it again. You’re respon- 
sible for your ad. That’s it. Your ad.” But 
after a few moments, he adds a qualifier: 
“If I were mayor, I would not put in « 
ad,” he explains, “because I represent the 
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conciliatory legislator become a “leader” and a “fighter”? 


Still, that doesn’t make Brett a poster 
boy for Americans for Democratic Action. 
In addition to being anti-choice, he oppos- 
es needle exchange for drug addicts and 
distributing condoms in high schools. 
Brett’s ratings with the progressive groups 
have not always been as lofty as they were 
in 1992, and Weinstein says that Brett 
won’t bat 1.000 with the coalition this 
year, given his one “troubling” vote in fa- 
vor of Governor William Weld’s workfare 
proposal. 

But perhaps Brett most publicly crosses 
swords with liberals when it comes to his 


whole city now.” 

And following the racially charged mini- 
riot at South Boston High in May, Brett 
tried to tiptoe the line between those like 
Billy Bulger and City Councilor Jimmy 
Kelly, who blamed so-called criminal out- 
siders, and those who held that local pols 
had helped precipitate the riot by whipping 
up racial fears. 

“I’m not going to take sides in these 
things. I’m not Ray Flynn,” Brett told the 
Boston Globe. That balancing act makes 
sense if you accept one colleague’s ap- 
praisal that Brett “sees himself as a moder- 
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ate, and I think he sees his constituents as 
middle-of-the-road Irish-Catholics.” 


Insider or crusader? 

On the stump, Brett constantly uses two 
words to describe himself: “leader” and 
“fighter.” 

He tells the North End*seniors to ask 
themselves, “Who is a leader? Who can 
advocate on your behalf? Quite honestly, 
that’s what I’ve been doing for 12 years.” 

Explaining the “Brett difference” at a 
CPPAX debate, he recounts taking on the 
gun lobby in getting assault weapons 
banned in Boston, adding, “I’ve been 
fighting for people in my district.” 

At a candidate forum in Codman 
Square, he explains how he’s fighting to 
tax property-tax-exempt businesses on 
Massport properties, a proposal he says 
would bring in up to $10 million and be 
used to hire hundreds of new cops. 

“The point is,” he says, “the city needs a 
leader. Not a top cop, not a manager — a 
leader. The next mayor needs to be a 
fighter.” 

All these fighting words may be intend- 
ed as a counterweight to the softer image 
conjured up by one of the legislator’s nick- 
names — “Father Brett.” It’s a term that 
refers not only to the candidate’s deeply 
held religious beliefs, but to his reputation 
on Beacon Hill as a popular, non-con- 
frontational straight-shooter. 

“He’s been straightforward up here. He 
has a reputation up here for being a nice 
guy and fair,” says State Representative 
Byron Rushing. “Nice guy is not always a 
good thing, but being fair is.” 

State-representative-turned-radio-talk- 
meister Marjorie Clapprood — who has 
close ties to both Rufo and Salerno — has 
occasionally butted heads with Brett on the 
issues. But she characterizes him as “a 
good listener” and “a really straight guy.” 
Once, in the heat of a debate over whether 
to fund a social-service program, she as- 
sailed Brett for his opposition. Although 
clearly angered, Brett remained calm and 
gentlemanly as he took the floor for rebut- 
tal — a non-combatant stance he has 
reprised in this campaign by staying ovt of 
many of the public hissing contests over 
campaign donations, Rufo’s crime ads, and

Menino’s powers as acting mayor. Brett is 
probably the only candidate to begin a 
campaign speech by noting, as he did at 
the Waterfront event, that “there are a lot 
of good candidates running for mayor.” 
Although most of the other candidates 
seem to be responding to voter cynicism 
about government — Rufo promises to 
streamline municipal business, Chris Ly- 
don vows war on politics-as-usual, and 
Salerno talks of instilling communal values 
that emanate from the heart, not from City 
Hall — Brett has an almost old-fashioned 
Democratic affinity for the public sector. 
“I am not a government-basher,” he

parents send their kids out of the city, a pet 
Bulger issue that Brett’s against. “I’m obvi- 
ously an independent person,” he says. 

But given the institutional ties on the 
Hill, the potential union IOUs, and the 
nice-guy reputation, some remain uncon- 
vinced. “The question is,” says one munic- 
ipal observer, “ ‘Can Jim Brett say no?’ ” 

Brett answers that by citing one of his 
toughest assignments in public life: the 
thankless task of redrawing the legislative 
districts in 1987, and then the congression- 
al districts in time for last year’s election. 

“I had to say ‘no’ to people,” he says. 
“How would you like to meet your col- 
leagues and tell them, ‘Your career is 
ended’?” 

Says one fellow legislator of Brett’s re- 
districting efforts: “He got, I think, the 
best arrangement that could have been

says. “Some people run on fear. I run on 
hope. We can use government as an agent 
of change.” 

Brett has also become the favorite can- 
didate of another pillar of the old Demo- 
cratic establishment — the unions — 
racking up numerous endorsements from 
the likes of the Hotel & Restaurant Work- 
ers Union, Local 26; the MBTA Inspectors 
Union, Local 600; and the National Asso- 
ciation of Government Employees. Asked 
whether these endorsements won’t exacer- 
bate Brett’s image as the candidate with 
the ties to the special interests, he re- 
sponds, “They’re working men and wom- 
en. They are what Boston is made up of.” 

Brett says, however, that Boston’s rank- 
and-file residents are ill-served by a politi- 
cal culture that often promotes division. 

“It reminds me of Beirut,” he says. “We 
get into this hangup of labels. ‘He’s an in- 
sider, he’s an outsider. He’s a good guy, 
he’s a bad guy. He’s a friend of so-and- 
so. ...’ We have to stop that, and I think I 
have the capacity to bring people together.” 

On the campaign trail, Brett talks end- 
lessly of the possibilities for partnership: a 
partnership between the educational and 
the corporate communities to keep schools 
open for use in the summer; a partnership 
between government and the teaching hos- 
pitals to prepare students for a medical ca- 
reer and to fund neighborhood health cen- 
ters; a partnership between City Hall and 
the banks to encourage economic growth 
in recession-ravaged neighborhoods. 

But it’s his partnership with one man, 
William Bulger, that may provide a stern 
test of Brett’s political skills. (Nine years 
ago, Brett married Patricia Balukonis, who 
has been Bulger’s aide for 22 years.) After 
all, who more than Bulger, the autocratic 
Senate president, embodies the fractious 
“Beirut” politics the Bay State is famous 
for? 

“The only thing you really need to know 
about Rep. Jimmy Brett-Bulger is that he 
is a wholly owned subsidiary of Corrupt 
Midget Enterprises Inc.,” wrote the Boston 
Herald’s Howie Carr on August 13, in 
what is sure to be a preview of coming 
campaign attractions. 

Brett is unapologetic about his friend- 
ship with Bulger, who is also the senator 
for his district. 

“Half the city’s budget comes from the 
state,” he says, “so it’s very healthy to have 
a good working relationship with the peo- 
ple on Beacon Hill.” 

Having said that, Brett then stresses his 
independence from Bulger on such issues 
as the gay-rights bill, which he supported, 
and school choice, which would let Boston 


worked out.” This legislator also praises 
Brett for accepting with grace the “role of 
being the point person.” 

“The image that comes to mind,” the 
co-worker adds, “is that of the suffering 
servant.” Laudable as that is in a body 
where deliberation and compromise are 
valued, mayoral candidate Brett would ob- 
viously now much prefer to downplay that 
image. Thus the effort to project himself 
as a fighter and a leader. 

Like anyone who’s trolled for votes in 
Boston’s wards and precincts, Jim Brett 
knows how to personalize politics, con- 
necting neighborhood names and faces 
with the broad issues. At the Codman 
Square forum, he uses the story of Antho- 
ny Parker — a local teacher in attendance 
who was wooed and hired by the Newton 
schools and ignored by the Boston system, 
where he longed to work — to indict the 
city’s educational institutions. 

On the hustings, the candidate shows a 
handy knack for remembering people. 
When a woman whom he hasn’t seen for 
about a decade approaches Brett at a 
Charles River Park clambake and dares 
him to identify her, he hesitates for a mo- 
ment before declaring triumphantly (and 
shrewdly): “You didn’t have that hair color 
back then.” 

Nearby, he is introduced to the elderly 
Mrs. McNamara and snaps: “Your hus- 
band was a cop. . . doing the details at St. 
Greg’s.” 

“When you remember someone,” he 
says in between campaign stops, “it goes a 
long way.” 

But the name game can be a double-edge 
sword. Standing with his troops on Tremont 
Street near the Ruggles T station, waving at 
the rush-hour traffic, Brett is momentarily 
knocked off guard by a driver who leans 
out the window and bellows: “You’re too 
close to Bulger. I’ll never vote for ya.” 

Reddening, a defensive Brett responds 
by ticking off a list of his other political 
pals. “I guess I’m too close to Joe Moak- 
ley. Too close to Joe Kennedy. Too close 
to Dianne Wilkerson.” 

Intentional or not, Brett has rattled off 
his own version of a Rainbow Coalition. 
Old Guard in Moakley, Young Turk in 
Kennedy, and Rising Woman of Color in 
Wilkerson, who'd reportedly been on the 
verge of endorsing Brett, but has so far 
heid off. It represents the kind of ground- 
breaking, myth-shattering electoral coali- 
tion he talks about amassing. 

It would be more than a little ironic if it 
took a traditional middle-of-the road 
Dorchester pol to pull it off. Q

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An unprecedented alliance between state and 
federal prosecutors has sleazy pols on the run 


in the past two years.

owerful heads are rolling in a newly invigorated campaign against public 
corruption in Massachusetts. Unprecedented cooperation between state 
and federal prosecutors, and an unusually aggressive state attorney gener- 
al, have resulted in a record number of indictments against public officials 


Among those indicted have been such powerful figures as former congressman 
Nick Mavroules, former state attorney general Eddie McCormack, and former Bos- 
ton mayoral candidate Joe Timilty. Mavroules just went to prison, Timilty is on the 
way, and McCormack is being prosecuted by the very office he used to run. 


More quietly, Attorney General Scott Harshbarger 
has indicted 55 state and local public officials, charg- 
ing them with stealing, cheating, or unethically ac- 
cepting amounts of money ranging from $2000 to $1 
million. The latest indictment was filed against State 
Senator Henri Rauschenbach (R-Brewster). The 
Cape Cod legislator was charged with violating the 
state’s conflict-of-interest law by taking $17,500 
from a business associate who sought favorable treat- 
ment from the state. 

In just two and a half years in office, Harshbarger 
has made it clear that he intends to transform the at- 
torney general’s office into a major player in the bat- 
tle against public corruption. His predecessor, Jim 
Shannon, indicted 38 public officials during his four 
years in the office, well below Harshbarger’s rate. 
And attorney general Frank Bellotti, whom Shannon 
succeeded, indicted 160 public officials in 12 years. 

Harshbarger’s conviction rate is also impressive: 
28 have already pleaded guilty or have been convict- 
ed; of those, 12 went to prison and 16 were ordered 
to pay restitution. Only one was found not guilty, 
and 26 cases are still pending. 

But it is more than the volume of indictments that 
distinguishes Harshbarger and his federal partner-in- 
crimefighting, Acting US Attorney John Pappalardo, 
from prosecutors past. It is the aggressive approach 


of state and federal prosecutors, working together, 
that makes them so deadly. Just like those predatory 
creatures from Jurassic Park known as velociraptors, 
these hunters work as a team. 
One gets your attention. The other eats you alive. 
Let us begin our tour. 


Chelsea mourning 


Last week, former Chelsea mayor Tom Nolan 
pleaded guilty to accepting $5000 in bribes from 
State Representative Bobby McCarthy (D-Melrose). 
McCarthy sought to keep a $350,000 annual no-bid 
insurance contract with the city in the name of the 
Edward A. McCarthy Insurance Company, founded 
by McCarthy’s father, himself a former state repre- 
sentative. 

Now it’s the junior McCarthy’s turn to be a former 
legislator. Last week, following public court testimo- 
ny that he bribed more than one Chelsea mayor, Mc- 
Carthy resigned. 

McCarthy is the second representative from Mel- 
rose to be claimed by scandal. The first was Tim 
O’Leary, who stepped down following a bizarre dis- 
appearance. It turned out he had a few financial 
problems — which included robbing his campaign 
fund for personal expenses. After a couple of weeks 


on the run, O’Leary resurfaced, resigned — and 
went off to prison. 

Nolan, who was mayor in 1986 and ’87, pleaded 
guilty to obstruction of justice because he was caught 
lying to a federal grand jury about accepting bribes 
from McCarthy and from police officers who were 
providing protection for bookmaker Samuel 
Berkowitz. Berkowitz is best known for receiving a 
pardon in the 1980s from President Ronald Reagan. 
Prosecutors have recommended that Nolan spend 12 
months in prison. 

Nolan is one of four former Chelsea mayors who 
accepted bribes in exchange for official favors. The 
other three: 
> Jim Mitchell, who served from 1983 to ’86. He 
pleaded guilty last month to obstruction of justice. It 
seems that Mitchell lied to the grand jury about ac- 
cepting bribes from McCarthy, police officers, and 
others. Prosecutors have agreed to a plea-bargain 
with Mitchell, recommending that he serve 10 
months in prison. 
>» John “Butchie” Brennan, who served from 1988 
to 91, and has been charged with obstruction of jus- 
tice because of his lies to the grand jury. Brennan has 
become a federal informant. 

» Joel Pressman, who served from 1976 to ’83, and 
who was a 1982 candidate for lieutenant governor, 
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FROM THE BANKS of the Charles to the 
Connecticut River from the North Shore to 
the elbow of Cape Cod, elected officials are 
under fire, as state and federal prosecutors 
pursue an aggressive campaign against 
corruption in Massachusetts.

the only one of Chelsea’s four most recent mayors 
who has not been charged with any crime. But wait: 
Pressman testified under a grant of immunity before a 
federal grand jury and admitted to accepting bribes as 
mayor. He’s the only former mayor who hasn’t been 
charged with lying to the grand jury, and is reportedly 
cooperating with federal authorities. (Pressman’s gift 
for graft was first reported by the Phoenix, in 1986.) 

By 1991, the stench emanating from Bellingham 
Square was wafting through the corridors of the 
State House. The state threw the near-bankrupt city 
into receivership and replaced Brennan with an ad- 
ministrative receiver, Jim Carlin. (Carlin has since 
been succeeded by Lewis Harry Spence.) 

Brennan and Pressman are star witnesses in a 
racketeering trial that began last week in US District 
Court in Boston. The defendant, former Chelsea Po- 
lice captain Leo “Buddy” McHatton, who headed the 
vice squad, is the target of a federal racketeering in- 
vestigation into former city officials. 

And there could be more. Last Thursday, while a 
Phoenix reporter waited in the lobby of the US at- 
torney’s office to interview Pappalardo, witnesses 
from Chelsea also filled the waiting room. One told

the Phoenix he was there to testify before a grand 
jury about the continuing corruption probe. 


It began as an investigation by Harshbarger into 
alleged arson for profit involving the Springfield Re- 
development Authority. It expanded into a probe of a 
multimillion-dollar no-bid contract between Spring- 
field officials and a Worcester insurance company. 
Then state investigators began to look into allega- 
tions of tax fraud on the part of some elected city of- 
ficials. The paper trail has revealed a city for sale on 
the banks of the Connecticut River in an investiga- 
tion that extends all the way to Washington. 

The Phoenix has learned that a federal grand jury, 
which has targeted US Representative Richie Neal 
(D-Springfield), met again on August 5 and heard 
evidence from city officials who served under Neal 
when he was mayor, from 1983 to ’89. The grand 
jury subpoenaed at least two members of the former 
Neal administration as part of an extensive racketeer- 
ing investigation. 

The Springfield probe is a good example of the

synergy between Harshbarger’s and Pappalardo’s of- 
fices. Among the key new witnesses available to fed- 
eral prosecutors is Springfield City Councilor 
Frankie Keough, who was indicted by Harshbarger 
on charges of tax fraud when Keough was council 
president, in 1992. Keough pleaded guilty to one 
misdemeanor count, while a felony charge remains 
held over his head pending his cooperation with in- 
vestigators. As part of Keough’s plea agreement, he 
signed away his Fifth Amendment right not to in- 
criminate himself for 18 months. If he does not an- 
swer all questions posed to him truthfully, Keough 
faces up to three years in prison. 

Keough and others “are witnesses we can get on 
our own, too,” says Pappalardo. “But by the same to- 
ken it is useful to have a one-two punch, particularly 
where there is a cross-fertilization of information.” 

State prosecutors also brought tax-fraud charges 
against Springfield’s former deputy tax collector, 
Charlie Kingston Jr., who, like Bobby McCarthy, is 
the son of a former state representative. Kingston 
was appointed by Neal and served until his Febru- 
ary 1993 indictment.

According to an affidavit written last November by state 
Department of Revenue investigator Francis V. Murphy, 
who was seeking a warrant to search Kingston’s files and 
offices, Kingston’s “extensive consulting and lobbying ac- 
tivities . . . would appear to be prohibited by the state’s 
conflict of interest law. Kingston held himself out as a 
public relations and political consultant and actively re- 
cruited employment and reimbursement from many busi- 
nesses and companies doing business within the City of 
Springfield.” 

Kingston received payments from more than 20 such 
companies, according to the affidavit. Kingston received a 
$50,000 “finder’s fee” from a construction company 
owned, in part, by Lester Fontaine. “Mr. Fontaine,” ac- 
cording to the affidavit, “went to a meeting in Mayor 
Neal’s office to go over the project. . . . [H]e was subse- 
quently instructed by a Gerry Hayes from the Mayor’s of- 
fice that the $50,000 payment to Kingston was for a ‘find- 
er’s fee’ for all of Kingston’s work on the project.” 

Investigators discovered payments of $162,570 from 
Mass Mutual Insurance Company to Kingston, according 
to the affidavit. “As a result of their interest and pursuit of 
this matter,” concluded the investigator, “Mass Mutual 
presently manages a large portion of the retirement invest- 
ment funds for the City of Springfield.” 

The 36-page affidavit reveals numerous companies that 
allegedly paid money to Kingston and received preferential 
treatment from the city government. A towing company 
with city contracts is said to have paid Kingston $17,000. 
A bus company with a multimillion-dollar city contract re- 
portedly paid Kingston $243,000 in “consulting fees.” In- 
surance Cost Control, Inc., of Worcester — which held a 
$2.5 million no-bid insurance contract with Springfield — 
paid Kingston $1000 a month starting in July 1987, ac- 
cording to the affidavit, even though “ICC has no contract 
or written agreement reflecting their engagement of 
Kingston as a consultant and they have no record of re- 
ceiving any invoices, correspondence or reports written or 
prepared by Kingston during this period.” (Just this past 
Tuesday, former ICC president E. Paul Tinsley, of Holden, 
was indicted by Harshbarger on tax-fraud charges.) 

Investigators cited a “wide discrepancy between” 
Kingston’s bank deposits in 1987, 1988, and 1990 and 
what he reported as his gross receipts on his tax returns. 

“Many of the payments made to Kingston were not rou- 
tinely deposited into either of Kingston’s business ac- 
counts,” wrote investigator Murphy. “Many of these 
checks were simply cashed without first being deposited 
into a regular bank account.” 

If Kingston didn’t keep all that cash, to whom did the 
money go? 

“I don’t know the answer to that question,” replies Pap- 
palardo. “There has been a state indictment. And in what 
you’ve described as an overall investigation, there contin- 
ues to be coordination with the state. I can only say that 
from the federal perspective it has been reported that an 
investigation is ongoing.” 


When Biff met Henri 


Former state senator William “Biff” MacLean (D- 
Fairhaven) was one of the most influential men on Beacon 
Hill, and Southeastern Massachusetts’s leading powerbro- 
ker. Last February he was convicted of twice violating the 
state’s conflict-of-interest law by illegally receiving benefits 
from two state contracts. 

MacLean made a deal with prosecutors to plead guilty 
and pay back $512,000 he received from a state-funded 
housing development and in commissions from PEBSCO, 
a company involved with pensions for state employees. 
MacLean, who left the Senate in 1992, was also put on one 
year’s probation. 

MacLean’s conviction sent shock waves through the 
State House, but it was not warmly received on Morrissey 
Boulevard. A Boston Globe editorial called the deal “a slap- 
on-the-wrist plea-bargain,” noting that “not only will there 
be no trial, but MacLean reportedly will not be required to 
‘cooperate’ with investigators.” 

Responded Harshbarger in a letter to the Globe: “Crimi- 
nal targets only ‘cooperate’ in exchange for other substan- 
tial consideration. We rejected that approach as disadvan- 
tageous to the Commonwealth. Instead, we convicted Sen. 
MacLean on two matters, and we have complete freedom 
to pursue all other matters.” 

That freedom takes on a new relevance with this month’s 
indictment of State Senator Henri Rauschenbach, the 
ranking Republican on the Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. Rauschenbach, a political friend and ally of 
MacLean, was indicted by a Suffolk County grand jury on 
charges he violated the same conflict law. Rauschenbach 
allegedly took $17,500 from business associate Carmen 
Elio “in furtherance of Elio’s business interests in the pub- 
lic pension system,” according to a press release sent out 
by Harshbarger. 

“The Henri Rauschenbach I know and the Henri 
Rauschenbach in that press release,” says Senate Minority 
Leader Brian Lees, “are not the same person.” 

And a source familiar with the investigation told the 
Phoenix that the Rauschenbach case could lead back to — 
Biff MacLean. 

The MacLean case was an early example of the new co- 
operation between federal and state prosecutors. MacLean 
and his dealings with PEBSCO had been the target of a 
federal probe. Federal prosecutors, according to Pappalar- 
do, discovered that MacLean had taken six-figure pay- 
ments, but could find no violation of federal law. But they 
did believe that MacLean’s actions were in violation of the 
state conflict-of-interest law, so they packaged up the case

and gave it to Harshbarger. 

Another state legislator who lost his job 
thanks to the cooperation between the two 
prosecutorial offices was former state rep- 
resentative Jackie McNeil (D-Malden), in- 
vestigated by the feds and prosecuted by 
both the state and the United States. Mc- 
Neil now sits in the 106-year-old Franklin 
County Jail, in Greenfield, serving a four- 
year concurrent state and federal sentence 
for accepting $6000 in bribes and for 
videotaping a minor in a sex act. 

MacLean and even McNeil may well be 
glad to have left the State House when 
they did. Because the feds have reportedly 
launched a new probe of legislators and 
lobbyists, some of whom attended a secret 
junket last December in Puerto Rico.

According to one prominent defense at- 
torney who represents public officials — 
Tracy Miner, of Mintz, Levin — the feder- 
al probe may well be about something 
more serious than misdemeanor conflict- 
of-interest charges. Legislators are wor- 
ried that the feds will use the Racketeer 
Influenced and Corrupt Organizations 
(RICO) statute to bring felony charges 
against them. 

The state’s conflict-of-interest law re- 
quires that all gratuities valued at $50 or 
more must be reported by the legislator. 
But if a legislator were to violate this 
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ever, that there’s two people eating dinner, 
and the bill was $110, viola, you’re over 
the $50 limit. Suddenly they can make you 
into a racketeer.” 

Pappalardo acknowledges that federal 
laws, including the RICO statute, give 
prosecutors a heavier hand than Massa- 
chusetts state laws, but argues that when it 
comes to public-corruption cases, that 
heavy hand is necessary. 

“Corruption cases,” says Pappalardo, 
“are extraordinary cases to investigate and 
prosecute. The object of the investigation 
is usually someone who is either elected 
or appointed at a high position, and is

statute more than once, that could con- 
ceivably be used in a federal RICO case as 
evidence of an ongoing racketeering con- 
spiracy. 

Thus RICO, if rigidly applied to state 
legislators, could turn two misdemeanors 
into one felony. That’s the legal equivalent 
of two venal sins becoming one mortal sin. 

“I won’t say who we represent in the 
thing,” says Miner, “but it’s no secret that 
there are investigations where four state 
reps took in a meal that is over 50 bucks. 
Now I find that offensive. Do you really 
care if your state legislator goes out to din- 
ner for 55 bucks instead of 45 bucks?” 

“So if I’m a state representative,” adds 
Miner, “and they can show that I went to 
Puerto Rico, and they got my dinner bill 
and they can show that the bill is $220 and 
there are four of us, they’re going to divide 
it. And they’re going say, “Your amount is 
over $50.’ That’s one predicate act. 

“And if I had dinner the year before 
with somebody else, and they can show, 
with an American Express receipt or what- 


therefore well-connected, likable, and 
charismatic.” 

“Let’s spin out a typical scenario, or a 
hypothetical,” he continues. “Say you have 
an elected official in a position to review a 
matter, an award, a contract. That public 
official is getting paid:to discharge his du- 
ties as a public official. 

“Now say you have a businessman. And 
the businessman is interested in getting a 
contract or a favorable report, or a piece 
of legislation passed. The public official 
says, ‘Okay, I’ll be happy to do that for 
you. However, it’s going to cost you mon- 
ey,’ maybe in the form of campaign contri- 
butions. 

“The public official has something to 
gain — money for the discharge of his of- 
ficial duties. The businessman has some- 
thing to gain — legislation, a report, or 
whatever. But the whole point is neither of 
them has any initiative to talk, to disclose 
the nefarious relationship that exists be- 
tween the two of them. 


“My point to you,” Pappalardo contin- 
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ues, “is that, absent the initiative to talk, 
you have to use extraordinary means to 
pierce that conspiracy.” 

Counters Frank Bellotti, who along with 
Tracy Miner defended Mavroules on 
RICO charges: “It was initially enacted as 
an organized-crime statute. Then it got 


expanded way out of proportion. In the | 


hands of an overzealous prosecutor, it’s a 
very dangerous statute.” 

RICO may well be the single most pow- 
erful tool available to federal prosecutors 
today. It deprives defendants of any 
statute-of-limitations defense, which can 
lead to trials long after the crimes were al- 
leged to have taken place. When too long a 
period passes, witnesses often die, forget 
details, or move away. 

RICO also carries with it special rules of 
evidence that defense attorneys say allow 
prejudicial and irrelevant evidence to be 


submitted to the jury. RICO might be’ 


called a super-conspiracy law. A defendant 
can be found guilty of an entire conspiracy 
because he or she associated with one 
member of that conspiracy, even if the de- 
fendant was not a party to the major 
crimes of that conspiracy. That’s guilt by 
association. 

Defense attorneys say the use of RICO 
prejudices the jury because.the word 
“racketeering,” in the words of one attor- 
ney, “makes it sound like John Dillinger.” 

RICO also includes a forfeiture provi- 
sion that allows the government to freeze a 
defendant’s assets before trial. This can in- 
terfere with a defendant’s ability to pay a 
lawyer and hire investigators. 

In the Mavroules case, the powerful 
member of the House Armed Services 
Committee pleaded guilty to 15 charges of 
accepting gratuities, making false state- 
ments, and tax fraud, and took a so-called 
Alford plea (similar to a no-contest plea) 
on a charge that he received an unreported 
cash gratuity — all to avoid trial on racke- 
teering charges. 

“Mavroules pled to all the underlying 
components that made up the RICO 
charge, to each and every underlying pred- 
icate act;” says Pappalardo. “I ultimately 
dismissed the RICO conspiracy count. 
The only thing we lost was the ability to 
call him a racketeer.”

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Hanged by their own noose 


ne of the ironies surrounding the wave of indictments being brought 
gainst public officials in Massachusetts is that, in many cases, prose- 
utors are using laws their victims handed them. 

For instance, back in 1978, as part of the post-Watergate and 
Ward Commission era of reform, the state legislature passed a con- 
ict-of-interest law that makes gratuities illegal regardless of whether 
there is any exchange of favors or special consideration. 

“They passed the law because they were unconscious,” says former attorney gener- 
al Frank Bellotti, who believes the law is so broad that many Beacon Hill pols could 
be brought down if it were vigorously enforced. “It’s not everybody,” he says. “But 
it’s very far-reaching.” 

“Suppose some guy was an elected official,” continues Bellotti. “And suppose he 
bargains with a private citizen to get the right price for his landscaping or for his 
pool. If you’re an elected official, that’s a very dangerous thing to do. Because if you 
get a price that’s lower than everybody else, then you’re guilty. That’s a gratuity.” 

But the greatest irony of all about Chapter 268A, the conflict law that former attor- 
ney general Eddie McCormack is accused of violating, is that it was written by a 
state-attorney-general-turned-lobbyist by the name of . . . Eddie McCormack. 

Some politicians have begun to gripe about how their civil liberties are abused by 
zealous prosecutors using RICO on the federal level and 268A on the state level. 

But former congressman Nick Mavroules, who’s now doing time, voted for RICO 
as a member of Congress. 

“I’m sure that some of those state reps who are being investigated right now,” says 
Bellotti associate Tracy Miner, “voted for 268A.” 

“The political reality is, try voting against an anti-crime bill,” adds Miner. “Every- 
body cares about crime, and they should. It’s a big problem in this state or this city. 
Do you want to be the congressman or state rep that voted against an anti-crime 
bill?” 

Attorney General Scott Harshbarger agrees with the principle that laws don’t guar- 
antee ethical behavior. Instead, he blames a social mindset that takes a narrow view. 
“Every time we see a major problem that we don’t know what to do with, it’s the pub- 
lic, not the people in government, who want to pass a law. Make it illegal. Make it go 
away. A magic quick fix. Let’s pass a law, make it a crime, give it to the police and 
prosecutors, and then, when they fail, everybody says it’s terrible. What we are in fact 
dealing with are major social problems. 

“It’s pervasive. It’s part of a broader societal problem. Why is it that in almost every 
institution, public or private, the major standard now is ‘I did not violate the law’? 
That somehow you’ve achieved the height of integrity if you didn’t violate the law?” 

And though some politicians are complaining that their rights are being violated by 
heavy-handed weapons like RICO, few have been heard speaking out against similar 
legal tools when used against people charged with drug-dealing or other such crimes. 

“In a drug case that has mandatory minimum sentences,” says Miner, “more often 
than not, a defendant is being tagged under sentencing guidelines for the entire 
amount sold, even though she might not have a clue as to how much was sold. I really 
feel sorry for her. I feel sorry for the people who are basically good people but who 
make a mistake in judgment.” 

Harshbarger draws a parallel with wrongdoing in private business. “I think you 
will see a lot of resistance to the same sentencing guidelines being applied to white- 
collar and corporate crime as was being applied to other crimes,” he says. “It’s not 
just the legislature. It’s the business community. We want to enhance the environ- 
mental forfeiture laws. Well, suddenly, for the first time that I know of, parts of the 
business community are expressing great concern about the scope and constitution- 
ality of forfeiture. But when it is applied to other people, they don’t have the same 
measure of concern.” 

Until politicians — goaded on, perhaps, by newly sensitive corporate lobbyists — 
repeal the laws they passed to take away civil liberties from the general public, they 
shouldn’t expect much sympathy when they cry that their own rights are being vio- 
lated. 

In fact, the public response to the indictment, conviction, and imprisonment of 
public officials has led to more cheers than jeers from the crowd, and increased pop- 


















ularity for prosecutors willing to bring these cases. 
The pols have been hanged by a noose of their own making.

For the right not to be called a racke- 


teer, Mavroules agreed to spend 15 
months in federal prison, a sentence he 
began serving this month in Pennsylvania. 


The friends of Eddie McCormack 


Harshbarger’s prosecution of former at- 
torney general Eddie McCormack on con- 
flict-of-interest charges has created a con- 
siderable amount of tension between pros- 
ecutors and defense lawyers. McCormack, 
whose photograph hangs outside Harsh- 
barger’s office (he served as AG from 
1958 to 63), allegedly violated state law 
by paying $30,000 between 1985 and ’88 
to Paul Fanning, an employee of then- 
State Treasurer Bob Crane. 

“We don’t contest that he paid the mon- 
ey,” says Tracy Miner, who is defending 
McCormack with another Mintz, Levin 
bigfoot, Robert Popeo. “What we say is 
that it wasn’t compensation for the ser- 
vices. It was a buyout. Paul Fanning used 
to be an owner of an insurance company 
that Ed McCormack was an owner of, Pil- 
grim Insurance. 

“The state says that Pilgrim had a con- 
tract with the state. We dispute that. 
They’re saying this guy Fanning was a 
state employee. He could just as easily 
have been the dog-catcher. They’re not al- 
leging any influence was used, or that he 
did anything for them. And they claim they 
don’t have to. That’s a statutory-interpre- 
tation issue.” 

Both Miner and Bellotti say the McCor- 


mack case is an example of how treacher- 
ous the waters have become for politicians, 
who may find themselves facing legal 
problems, even prison, for acts they may 
believe are neither illegal nor unethical. 

“It’s dangerous to be a public official to- 
day,” says Miner. “I think a number of 
marginal cases have been brought that 
would not have been brought if the person 
was not a public official.” 

“Politicians are held to a higher stan- 
dard,” adds Bellotti. “Conduct which is 
acceptable for businesspeople to do all 
their lives is not considered acceptable for 
politicians.” 

Harshbarger, though, responds more in 
sorrow than in anger. “It is very sad for 
me that it is Ed McCormack,” he says. 
“When I was DA [in Middlesex County], 
the need to prosecute police officers and 
local officials was also sad. But if you be- 
lieve that public service is a noble, neces- 
sary, crucial operation, then you’ve got to 
do it. If you believe that public servants 
ought to be held to a high standard of 
trust and responsibility, that these are op- 
portunities that few people in this world 
get, you have to bring these cases.” 

The attorney general also has a response 
for the man whom he once served as an 
assistant AG, and who he usually finds on 
the other side these days. 

“I consider Frank Bellotti to be my men- 
tor,” Harshbarger says. “I learned a great 
deal from him. But most of all, the thing I 
learned that is most important is that the 
best way to serve as attorney general, the 
best politics, is to make this the best pro- 
fessional office in the state. . . . I think I 
am fulfilling completely everything I was 
taught about what an attorney general’s 
office should be by Frank Bellotti.” Q

Death to platforms 


The Guilt and Shame of Looking Normal

s everyone around you dressed like they’ve just 
been released from a mental hospital? 


Do you find yourself staring in the windows of 


shoe stores these days, gasping with horror at the 
sight of four-inch platforms? 

Do you wander through women’s-clothing stores, 
‘whimpering, unable to find a single item that you’d even 
consider trying on? 

If you answered “yes” to the above questions, you 
have probably developed a syndrome that’s afflicting 
scores of American women right now. You are suffering 
the Guilt and Shame of Looking Normal. 

Yes, it’s true. At this very moment, thousands of other- 
wise healthy, happy young women are staring glumly 
through the windows of women’s-clothing stores, mut- 
tering, “Bell bottoms? How could it possibly be?” 
Thousands more are out on the street, mumbling to 
themselves: “Full price for torn clothing? Birkenstocks? 
Men in skirts? I can’t stand it!” And scores of others are 
exhibiting early-warning signs of the Guilt and Shame of 
Looking Normal: terrified of the growing discrepancy 
between their tastes and current styles, some are devel- 
oping acute shopping phobias. Many more are “in 
denial,” wandering around in the same old leggings and 
oversize shirts and little flat shoes they wore late in the 
"80s, trying desperately to ignore the sight of women in 
clogs. And others are simply stymied, paralyzed, unable 
to understand why the world around them changed so 
quickly — and so drastically.

Remember when everyone looked normal? Remember 

how nice that was?

Think back — not too far back, just a few years ago, 
just to ’89 or ’90. 

Can you picture it? Women in straight skirts and 
unstructured jackets. Women in black leggings, and long 
cotton sweaters, and sleek, Italian shoes. Women in 
pumps! We wore pumps and we were proud! 

Oh, how I miss it. Last week, I went into Jasmine, in 
Harvard Square, where I used to covet nine out of 10 
items on the rack. Stacks of crocheted vests and huge, 
wide, ballooning pants. I wanted to cry. I went next door 
to Sola, where I used to drool over the inventory. Walls 
of clunky, chunky, fat-looking shoes. My heart sank. 

Then, later, I had lunch at the Other Side Café. 
Grunge City. The waitress teetered around on a pair of 
maroon-colored platforms that looked like sneakers atop 
a four-inch cork heel. A woman across the room had 
pale, pale skin, and maroon lipstick, about seven pounds 
of black eyeliner, and filthy hair. Ratty clothes, every- 
where. Nothing matching, nothing clean, 17 earrings in 
every lobe. 

I looked down. I had on a short black skirt and. black 








flats. A simple silk blouse. A single earring in each ear. I 
longed for the past. 

I thought, J can’t remember the last time I actually 
admired another woman’s shoes in public. 

I felt sad. 

This can make you feel old, observing these seismic 
shifts in culture and style. The part of me that sits in hip 
cafés and gawks at the sight of grunged-out 20-year- 
olds sipping wheatgrass juice and listening to industrial 
rock is the part of me that feels culturally cut off, com- 
pletely behind the times. 

I said this to a friend the other day: “I have ceased to 
be cool. I still smoke. I still drink. I haven’t known the 
names of the players on Saturday Night Live in 10 
years.” 

I paused. “You know what else? I still use the word 
‘neat.’ And not just in reference to Scotch.” 

I sighed. “I am a loser.” 

s 

But I am a proud loser. I really am. I put on my nor- 
mal clothing every morning and I leave the house with 
my head held high. 

For one thing, I understand something key about nos- 
talgia: it only works if you’re very young or very old. At 
33, I don’t fit into either category, so all this retro, 
hipped-out, Birkenstock-and-bell-bottom garb simply 
makes me gag. If I were 60, I might find it amusing; and 
if I were 21, I might not have the memory — the truly 
horrifying memory — of how it felt to wear that stuff 
back when I was in junior high. 

Here I am, 15, clattering down the street on a pair of 
five-inch platform shoes like a mutant wildebeest. 

Here I am, wearing a pair of bell bottoms so wide and 
so long that the hems brush the ground when I walk. 
Here I am in clogs. In (shudder) hip-huggers. 

Do you see? You can’t wear 
that stuff now if you wore it 
when you were a frightened, ill- 
defined, adolescent dweeb. It 
takes you back. It makes you 
cringe. 

Another thing: I am in the 
post-experimental stage of per- 
sonal style. This is a mercy. It is 
also no small feat. 

Before you hit the post- 
experimental stage of personal 
style, you founder helplessly in 
the prior stage, which is techni- 
cally known as the I have abso- 
lutely no idea who I am or what 
I really look like, so I’ll go 
through dozens of totally inap- 
propriate looks until I hit the 
right one stage.

They remind me of self-consciousness, of trying to find a 
comfortable fit in the world, of that horrible period: life 
before leggings. 

So I will persevere. I will continue to resist the guilt 
and shame of looking normal. I will continue to sneer at 
platform shoes and Birkenstocks and tattered shorts 
worn over torn black tights. And I will continue to take 
heart in one abiding reality: one of these days, my 
clothes will be retro.

It is difficult to imagine 
how the deodorant industry would have amounted to 
anything without it. But some more fundamental mecha- 
nism must surely be at work. A few hypotheses: 

¢ Sex is a disease. Dreamed up by someone who had 
a rough night, no question. But perhaps true. In his 
book Shadows of Forgotten Ancestors, Carl Sagan says, 
“Perhaps sex started out as an infection, becoming later 
institutionalized by the infecting and infected cells.” 
This follows a discussion of “how viruses exchange 
genetic material with their hosts, thus causing major 
changes in DNA impossible by the slow, random muta- 
tion process,” one of Cecil’s correspondents summa- 
rizes. Sagan also offers the disquieting thought that the 
invention of sex coincided with the advent of death. 
Presex, cells simply divided and for practical purposes 
were immortal. Then again, bacteria do “conjugate,” 
which is vaguely akin to sex (you know, amo, amas, 
amat), so we dasn’t take this sex/death thing too far. A 
related theory is: 

¢ Sex evolved as a mechanism for DNA repair. Harris 
Bernstein et al. (1981) propose that DNA in the early 
days (and maybe still) was easily damaged, and when sex 
occurred and two strands combined, you had an oppor- 
tunity to throw out the bad parts and recombine the rest 
into one sturdy genetic whole. 

Fine, but what keeps the ball rolling? We turn to a 
seminal (you should pardon the expression) article by 
Alexey Kondrashov, which begins: “Sexual reproduction 
— the alternation of meiosis and syngamy with atten- 
dant segregation and recombination — is one of nature’s 
wonders.” Alexey, you old romantic, one thinks. But who 
among us, seeing an attractive member of the species, 
has not thought: jeez, would you get a load of the 
gametes on that polar body? 

Anyway, Kondrashov’s idea is that deleterious muta- 
tions are accumulating in the human population, an 
idea that an evening at a Knicks game will certainly 
confirm, and that (I omit a good deal of mathematical 
subtlety here) sex tends to counteract this. 

We haven’t even touched on the intriguing ideas of 
W.D. Hamilton, nor have we answered the question of 
how all this evolved in one generation, except to say that 
it undoubtedly didn’t. You’re focusing on thrusting loins, 
whereas the real issue is recombining nucleic acids. Try 
to keep this in mind on your next blind date.

around the globe — a 
thirsty soul stops to enjoy 
the pause that refreshes by 
slurping down an ice-cold can 

or bottle of the Real Thing, 
Coca-Cola. But what’s the real 
story behind the number-one soft- 
drink maker in the world? Business 
writer Mark Pendergrast wondered 
the same thing and spent four years researching and 
writing For God, Country and Coca-Cola: The 
Unauthorized History of the Great American Soft 
Drink and the Company That Makes It (Charles 
Scribner’s Sons; $27.50). 

In this mammoth (556 pages), comprehensive histo- 
ry of the Atlanta-based company, Pendergrast un- 
covers the good, the bad, and the bubbly about this 
marketing phenomenon. Pendergrast captures the 
awe-inspiring popularity of Coca-Cola, best illus- 
trated perhaps by his retelling of the uproar that 
followed the official decision to change the fizzy 


drink’s formula in 1985. 
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Pendergrast, who was born in At- 
lanta in 1948 and grew up on a road 
known as “Coca-Cola Row,” spoke 
with the Phoenix by telephone from his 
home in Stowe, Vermont.

Q: If I walked into the World of 
Coca-Cola Museum in Atlanta and 
asked one of the guides if Coke ever con- 
tained cocaine, what would he tell me? 

A: He would say absolutely not. 

Q: But he'd be lying, wouldn’t he? 

A: Maybe he wouldn’t know he was 
lying, but he would not be telling the 
truth. It certainly did contain cocaine. 
Sometimes Coca-Cola slimes around 
the question by saying, “Well, we didn’t 
add cocaine to it.” And that’s true — 
they didn’t intentionally add any white 
powdered cocaine. But they did use the 
whole coca leaf, which is, of course, the 
source of all cocaine. 

Q: So Coca-Cola has glossed over its 
product’s history. 

A: Yes, and I think it’s amusing, 
since it hasn’t had any cocaine in it 
since 1903. Why they should want to 
deny the fact that it once had a very 
small amount of cocaine is beyond me. 

Q: What does their reluctance to ad- 
mit such a thing say about the Coca- 
Cola company? 

A: It says they are extraordinarily 
concerned with their image. The co- 
caine [story] has been an irritant for 
them over the years. For example, back 
in the early ’80s, when cocaine was the 
yuppie drug of choice, some smart 
marketer came out with a T-shirt that 
said “cocaine” on it in the Coca-Cola 
script. The Coca-Cola company went 
absolutely berserk and I’m sure they 
sued. But, in a way, that got them to 
institute a licensing program, which 
made it legal for people to use the 
Coca-Cola logo on various prod- 
ucts. It was never supposed to be 
used on anything but the bottle, 
but they changed their minds. 

It’s quite remarkable to me 
that people pay Coca-Cola for 
the privilege of advertising their 
product. I can’t think of many 
other products, other than 
Budweiser, that that’s true of. 

Q: And to take that idea a 
step further, people are 
quite willing to wear T- 
shirts and hats bearing the 
Coca-Cola logo. Why do 
you suppose that is? 

A: It’s certainly noth- 
ing intrinsic to Coca-

Cola. I attribute it to the company’s ex- 
traordinarily successful advertising and 
how they’ve made Coca-Cola a part of 
the fabric of American life and culture. 
People associate it with youth, buoyan- 
cy, good times, and good looks. Conse- 
quently, wearing a T-shirt with the 
Coca-Cola logo shows that you’re cool. 

Q: In the book, you use the phrase 
“Coca-Cola men” to describe the zeal- 
ously devout executives, managers, and 
sales staff who made the company so 
successful. What are the qualities that 
make for good Coca-Cola men? 

A: They believe in their product. 
They’re missionaries. Coca-Cola men 
have syrup in their veins. 

Q: What a horrible thought. 

A: Maybe to you and me, but not to 
them. They’re very proud of Coca- 
Cola. They’re very well indoctrinated 
with the idea that Coca-Cola is the best 
drink in the world; that it makes every- 
one’s life happier and better; that you 
should be proud to work for the com- 
pany; and that everyone who works for 
the company is clean and good and 
wholesome. 

Q: But, as you note, the corporate 
culture is changing at Coca-Cola. There 

are more ladder-climbing MBAs 
and fewer life-long em- 
ployees. 









































































A: In fact, [former Coca-Cola sales- 
man] Charley Bottoms said, “There’s 
some people here who don’t even drink 
our product. That’s a sin. They work 
for money.” [He laughs. ] 

Q: Probably the most controversial 
episode in Coca-Cola’s recent past con- 
cerns the taste change in 1985. The ma- 
jority of cola drinkers despised 
New Coke and protested loud- 
ly. In retrospect, do you think 
the company understood the 
magnitude of what they were 
doing? 

A: No, I don’t think they | 
did. In the book, I quote 
this psychological profile 
that the Lintas company 
[one of Coca-Cola’s ad 
agencies] came out with 
where they talked about the 
typical Diet Coke user, who ba- 
sically was a yuppie, and the typ- 
ical Coca-Cola drinker, who was 
conservative and traditional and thought 
the world was the way it should be and 
thought that there were certain things 
that were immutable and shouldn’t 
change. 

Well, they did that study in 1984 and 
apparently no one read it, including 
Sergio Zyman, the man who spearhead- 
ed New Coke. I talked to John Bergin, 
who works for McCann-Erickson 
[Coca-Cola’s primary ad agency] and 
he told me that when they asked people 
in focus groups how they felt about try- 
ing a new version of Coke the reactions 
were explosive. People said, to quote 
Mr. Bergin, “No fucking way.” 

Q: A lot of people believe that the 
taste change, Coca-Cola’s quick admis- 
sion that it had made a mistake, and the 
subsequent return to so-called Classic 
Coke was all a cleverly orchestrated pub- 
licity stunt, a hoax. 

A: No. It was not a hoax. 

Q: But isn’t it possible that this very 
secretive company plotted the whole 
thing and hid the truth from the public? 

A: No, that absolutely could not be 
possible. I talked to people who were in 
the very, very inner circles of this thing 
— no. 

You’ve got to understand the way 
they were thinking. In 1981 [Coca-Cola 
chairman] Roberto Goizueta took over 
a company that was very staid, very 
stodgy — and not doing very well, al- 
though it was still, by far, the dominant 
soft-drink firm in the world. He took 
over from Paul Austin, a man who had 
Alzheimer’s disease and nobody realized 
it, so the company was sort of flounder- 
ing. They had been arguing horribly 
with their bottlers and basically took 
their eye off everything else but trying to 
fight Pepsi. 

So, in his very first speech, Goizueta 
said, there are no sacred cows; there are 
no formulas in this company we cannot 
change; and anybody who isn’t on-board 
with me on this had better leave. And he 
proceeded to ax, quite mercilessly, a 
whole bunch of people who wouldn’t 
agree with him. Two years later, they 
came out with diet Coke, which Austin 
had axed, because it was heretical. 

Q: It was heretical because tradition 
warranted that Coke was Coke, period, 
and that no other product should carry 
the name? 

A: Right, but Goizueta came out with 
diet Coke in 1982 and it was a 
brilliant success. In fact, 
it was the most 
success- 
ful prod- 
uct intro- 
duction of 

the 1980s. 
So, every- 
thing was 
going great 
guns. Coca- 

Cola had 
bought Colum- 
bia pictures, 
) which all the ana- 
lysts said was a 

dumb thing to do, 
but they were mak- 
ty ing money from it.

formula]. 

Q: Whatever happened to New Coke, 
anyway? Can you still buy it? 

A: Oh, yeah. Today, it has about one 
percent of the soft drink market — com- 
pared to Coke Classic’s 41 percent — 
but that’s still millions of dollars, so 
they’re not going to withdraw it. 

Also, Goizueta has this huge pride. In 
fact, he still drinks New Coke, which is 
now called Coke II. When it was re- 
named, the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion had a contest to come 
up with tongue-in-cheek 
slogans for Coke II. One 
was “Coke II. The em- 
barrassment continues.” 
Another was “Coke II. 
It’s not like we spilled in 
Prince William Sound.” 

Q: Coca-Cola officials try 
to portray the drink as be- 
ing — like art — above 
politics. 

A: Ha! That’s a joke. Coca-Cola 
is politics. What they mean is 
they don’t want to take any 
moral political stance. They 
don’t want to judge whether, 
for instance, the Chinese 
are a repressive regime 
and they shouldn’t be 
doing business there. 
And they’re telling 
you the truth. 
They don’t 
want to judge 
and__—itthey 
don’t. But 
that doesn’t 
mean they’re 
above poli- 
tics. 

Q: In fact, 
the Coca-Cola 
Company has a 
long history of po- 
litical maneuvering. 

A: Sure. Take China. 
Coca-Cola fought long and 
hard to get back into Chi- 
na. They used the Carter 
administration to do it. 

Q: And you point out 
that in World War II, 
Coca-Cola used po- 
litical clout to make 
sure it got all the 
sugar it needed, in 
spite of nation- 
wide rationing. 

A: Sure, they 
gave [Coca-Cola 
executive] Ed 
Forio a leave of 
absence during 
World War II so 
he could “serve 
his country” — on 
the Sugar Board. 
Give me a break. 

Q: Coca-Cola has 
been especially oppor- 
tunistic during war- 
time. 

A: They were very op- 
portunistic during World 
War II. It’s interesting to 
me that in 1907, Coca-Cola 
was banned on US Army 
bases because they 
thought it was this evil 
drink with drugs in it. 
About 35 years 
later, the US 
govern- 
ment was 
putting 
Coca-Cola 
men in 
army uni- 
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forms, calling them “technical ob- 
servers,” and sending them overseas to 
bottle Coca-Cola. 

Q: You spent four years researching 
and writing this book. What did you 
learn that shocked you? 

A: I was surprised to find that John 
Pemberton, the man who created Coca- 
Cola, was a morphine addict. I was sur- 
prised by a lot of things, but I was 
shocked — and dismayed — by two 
things. 

One was the collaboration of the 
German bottling branch with 
the Nazis: the fact that they 
actually led chants of sieg heil 
to Hitler and hung swastikas 
at their bottling conventions. 
The fact that there’s very 
good circumstantial evi- 
dence that they used forced 
foreign labor in their bot- 
tling plant during World 
War II and that [German 
Coca-Cola executive] 
Max Keith got 

himself 
elected 
to the 
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boys, like the 

one above, truly 
believe that 
Coca-Cola 
makes life 
happier and 
better. 
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Office of Enemy Property by the Nazis 
so he could run around and oversee 
captured bottling plants. I was quite 
shocked by all of that. 

The second thing that really shocked 
me were the events in Guatemala in the 
late 1970s. The bottler there was a man 
named John Trotter who had a phobia 
about communists, Pepsi men, and 
union organizers. His employees tried 
to unionize in Guatemala City. There 
was never any direct evidence linking 
John Trotter to these murders, but 
death squads started killing the union 
employees. The company, when con- 
fronted by some nuns who owned stock 
in the company, basically didn’t want to 
do anything about it. They said, well 
there’s no proof that he [Trotter] had 
anything to do with it and besides, he’s 
an independent bottler. We can’t tell 
him what to do. 

Strictly speaking, that may be true, 
but of course they could tell him what to 
do. Coca-Cola officials dragged their 
feet and the reason they did is under- 
standable: they didn’t want to set a 
precedent for setting a moral standard 
for their bottlers. Nonetheless, I think 
that’s a terrible attitude. They eventually 
had to buy Trotter out because of a 
threatened world-wide boycott. 

Q: Hires Root Beer, Dr Pepper, and 
Moxie all came before Coca-Cola. Yet 
none succeeded the way Coke did. Why? 

A: It has to do with the personalities 
of the people who promoted the drinks 
and the amount of money they spent on 
advertising. One of the astonishing 

things about Coca-Cola is that it was 
spending over a million dollars 
a year on advertis- 
ing by 1911, mak- 
ing it the world’s 
best-advertised 


product. 
One of my fa- 
vorite stories is 
one about a 
Coca-Cola sales- 
oe man who, in 
1906, reported 


that a consumer 
had told of having 
nightmares in which 
he was “hounded almost to a state of 
imbecility with Coca-Cola signs.” The 
man would “wake up at night with big 
white devils chasing after him screech- 
ing ‘Coca-Cola! Coca-Cola!’ until he 
made up his mind that he would have 
to go in somewhere and get a glass of 
Coca-Cola or part with his reason.” 

That tells you why Coca-Cola made it 
and Moxie didn’t. 

Q: But then again, have you ever had a 
bottle of Moxie? 

A: Yes, I have. 

Q: Was it your last bottle of Moxie? 

A: Well, Moxie is an acquired taste. But 
then, so is Coca-Cola. They discovered 
that when they took it outside the Unit- 
ed States. A Brazilian compared it to 
the taste of a burnt comb and some 
Italian communist said it tasted like 
sucking the leg of a recently massaged 
athlete. 

Q: So — do you drink Coke? 

A: Oh, yes. I’ve acquired the taste. 

Q: You discuss a whole range of 
public opinions about Coca-Cola in 
the book. Who do you think is more 
ridiculous: social critics on both ends 
of the political spectrum who would 
have us believe that Coke is responsi- 
ble for so many of the world’s ills, or 
Coke officials — like the one who 
said, “We make life brighter. We serve 
humanity.” 

A: I think they’re on pretty much an 
equal par. Someone should lock them in 
a room together. Q

Re-inventing sensuality: A report from Los Angeles

n front of a standing-room-only house at an LA 
club last month, performance artist Annie 
Sprinkle opened her legs and applied a vibrator 
to her vagina. She spent much of her perfor- 
mance talking about the two women who live 
inside her: Ellen Steinberg (her given name), a 
nice Jewish girl, and Annie Sprinkle (her stage 
name), a post-porn modernist slut. “Ellen was fat and 
ugly,” Sprinkle explained, “and no one seemed to want her. 
Annie is voluptuous and sexy, and a lot of people want her.” 

Now she was revealing a third persona: Anya, a temple 
goddess who believes that the return of the Dionysian to 
our Apollonian age can rehabilitate our cities, never mind 
unleash a potent orgasm. For Sprinkle, who has worked 
much of her life as a prostitute and porn star, sex should be 
about more than sex — it should be the ultimate healing 
force in life, “an erotic energy.” She asked the audience to 
breathe with her, teaching the bemused crowd the ABCs of 
tantra. Surrounded by large candles, she breathed rhythmi- 
cally into a mike, inviting the audience to use her as a pro- 
jection screen — “as whore, goddess, whatever.” The audi- 
ence shook rattles to the drum music blasting from the 
speakers. Within 10 minutes, Sprinkle reached orgasm. 

The audience was made up of feminists, straight couples, 
artists, and skeptics (“Do you think she really came?” a 
man asked a friend). But the most unlikely, and even ar- 
dent, group was composed of gay men, some of whom 
stood up to dance and breathe along with Sprinkle. As sev- 
eral later admitted, they had been turned on, finding, to

their astonishment, a sexual affinity with Sprinkle. 

The response to Sprinkle from the gay men surprised on- 
lookers. This wasn’t the way it — whatever it was — was 
supposed to work. Gay men, after all, are supposed to have 
sex with men, and straights with people of the opposite sex. 
Maybe. 

After a decade of terror induced by a disease that is sexu- 
ally transmitted, all kinds of people are re-imagining sex. 
And, for the first time since the onslaught of AIDS, sex is a 
hot topic again in the gay community. 

In the last three years, Los Angeles has witnessed the 
emergence of dozens of sex networks, the most prominent 
being the OBoys!, a group of young men who regularly 
conduct safe-sex parties. The Zone, established in 1990, 
was the first new gay sex club to open in 10 years in LA. Its 
success led to the opening of other such clubs, including 
Mondo Penis and the Ring. And for the first time in any- 
one’s memory, several lesbian sex clubs have begun in the 
city. Nothing epitomizes the change in attitudes over the 
last decade more than the notice Zone-owner Peter De 
Placido posted at the front door: “You have entered a Fun 
Club. You and your partner may be approached by others 
wishing to share your experiences. This is considered nor- 
mal behavior and should be treated as such. 

“If this seems rude, then you are invited to either change 
your attiti de or find another club. We will not tolerate anti- 
social behavior. Love yourself. Be friendly. Be nice.” 

Perhap: the most surprising development, though, has 
been the : 2xual experimenting between gays and lesbians. 
“It seemec natural that bumping on the boulevards would 
result in s me of us bumping in the bedrooms,” says Mark 


Thompson, a member of Black Leather Wings, a fusion 
group of various influences, including the Radical Faerie 
movement. “While this is far from a universal occurrence, 
it’s happening with far greater regularity than most might 
suspect.” For a few months this winter, Thompson, along 
with Jim Curtan, a teacher with the Berkeley-based Body 
Electric School of Massage, and sex-healer Matt Silverstein, 
took part in a “counsel of men,” which treated sex as an or- 
ganizing method. “Ecstasy is a birthright,” says Curtan, 
“but most people need to learn this from scratch.” 

Last year, former LA City AIDS coordinator Dave 
Johnson organized monthly meetings on gay-male intima- 
cy that, to people’s astonishment, drew hundreds. (“It’s 
possible to be erotically connected to any man,” says 
Johnson. “They don’t have to be models. It’s a matter of 
willingness.”) And one of the best-selling gay erotic videos 
in the gay community has been LA theater director Neil 
Tucker’s Hin Yin. With its porn-perfect models, it sub- 
verts porn’s orgasm-driven ethos by emphasizing the use 
of massage and meditation. 

To some observers, including many gay observers, these 
activities hardly constitute a sexual revolution, but a series 
of curious acts engaged in by a minority of a minority. But 
for many others, this renewed emphasis on the body rep- 
resents nothing short of a new stage in gay-and-lesbian 
culture’s sexual politics. At the heart of the emerging de- 
bate are questions that could redefine our conceptions of 
“gay,” “lesbian,” and “straight.” 

What exactly is sex — and how does it differ from 
Sprinkle’s “erotic energy”? Do gays have sex more than 
heterosexuals, or are they just better at talking about it? 
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Why has the gay-and-lesbian movement, in seeking a call 
for equal rights, kept sex in its political closet? In a word, 
is gay or straight America ready for a philosophy that ad- 
dresses sex as a fundamental concern, no less vital than 
one’s eating habits, purchases, and career choices? 


Taking sex off the back burner 

About 90 naked men stand about in a West Hollywood 
living room. Jesus and Mary Chain is on the stereo. There’s 
party fare — dip, Bud, Diet Coke, Evian — as well as party 
favors: condoms, lubricant. Large signs posted around the 
room blast messages about AIDS and etiquette, including 
WEAR CONDOMS and BE FRIENDLY. These are the mantras of 
the OBoys! The “O” refers to “orgy.” Organizers Allan 
Gassman (Allan OBoy!) and Marshall (you guessed it, Mar- 
shall OBoy!) circle the room, making sure participants have 
all the favors they need. News of these parties is shocking 
gays as much as it is their straight counterparts. 

Contrary to popular opinion, much of the gay community 
is as offended by public displays of sex as is mainstream 
America. “I go back to pre-plague morality on all of this,” 
says author Larry Kramer, the founder of ACT UP and Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis. “I think that what has destroyed us has 
been our determination to celebrate our promiscuity. It has 
turned out to be unhealthy psychologically as well as physi- 
cally, and I think we are capable of much more. I’m not 
telling people to stop fucking. I’m telling them that it is not 
number one on the agenda.” 

Kramer’s philosophy, reflected in his pre-AIDS novel 
Faggots, suggests that gay-male promiscuity, emerging out 
of centuries of repression, is an extension of that repres- 
sion; it prevents men from developing lasting bonds and in- 
timacy. At one point, the novel’s protagonist ruminates: 


I’m running away, I’m not relating to anyone suc- 
cessfully, I’m not proving to the world or to myself 
that I know what to do with this freedom. If I could, 
then I'd be listened to, respected, not scorned, 
mocked, feared as something unfit to teach children. 
But when I.look around me, all I see is fucking. . . . 
My sister-in-law doesn’t fuck on the streets. 


At the opposite end of the spectrum is Michael Callen, 
a long-term AIDS survivor, singer, and author, who 
founded the People with AIDS Coalition as well as New 
York’s Community Research Initiative. “Gay people are 
at the forefront on calling the central bluff on Western 
culture,” says Callen, “that uses sex to sell everything 
from toothpaste to cars, but heaven forbid you should 
admit to actually having it. All the terrible things you say 
about us are true — we want to suck dick and so do you, 
we want to have sex all the time and so do you, only we’ll 
do it and talk about it, and are that much healthier for it. 

“From my perspective, the new sex radicals have a 
more realistic sense about the body and its limitations. All 
sex these days is group sex — it includes the participants 
and the palpable presence of AIDS and death. The sexual 
ethic of the 70s was every person for himself. This new 
sexual revolution is built upon hard-won awareness of the 
essential microbiological interconnectedness of us all — 
men perfectly willing to be their friend’s keeper, enforcing 
safer-sex standards among their peers.” 

To many gay politicos, Callen’s perspective spells trou- 
ble. Bill Bowling, a former family counselor at the LA Gay 
and Lesbian Community Services Center, argues that the 
need for political sophistication means that “we make the 
strongest case possible for our own equality. We’re about to 
reach unprecedented acceptance as a movement. Let’s put 
the entire sexual problem on the back burner and deal with 
it when we’re stronger.” Gay people, Bowling argues, 
should be talking about love more, promiscuity less. 

To the new sex radicals, a mainstream strategy is politi- 
cally suicidal. “Gay rights isn’t about housing or jobs,” 
says Jim Curtan. “It’s the right to express your sexuality 
and work where you want. It’s the right to have sex with 
whomever you want and live where you want. If we were 
eunuchs, we wouldn’t be fighting for our rights.” Former 
LA official Dave Johnson puts the issue in more apocalyp- 
tic terms: “As long as sex remains the secret agenda of the 
gay movement, the gay movement will be doomed to 
hypocrisy and ultimate failure.” 


The end of shame... ? 

Vince OBoy!, one of the founders of the OBoys!, takes 
off his clothes and settles on his bed in his West Holly- 
wood studio. He says it will make him feel “more honest, 
myself” for our interview. Vince is not his real name. (He 
fears he’ll get in trouble if his boss finds out he’s an 
OBoy!.) Three years ago, Vince, Allan, and Marshall be- 
gan going to underground Hollywood clubs and West 
Hollywood parties, Sit-n-Spin and Slam Glam. Slam 
Glam threw infamous “underwear parties” — men would 
show up, check their clothes except for their briefs, and 
dance. “Of course,” says Vince, “they’d get aroused.” But 
the moment anything sexual occurred, the bar kicked peo- 
ple out. Vince invited a few fellows to his house. 

He soon established a system to keep the shame-based 
attitudes he saw too often from being duplicated at his 
home. He made everyone disrobe upon entrance, kept the 
lights on, and schooled participants in orgy etiquette: 
egalitarianism and rigid codes of safe sex. “An orgy,” says 
Vince, “is nothing without hospitality.” His formula 
clicked. For Vince, who became known as an “impresario 
of orgies,” to have men gather at his home was to leave 
the barbarity of gay-enforced sexual persecution. “It had 
the feeling,” he says, “of a true revolution.” 

But only the in-shape and attractive need apply. Admis- 
sion to an OBoy! party is based on looks. At tonight’s par- 
ty, nearly all the men are between the ages of 20 and 35; at 
least two-thirds are white; few have any facial hair; and 
forget body fat. Admission is also based on political atti- 
tudes. To become an OBoy! you must fill out a legal re- 
lease; later a questionnaire is sent to you. Questions cover 
everything from how you’d respond to a man who touched 
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you when you’d rather not be touched, to your AIDS ac- 
tivism. (The OBoys! have conducted safe-sex orgies after 
marches and demonstrations, and during last November’s 
election, sent out mailings with a call “to vote as if your 
dick depended on it.”) 

I’m surprised by the “good vibes” in the room and won- 
der if that has anything to do with the absence of unattrac- 
tive men. In sex clubs, the young can be ruthless in their 
rejection of older men. Behavior can be rude and demean- 
ing. By the same token, the less-attractive often paw young 
men to the point of humiliation. Either way, it’s not a pret- 
ty sight. Tonight, everyone seems relieved to be spared 
what OBoys! refer to as “the trolls versus Adonises” split. 

Gassman provides newcomers with the OBoys! safe-sex 
rules: “One: no [anal] fucking without a condom. Two: 
don’t come in his mouth. Three: be clear about where you 
draw the other lines, and respect his. Four: assume that 
everybody is HIV positive. Five: be friendly — if you don’t 
want to play with somebody, be nice about it.” 

And the rules seem to work. The atmosphere is remark- 
ably comfortable; introductions are easily made. It is okay, 
within reason, to touch; a simple smile implies “no thanks.” 
Two blonds hug in a shower. A few onlookers, stunned by a 
scene one only sees in porn, freeze. “Don’t just stand 
there,” the older blond calls out. A crowd circles the group, 
laughing. Not all the men look as if they work out every day 
at the Athletic Club, but all boast the self-confidence of men 
who think well of themselves and of their bodies. 

“We want to cultivate an attitude of generosity here,” 
says Marshall OBoy!, sweeping back his rocker- 
long brown hair and gestur- 
ing to- 
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ward an 
orgy-in-the-making he’s 
helped cultivate among three shy 
men. “We want people to show how good it is to 
— well, you know — love your brothers.” 


. » . of sexual apartheid? 
The OBoys! have caught the attention of the national me- 
dia. Alan OBoy! (every bit a publicist, which is his day job) 
has appeared on a half dozen talk shows, including Phil 
Donahue and Joan Rivers, to talk about “the healing power 
of frequent safer sex — its power as a community-building 
tool, pun intended.” But they’ve also angered many in their 
own community. Last fall, Alan and Marshall presented 
their views at the annual “Creating Change” conference 
organized by the National Gay and Lesbian Task Force. 
They began the panel “Male Sexuality: New Awareness, 
Hot Action” (which I moderated), with an installation: 
three naked OBoys! having sex inside a cellophane cage. 
The other panelists were Body Electric’s Jim Curtan and 
African-American novelist Steve Corbin. 

Anger filled the hall. Word had gotten out that the 
OBoys! had rented a room in the hotel and were planning 
an orgy later on. Not everyone in the room was invited; 
the reason, Marshall said, was that all were not “in shape.” 
Audience members accused the O Boys! of sexual 
apartheid, lambasting them for participating in the very 
cult of beauty with which the culture oppresses women. 
The more OBoys! tried to defend their sexual politics, the 
more hostility they generated. “I like good-looking men 
and can’t get hard around people who aren’t,” Marshall 
said. “If you don’t like what we do, why don’t you start 
your own group?” The audience booed. 

Michael Callen, as one of the men in the room with the 
most advanced case of AIDS, had the moral force to call a 
truce. “There is a hierarchy of beauty,” he insisted. “And it 
is naive or foolish to think that everyone has to be included 
in that aristocracy.” He said he thought sexual desire should 
be “placed in a natural preserve, like wetlands that are filled 
with bugs and harsh conditions but have a certain integrity 
all the same. This place ought to be off limits to charges of 
political incorrectness.” He added that he was 37 years old 
and dying, and he often didn’t get touched when he attend- 
ed OBoy! parties. “I don’t blame anyone,” he said. “I refuse 
to shame or bludgeon someone into thinking they have 
some political obligation to make love to me.” 

Callen’s point is simple: while the thinkers in the gay 
movement argue over the viability of discussing sex publicly, 
hundreds of men are ignoring their prattle and having sex 
publicly. All the hair-splitting can’t change that. These men 
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search for many things, some ineffable, some palpable: love, 
community, God, release, abandon, touch, father figures, 
angels, and beauty. To be sure, at bottom, the OBoys! poli- 
cy is painfully exclusive. But inadvertently, they have stum- 
bled on a subject that gay politics has strenuously avoided 
for 10 years — desire. And as sensationalistic as it might 
seem to outsiders, the OBoys! are trying to re-envision a 
world in which desire isn’t something you have to be 
ashamed about, even in your own community. 


























































The civil-rights connection 

A month later, Michael Callen and I talk in his Holly- 
wood home. He is lying on the floor, nauseated from the 
chemotherapy he receives to resist the AIDS-induced Ka- 
posi’s sarcoma lesions in his lungs. A fever rages. A nurse 
provides Callen with an aspirin suppository. (“That is the 
best sex I’ve had in months,” he jokes.) 

“What breaks my heart,” he says, leaning forward, “is my 
sense that the vast majority of gay men and lesbians appear 
to be in essential agreement with their oppressors. The ‘av- 
erage’ monogamous queer couple — virtually indistinguish- 
able from their conservative suburban heterosexual counter- 
parts — do not appear to grasp the obvious fact that the 
same heterosexist power structure that feels it has the right 
to close down back rooms and bathhouses is precisely the 
same power structure that keeps any form of consensual 
adult gay sex illegal in 20 states. You may not think it’s a 
good idea to suck dick or eat pussy in some orgy, but your 
right to engage in tasteful oral sex with your lover 
in the sanctity of your bedroom is very 
much linked to a defense of the inalienable 
civil rights which each individual possesses 
to make consensual sexual choice.” 
Gay men, he says, should adopt the orig- 
inal feminist model of consciousness-rais- 
ing. “We should call a truce and allow peo- 
ple to talk about what gets them hard now, 
even if the behavior seems initially politically 
incorrect. The next step would be to give 
people permission to say what they’d like to 
do sexually but are too frightened to admit 

that it turns them on.” Only then, he adds, 

could one construct a vision of sexuality that 

would be as “humbly respectful of where peo- 

ple actually were,” and as inclusive of sexual 
diversity, as possible. Callen’s point: “I don’t 
believe we can get there through shaming peo- 
ple, even in the service of saving lives.” 

Callen speaks with enormous authority — he is 
one of the original creators, 10 years ago, of what 

have now become the standard rules of safer sex. 

More than anything else, those rules became an 
emblem of how swiftly the gay community re- 
sponded to the onslaught of AIDS and to the threat 
to gay identity that the epidemic presented. But in 
the intervening years, Callen has become convinced 
that the rules he called for are too stringent. 

“I frequently hear gay men cluck about ‘all- the un- 
safe sex’ that goes on in back rooms and the few 

bathhouses still in existence,” he says. “When I press 
them for specific details, which I always do, it almost 
never turns out that they mean unprotected anal inter- 
course. No, they usually mean they witnessed the suck- 
ing of unbecondomed dicks. Big sucking deal. And 
when I ask them if they observed anyone swallowing 
cum, they hesitate and almost always say, “Well, no. . . 
but.’ ” 

Most Western nations, with the exception of the US, 
do not list oral sex in any form as unsafe. There now ex- 
ists within the gay community, says Callen, “a rift between 
what people do and what agencies tell us to do, and too 
many people feel guilty and shamed by their behavior, be- 
lieving themselves to have ‘slipped’ when they may not 
have.” (Contradicting Callen, many gay leaders and medi- 
cal researchers believe that we don’t know enough to list 
unprotected oral sex as “safe.”) “My point in railing 
against the official position on oral sex,” he says, “is not to 
pretend that I have definitive answers, but to argue pas- 
sionately that we have a right to demand to see the evi- 
dence; each of us is worthy of being personally included in 
a fair and open critical examination of the evidence.” 

Callen argues that one crucial piece of news has been 
kept from the gay community: in the cities most devastat- 
ed by AIDS, there has been a sudden and lasting drop in 
the incidence of venereal diseases, including HIV, since 
the early ’80s. (On the other side, AIDS Project LA’s 
Stephen Korsia points to a recent San Francisco study 
that shows a frighteningly high incidence of unsafe sex, 
and HIV seroconversion, among young gay and bisexual 
men. Argues Korsia: “Those cases of young men slipping 
mean that safe-sex education has failed.”) 

The debate, however, grows more complex if you’re in 
the camp of activists and scientists who doubt that HIV is 
the sole cause of AIDS, as do Callen and an increasingly 
large number of activists and scientists. The crucial differ- 
ence between Callen’s “multi-factorial” view of AIDS and 
the single-hit-of-HIV theory is that one mistake or “slip” 
can’t kill you. It stands to reason that those who believe in 
the HIV theory would ask for stricter guidelines. 

Callen wants the gay community to rethink sex and dis- 
ease — in a word, to take in the lessons about the sanctity 
of the body while trying to tease out the social silence and 
the personal shame that not only led to the spread of AIDS, 
but was further exacerbated by AIDS. It’s a paradox sym- 
bolized by the messages Callen wants on his tombstone: 
“less shame” and “shoot this load in memory of me.” 



















Sex as a path toward knowing 

Fuck fucking. A group of 30 men — their ages ranging 
from 19 to 70 — stand in a circle, fully clothed. Each man 
bows to a partner. Each “breathes consciously,” while gaz- 
ing in another’s eyes. Different circles develop and the pro- 
cess repeats itself. In an hour’s time, each man will have his

clothes removed. No one will reach orgasm, 
at least not in the conventional sense. 

Standing in the center of the circle is 
Joseph Kramer. A graduate of the Jesuit 
School of Theology at Berkeley, he founded 
the Body Electric School for Massage in 
1984 and became a professional sex healer. 
He’s mustached and on the heavy side. 
Which is one of his points — that society 
(gay or straight) would benefit from admir- 
ing many notions of beauty, not just those 
that Hollywood champions. 

“Most Western sex is necrophilia,” he tells 
the crowd, “one dead body having sex with 
another. This is in contrast to the Chinese 
concept of sex as energy, as chi, as a charge 
that can take you to ecstatic states.” Kramer 
refers to the West’s focus on orgasm as “bal- 
loon sex.” One tenses, one pops. Kramer 
speaks of “ecstasy” as an inalienable right, 
more elemental to the human condition than 
what passes for “sex” in Western culture. 

There is a young, handsome Latino man 
in the circle. I wonder if he’ll be pounced on. 
Later, the participants confess that before 
the session started they fretted over their 
body-fat, baldness, and dread at being naked 
with strangers in broad daylight. With his 
down-to-earth language, Kramer casts a 
spell as he outlines his intentions for the af- 
ternoon. He teaches sex as a cosmic com- 
munion with the web of one’s connections, 
dead and alive. He teaches names for eroge- 
nous zones: the perineum, located between 
the testicles and anus; the “magic wand,” his 
preferred name for “penis.” Kramer tells 
people not to worry if they have an erection 
or not, but to “gauge your discomfort lev- 
els,” and to let your partner know when 
“something doesn’t feel right.” 

Kramer believes that the genital-based en- 
ergy that in conventional sex leads to ejacu- 
lation can be spread throughout the body 
like an elixir. “You will relearn sex as sacred, 
playful, non-addictive, non-compulsive, and 
nonstop,” Kramer says. “The idea here is to 
flood your resistances with body awareness, 
to flood the stuff that holds you back in life. 
The psychotherapist ‘respects’ your resis- 
tances. Here, with your permission, we will 
disrespect them.” 

Sounds so California. But by the second 
day, the bowing-to-your partner and blind- 
folding gives way to two and a half hours of 
massage. Each man rubs the heart area and 
“the magic wand” in a series of involved 
strokes that had been taught the day before. 
Kramer and Curtan goad the men to “Let 
yourself feel!” The result is an orgasm that 
obliterates; it blasts the ego from its crutches 
of anxiety. Kramer says he wanted to call his 
workshop on Taoist erotic massage a “re- 
hearsal for death.” He might as well have. 
The difference is that you come back alive. 
No bodily fluids, no rejections, no apologies. 

Obviously not for everyone — Kramer’s 
vision is subversive; it transcends the gay 
community’s fixation on youth and beauty. 
Instead of looking for a partner who fits the 
culture’s idea of Mr. Right, you search for a 
partner who knows how to breathe. 
Gourmet looks give way to gourmet touch. 

This doesn’t come as surprising news to 
gay men who have been exploring the body 
as a path toward spiritual wholeness. At the 
fall National Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
conference, the Advocate senior editor Mark 
Thompson and performance artist Victoria 
Baker discussed the changing sex roles be- 
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tween gay men and lesbians. “Some gay 
men and lesbians are seeing that the spiritual 
psychic dimension of who we are extends 
beyond sexual taste,” says Thompson. “This 
knowledge is drawing some of us together in 
intimate ways.” 

Baker wondered aloud: “What happens 
when a gay man and a lesbian have sex — 
do they then become heterosexual? No. I am 
a dyke. I love women. I identify politically as 
a lesbian. Sex with a gay man is different 
from sex with a straight man — it isn’t 
about dominance or control, but a mutual 
interest in how our queerness brings us to- 
gether, a curiosity over each other’s bodies, 
a genuine sense that sexuality provides us 
with another mode of communication.” 

For Thompson and Baker, the experiment 
of detaching sex from love has, in turn, rein- 
serted love as the central motivating force 
behind sex. “I am interested in promiscuity 
giving way to a heart connection,” says Bak- 
er. Adds Thompson: “I’m after the notion of 
discovering something finer in all this — sex 
as a path toward knowing, toward man- 
hood, individuation, initiation. I shudder to 
think that we would be re-creating the activ- 
ity of the ’70s in a 90s package.” 

Baker and Thompson’s vision, though, is 
far too elite for most gay men. “If you are 
using the word sex,” says Callen, “99 per- 
cent of the gay community would say that’s 
sucking or fucking.” He’s right. Body Elec- 
tric has managed to demonstrate that sex 
can be more that genital-focused orgasms 
— that sex includes community-building, 
the concept of chi, the prospect of healing 
and profound, sustained pleasure. But nei- 
ther Body Electric nor Baker and Thomp- 
son’s radical sexuality is widely accepted in 
the gay community. As Callen puts it, “Gay 
men rarely feel good enough about the kinds 
of sex they are having to make the leap into 
uncharted terrain.” 

But then, it seems, a certain schizophrenia 
is inevitable. For at the heart of gay libera- 
tion is the simple question: what makes us 
gay? And whatever the answer may be, it’s a 
bundle of contradictions. 

Some gays, for instance, want inclusion, 
but their sexual tastes are often based on ex- 
clusion. 

Some want dignity, but their sexual values 
may not provide them with easy approval. 

Some want the culture to see them as 
more than their sexuality and to accept them 
for their differences, but it is sexual desire 
that often first awakens many to their essen- 
tial differences. 

Some want to find love in unlikely places, 
but that ignores the gay men who want to 
find love in the community. 

Some want to compare the gay movement 
to the civil-rights struggle, but the defining 
moral principle of the civil-rights movement 
was race, whereas the overriding principle of 
the gay movement is sex to some, equal 
rights to others. And, of course, the gay 
movement, indeed the culture as a whole, 
exhibits extreme ambivalence in addressing 
what gays do in bed — or in back rooms. 

These are agonizing contradictions, but 
the alternative is to censor the discussion 
until we’re forced to deal with it against our 
will, whether in the spread of an epidemic or 
in right-wing propaganda. Rather than see 
sexuality as a problem gays must shield from 
heterosexuals and from their own conserva- 
tive impulses, it would make greater sense to 
see it as the social experiment gays have to 
offer to the culture — to return sexuality to 
its central role in life and to reconnect it to 
pleasure, politics, and the mysteries of life 
and death. Q

Sushi, soy, and sake 
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in Porter Square 


by Robert Nadeau 


he Porter Exchange Build- 

ing occupies a former 

Sears, Roebuck (a phrase 

like “Former Soviet 

Union”) that failed as a 
folk-art mall, and has since turned to of- 
ficés and a Japanese mini-mall (along 
with the Cottonwood Café, Conran’s, and 
The Gap, held over). 

We had high hopes, therefore, for Seki 
Tei, the “serious” Japanese restaurant in 
the building. It turned out that Seki Tei is 
serviceable, but not special. and the “seri- 
ous” Japanese eaters tend to the cheap 
specialty counters with traditional half- 
curtain entrance banners, arrayed along 
an L-shape corridor behind. 

Those who like to chew on a little irony 
might start at Tampopo, apparently 
named after the hilarious Japanese cinema 
satire of noodle-soup 
restaurants. The irony is 
that this Tampopo is a 
tempura-ya. 

But if you like to sit 
down and enjoy a leisurely 
Japanese meal, Seki Tei is 
the place in Porter Square. 
Early. service problems 
have been ironed out, and 
Seki Tei is now as quick as 
any restaurant to bring out 
the wonderful introductory 
hot towels, and as thor- 
ough as any staff in start- 
ing off your sukiyaki cor- 
rectly. The part of the ser- 
vice that may annoy here is 
traditional in Japan: bring- 
ing dishes as they come 
from the kitchen without 
regard to setting full cours- 
es before all diners. 

That said, a table can 
hold off nicely with an ap- 
petizer like gyoza, which 
are elegant Peking ravioli 
arranged in a straight line on a flat plate 
and browned on one side each. What 
makes them special (and Japanese) are 
thin skins and meaty-gingery fillings. Big 
dinners come with an appetizer of white 
miso soup with a winey, complex flavor. 

Then, if one of you has ordered a sushi 
dinner (we had the deluxe assortment 
“Seki Tei Sushi,” at $18.95), you can 
share a few pieces as though they were 
canapés. The big assortment was consis- 
tently fresh, generous, and lacked only the 
really unusual item or two you see on the 
best of such platters. The assortment 
didn’t have the usual airmail Pacific shell- 
fish, but this was probably to the good, as 
such items at their best have more texture 
than flavor. We had six tekka maki, the 
upright cylinders rolled around red raw 
tuna, and six more maki rolled around a 
white fish. We also had eight of the con- 
ventional fingers of rice topped with 
shrimp, sweet omelet, tilefish, yellowtail 
(or maybe salmon), a white fish, a red 
tuna, broiled eel (my favorite), and salmon 
eggs. This was served up nicely on a 
wooden pedestal with the usual condi- 
ments: soy, wasabi (that horseradish-fla- 
vored green mustard), and strips of pick- 
led ginger. The maki and some of the fin- 
gers were pre-buttered with wasabi, a 
practice I oppose but can live with when it 
isn’t too much. 

We reviewers always press for the 
deluxe assortment of everything, but it’s 
possible to dine inexpensively at Seki Tei, 
with something like vegetable curry 
($5.95). I’d never before seen vegetable 

curry on a Japanese menu, but it said it

was “stewed mildly in good taste,” so I 
wasn’t worried. The vegetables turned out 
to be mostly yellow: yam, potato, carrot, 
and onion. The curry was a mild version 
of the sweet, maply Chinese curry in a 
thick sauce like your beef stew gets the 
third time you heat it. Vegetable curry 
also comes with white rice, a couple of 
eerie, kryptonite-green pickles, and a dish 
of steamed spinach in a sesame-miso 
sauce. Spinach cooks down to a small, 
dense stuff that takes a lot of chewing and 
fills you right up. The miso-sesame sauce 
does not help that. 

What I would have liked better was the 
salad that came on a guests’ tempura 
gozen ($14.95). It’s a plain enough gar- 
den salad, down to the pink tomatoes and 
iceberg lettuce, but has a dressing like or- 
ange French dressing with fresh grated 
ginger that knocks me out. The tempura 
was a little greasy but very tasty, with a 
census of four shrimp, two carrots,’ broc- 
coli, green pepper, yam, 
onion, and so on. 

We also had some tem- 
pura on a bento dinner. 
Bento, you will recall, are 
lacquer trays with lots of 
compartments. Seki Tei is 
an offshoot of Restaurant 
Genji, in the Back Bay, 
which I believe pioneered in 
serving bento lunches in 
Boston in the late 1970s. In 
Japan, bento is fast food, a 
cold spread sold in plastic 
boxes out of department 
stores, or brought from 
home for lunch. But in a 
restaurant, especially in the 
summer, bento is fun, al- 
lowing you to pick through 
the compartments for a 
morsel of this or that. 

Seki Tei’s bento dinners 
start at $7.95 and go up 
to our Seki Tei Bento 
($16.95). That’s the one 
for people who just can’t 
decide, since it includes both tempura 
(three shrimp pieces and a few vegetable 
fritters) and sashimi (three slices each of 
white, pink, and red fish). Neither tempu- 
ra nor sashimi compartments are elabo- 
rate, but both are fresh enough. I had 
higher hopes for the middle compart- 
ment, traditionally little bites that spice up 
the rice, but noted only the sesame 
spinach and a familiar pickle and salad. 
The nearby Japanese grocery has more 
adventuresome treats than these. 

Seki Tei’s tea is quite weak, which is 
often desirable, as strong Japanese tea can 
seem “spinachy” or “fishy.” There is Sap- 
poro or Kirin beer, and the sake is Sho 
Chiku Bai, the clear yet fruity pride of 
California. Water, touched up with lemon 
juice, was served and refilled once for us, 
then we had some trouble getting more. 

Desserts at Seki Tei are limited to the 
usual ginger and green-tea ice creams. 
The richness of ice cream is always wel- 
come to Westerners after the chamber 
music of a Japanese dinner. In Japan, 
restaurants usually don’t serve dessert, 
and the sweets served as snacks are quite 
mild-flavored by our tastes. 

Seki Tei is a useful restaurant that 
needs a gimmick, the way Goemon has 
buckwheat noodles, and Gyuhama has 
sea-urchin sushi, and Tokyo has yakitori, 
and Kaya has Korean scorchers and raw 
beef. Our visit was at a time of year too 
hot for table cooking, but nabemono 
might well be the answer. I don’t have a 
quick recommendation for tip-top sukiya- 
ki and shabu-shabu, and Seki Tei could 
promote itself into that vacuum. Q 
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McDonald's (no kidding)

Morris’s L’Allegro, il Penseroso ed il Modera- 
to for its 1993-’94 season. But DU executive director 
Jeremy Alliger says the most original and unusual as- 
pect of DU’s 13th season is its plan to send its jazz/tap 
festival on a New England tour next March. 

This is the first tour the dance-presenting company 
has ever organized. And since it’s a tour of many indi- 
vidual artists, as opposed to just a single company, Al- 
liger says it’s a rare venture that footloose folks every- 
where will be watching. “We’re posing this as a national 
model project. There’s going to be a lot of people look- 
ing at how this has come about, and there will be repre- 
sentatives from all the other regions around the country 





coming to New England to take 
a Close look at this.” 

Besides acting as a model, 
“Fascinating Rhythms: A Cele- 
bration of Jazz Tap” will achieve two other major aims. 
It will broadcast Dance Umbrella’s tradition of curating 
shows along genre and ethnic lines. And, most impor- 
tant to Alliger, it will promote an underrated art. 

On the first note, Alliger reminds us of DU’s past 
festivals of aerial, native American, and Indonesian 
dance. Bringing different groups and individuals to- 
gether for these festivals is a major logistical workout; 
once that’s accomplished, there’s no reason to limit the 
result to a couple weeks, or less, of Boston shows. So 
now DU has a touring framework set up into which it 
may be able to plug future programs without the two- 
year lead time the initial project demanded. 

On the second note, Alliger touts jazz/tap as “a very 
hybrid form in that the performers are all at once musi- 
cians, composers, and choreographers. They’re as 
much musicians as they are dancers, and their instru-

Wedding woes 


t sounds like a cross between Green Card and La 
: Cage aux Folles, but Ang Lee’s The Wedding Ban- 

quet is in fact based on two real-life incidents — 
one that happened to a friend of the Taiwanese-Ameri- 
can filmmaker, another that happened to himself. 

The film, opening next Friday, is the story of Wai 
Tung, a gay young Taiwanese real-estate mogul in 
Manhattan who lives with his lover Simon. To silence 
the constant when-are-you-going-to-get-married de- 
mands of his parents, who live in Taiwan, Wai Tung ar- 
ranges a marriage of convenience with his friend/ten- 
ant Wei Wei, a Mainland Chinese woman in need of a 
green card. But when his parents come to visit for what 
they expect will be a grand heterosexual wedding, the 
situation becomes most delicate, with Simon posing as 
the newlyweds’ live-in landlord. 








he’s the landlord. The update is that they may have fig- 
ured it out after seeing the movie.” 

Although Lee is neither gay nor involved in real es- 
tate, he readily identified with his hero’s plight. “I 
could relate to him so much. The living of a big lie. 
The family situation, and the plight of a Taiwanese- 
Chinese-American living in New York — that’s me. 
You look for freedom and happiness in the States, and 
then that whole culture grabs you again. There’s no es- 
cape from it, being a Chinese son. 

“I disappointed my parents. I failed the all-important 
college-entrance exam, and so I went into art school, 
where I studied to be a filmmaker, which is, at heart, 
what I always wanted to be.” 

Lee’s ambition took him to New York University, 
where his film “Fine Line” caught the eye of Hollywood 
in 1984. For the next six years he languished in Tinsel- 
town’s “development hell,” ceaselessly pitching story 





Pushing Hands (now playing at the MFA; see review in 
this issue) in a Taiwanese contest. It won, and he was 
offered a chance to direct the film, which was a huge hit 
in his homeland. The Wedding Banquet came next. 

His parents are proud of him now. But back in the 
the early 80s, things were a lot less serene. Like the 
hero of The Wedding Banquet, Lee tried to make 
amends when his parents came to visit him, in 1983, 
by marrying his girlfriend on the spur of the moment. 

“It was just like in the movie,” he says. “We got 
married at city hall. My mother cried. No one had a 
good time.” 

Unlike the movie, though, Lee had no wedding ban- 
quet. 

“This film is my redemption.” 

The Wedding Banquet opens August 27 at the Nick- 
elodeon and the Harvard Square cinemas.

Ready for prime time? 





A critical look at made-for-TV criticism 


n the Hollywood of the 90s, TV 
shows rule. Beginning with Star 
Trek and making a great leap for- 
ward with The Addams Family, 
television has become a lucrative 
source of material for the big screen. In 
| addition to The Fugitive, which was re- 
| leased last week, remakes of The Beverly 
| Hillbillies, Car 54, Where Are You?, and 
| F Troop are in the pipeline. And the hype 
| that accompanies any Hollywood trend 
| has inspired a wealth of books and maga- 
zine articles about TV programs as com- 
| fort foods, modern fairy tales — any- 
| thing, it seems, but an art form. 
Last month, Entertainment Weekly ran 
| a cover story on what it considers the 
| 101 classic television series. But because 
| one of EW’s chief criteria was “nostal- 
| gia value,” The Brady Bunch ended up 
| 20 slots higher than Barney Miller, and 
| the list did not include any show that 
| premiered after 1980. To make certain 
that no one might suspect them of ac- 

| tually meaning what they said, the 
EW writers sarcastically compared 
four “great works of art”: Sopho- 
cles’s Antigone, Leonardo’s Mona 
Lisa, Mozart’s Jupiter Symphony, 
and Sherwood Schwartz’s Gilli- 
gan’s Island. 

This tongue-in-cheek attitude is 
| unnecessary. The television series 

is at least worthy of being judged 
| alongside contemporary art. A discussion 
of David Mamet’s plays should include 
his script for an episode of Hill Street 
Blues; a study of films by Steven Spiel-

on video.) Even the music for TV shows

What’s more, the episodes worked on 
by Mamet and Demme, as well as lesser- 
known but comparably talented TV direc- 
tors and writers, are faithful to the con- 


ventions of the series format, which can 
be pretty demanding. Lou Grant’s one- 
liner about Ted Baxter on an episode of 
The Mary Tyler Moore Show sums up the 
challenge of writing a sit-com script: 
“You know he’s going to put his foot in 
his mouth. But what you can never figure 
out is, how is he going to get the other one 
in there with it?” 

Despite TV’s reputa- 
tion as a 
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soothing 
narcotic, the series can be 
as subversive as any art-house film. The 
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Fugitive, for example, was first rejected as 
a series by a network executive who cor- 
rectly observed that showing a weekly pa- 
rade of policemen and zealous citizens 
pursuing an innocent man would be “slap 
in the face” to the American judicial sys- 
tem. Just as in music, creative repetition 
is sometimes the best way to drive a point 
home. That’s a technique every facile 
rock and pop songwriter, from Tin Pan 
Alley kingpin Sammy Cahn to Ministry’s 
Al Jorgensen, considers part of his cre- 
ative canon. 

The Hollywood flick that may actually 
come the closest to capturing the feel of a 
good TV series is Groundhog Day, the 
Bill Murray comedy about a man forced 
to live the same day over and over again 
in the same town. Only he is aware of his 
predicament; the others in town act every 
day as if they had just met him. 

Groundhog Day could make an excel- 
lent TV series — albeit for 20 or so 
episodes, rather than the four years The 
Fugitive spent on the run. Just as in the 
film, Murray would learn a little more 
about the town and its people every 
(same) day and continue working toward 
the only goal possible under the circum- 
stances: the creation of a perfect 24 
hours. Such a show would be difficult to 
pull off, but its biggest hurdle would be 
the low esteem in which the series form is 
still held. 

Like mainstream films during the ’30s, 
TV series are generally regarded by crit- 
ics as a commodity not worth rigorous 
study. The New Yorker finally added a 
television critic last year, but James Wol- 
cott has been writing mostly about made- 
for-TV movies and mini-series, with oc- 
casional commentary on Rush Limbaugh 
(a/k/a Morton Downey Jr. II) and Char- 
lie Rose’s PBS talk show. In fact, the only 
dramatic series he reviewed this year was 
producer Barry Levinson’s Homicide: Life 
in the Streets, which was unfavorably 
compared to the voyeuristic “reality” 
show Cops. Although the magazine’s film 
and book reviewers concentrate on works 
likely to be accessible 10 or 20 years from 
now, Wolcott seems most interested in 
programs that flit across the airwaves and 
have the lifespan of an insect. 

This distaste for what television actual- 
ly does best also showed up in a recent 
New Yorker “Talk of the Town” piece on 
Louis Begley, the new president of the 
American Center of PEN, the interna- 
tional organization of writers. In the in- 
terview, Begley says he works out at a 
gym, “and it’s the one place I watch tele- 
vision, except when there’s a presidential 
debate or a natural disaster.” He adds 
that “grown men and women object when 
one asks to have the channel switched to | 
CNN?” at the gym. 

In other words, the head of the most 
prestigious writers’ organization in Amer- 
ica thinks that the only things worth 
watching on television are unscripted 
events. This is an attitude stuck in 1938, 
when NBC cameras happened to be on 
the scene of a fire in New York, providing 
the first live coverage of a catastrophe to 
local viewers. Add some computer graph- 
ics and you’ve got CNN. 

But the worst insults to the series form 
come from its supposed defenders. Those 
associated with the film version of The 
Fugitive are putting so much distance be- 
tween themselves and the series that their 

appropriation of the title seems noth- 
ing but a marketing move. The 
film’s star, Harrison Ford, says 
he’s never seen an episode of the 
series. Producer Arnold Kopleson 
said in a Boston Globe interview 
that the film is “everything that the 
television series wasn’t.” 

Later in the interview, Kopleson 
elaborates: “When you make a 
movie, you’ve got to make it for the 
moviegoing audience, which is pre- 
dominantly the youth, not the 40- or 
50- or 60-year-olds that watched ev- 
ery week.” That’s a complete reversal 
from 25 years ago, when teens were 
expected to sit home with The Mod 
Squad while parents went out to see 
Last Tango in Paris, but critics seem re- 
luctant to acknowledge the change. 

And this isn’t simply a case of 
moviemakers knocking a rival industry. 
An unintentionally amusing feature in TV 
Guide is its “What I Watch” column, in 
which the stars of TV series brag about 
how they never watch TV series. This 
summer John Corbett, who plays Chris 
on Northern Exposure, said he prefers the 
tabloid show Inside Edition and other 
shows “about real people and real situa- 
tions”; and Marilu Henner of Evening 
Shade (and the classic sit-com Taxi) said 























she watches only news programs and mu- 
sic videos. You can’t get fashion models, 
baseball players, or former mobsters to 
shut up about their professions, but TV 
actors seem to have less pride in their 
craft than Taco Bell chefs. 

Now it’s true that most TV series 
aren’t worth watching (just like most 
films), but it’s too easy to knock a bad 
television show in terms that imply the 
series format itself is worthless. For ex- 
ample, Gilligan’s Island is an abysmal 
show, but not for the reasons often cited. 
EW’s snide comment in honoring it as a 
classic series is, “Which episode is your 
favorite? The one where Gilligan and the 
gang try to get off the island? Or the one 
where Gilligan and the gang try to get off 
the island?” 

Gilligan’s Island is a bad show be- 
cause it is written badly, not because it 
has repetitive plots or an implausible 
premise. Get Smart had recycled gags 
and ridiculous stories but was funny 
because Mel Brooks and other writ- 
ers bothered to add creative touches 
to them. 

Then there’s The Prisoner, a 
highbrow version of Gilligan’s Is- 
land and one of the few series 
with multiple episodes available 
on video. The protagonist of that 
show is held captive on an un- 
charted isle, but unlike Gilligan, 
he gradually gains control over 
his situation. That series even 
had an episode where the 
hero finally escapes from the 
island, then immediately vol- 
unteers to guide his superi- 
ors to its location and is — 
you guessed it — kid- 
napped and again impris- 
oned on the island. 

But the insistence on 
“realistic” plots on tele- 
vision has been uniting 
the sophisticated and 
the illiterate for 40 
years. Back in the 
1950s, Perry Mason 
star Raymond Burr 
was confronted by a 
viewer who demand- 
ed to know how his 
character could win 
every case he tried. 
History does not 
record whether 
the woman was a certifi- 
able lunatic who believed that the 
characters on her screen were real or just 
a patron of the arts who watched only 
Philco TV Playhouse and filmed operas 
on television; either one could have had 
the same complaint. 

Burr was unruffled. “But, madam,” 
he’s said to have replied, “you see only 
the cases I try on Saturday.” 

It was a smart answer, pointing out 
that a series makes no pretense of chroni- 
cling every moment of a character’s life. 
But a more subtle argument would have 
been to point out that predictability was 
the show’s strength. 

The best example of this idea is Colum- 
bo. Nearly every episode of that series is a 
remake of Dostoyevsky’s Crime and Pun- 
ishment (and the exceptions are the

show’s weakest episodes). Not only is 
Columbo patterned after the dogged po- 
lice inspector in that tale, 

but almost every 

guest 
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murderer is a SCripe, of 
variant of the student 
Raskolnikov. That is, he or she is not 
a violent criminal but a highly intelli- 
gent individual who has rationalized 
murder as the only way out of a situa- 
tion. 

Because the viewer is already clued in 
to the dramatic structure, each episode of 
Columbo can develop variations on its 
theme. The villain often tries to intimi- 
date Columbo through his expertise in a 
particular profession (cooking, art criti- 
cism, electronics, the military, etc.), 
which in turn exposes the possibility for 
deceit and arrogance in that profession. 
And because we know how the episode 
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will end (though not how it will get 
there), we can appreciate the multi-lay- 
ered dialogue on the way. 
Similarly, working with characters that 
are already established in the viewer’s 
mind can be liberating. Probably the 
most famous sit-com epi- 
sode in history is 









“Chuck- 

les Bites the Dust,” 
from The Mary Tyler Moore 
Show. It got away with having Mary and 
her friends laugh at Chuckles’ death (the

fume, she sputters, “It’s 
Lemon Pledge!” And 
when she later tells Archie 

how she fended off the 
rapist by throwing a home- 
made cake in his face,

That’s why so many of the 
best series of the ’80s were black 
comedies, including the trilogy of 
Hill Street Blues, St. Elsewhere, and 
L.A. Law. 

Then there was Cheers, panned by 
some because its characters seemed to 
spend every night in a bar but never 
showed signs of alcoholism. The critics 
never explained how you could get witty 
dialogue out of characters who were un-

Toward building a new auteur theory 


he auteur theory redefined film criticism 

by assigning the director credit for what 

ended up on the big screen. It’s a lot hard- 

er to give out praise for episodes of TV se- 

ries, since a particular show can run 
through dozens of directors and writers (and even pro- 
ducers, in the case of Roseanne). 

But if we look at a few of the most common TV-series 
genres, it’s easy to find examples of behind-the-scenes 
stars for each. In most cases, the creator of a show also 
writes its first few episodes. 

* The loner. These shows feature a strong central char- 
acter who is dropped into different settings every week. 
The Fugitive is the quintessential loner show, with a handy 
hook for getting the hero back on the road at the end of 
each episode. It’s also quintessential Quinn Martin, 
whose trademarks are neatly dividing each episode into 
four “acts” and an epilogue, and making a big deal out of 
“tonight’s guest stars.” He also created The Invaders, 
Cannon, and The Streets of San Francisco. The genre in- 


cludes the murder mysteries of Richard Levinson and 
William Link (Columbo, Ellery Queen, Murder, She 
Wrote), where the suspects keep changing. There’s also 
Blake Edwards, who created one of TV’s first swinging 
detective shows with Peter Gunn; Stephen J. Cannell, 
who created The Rockford Files and the undercover-mob- 
ster series Wiseguy; and Donald P. Bellisario, who added 
the element of time travel with Quantum Leap. 

* The newcomers. Culture shock is the theme of 
these series, which involve conflicts among characters 
from different places or social classes. Paul Henning 
was hugely successful with The Beverly Hillbillies (coun- 
try folks in city) and Green Acres (vice versa), though 
the jokes wore off pretty quickly. A more cerebral ap- 
proach came from Hugh Wilson with WKRP in Cincin- 
nati (rockers take over an easy-listening radio station) 
and Frank’s Place (reserved black professor from Boston 
tries to fit into more easygoing black community of New 
Orleans). More recently, Joshua Brand and John Falsey 
created the New-York-meets-Alaska Northern Exposure 


stories involving lots of characters united in a never-end- 
ing war against crime, disease, injustice, or war itself. 
Gene Reynolds experimented with the form on the high- 
school comedy-drama Room 222 and improved it with 
the first few seasons of M*A*S*H (with writers including 
Larry Gelbart and Linda Bloodworth-Thomason) — 
and then the newspaper drama Lou Grant. The form 
reached its peak with NBC’s trilogy of black comedies in 
the ’80s: the cop show Hill Street Blues, created by 
Steven Bochco and Michael Kozoll; the hospital show 
St. Elsewhere, with writers including Tom Fontana and 
John Masius; and the lawyer show L.A. Law, created by 
Bochco and Terry Louise Fisher. 
¢ The surrogate family. This is the format of most 
ensemble sit-coms, with co-workers showing up at home 
and neighbors always showing up at work. Carl Reiner 
introduced the idea of uniting someone’s home and of- 
fice life on The Dick Van Dyke Show. James L. Brooks 
created the most beloved non-nuclear family with The 
Mary Tyler Moore Show and moved on to Taxi. For a 
slightly crazier family, Tom Patchett and Jay Tarses as- 
sembled The Bob Newhart Show. Finally, Glen Charles 
and Les Charles brought the form into the ’90s with 
Cheers, which added sexual tension to all the insult-trad- 
ing and bonding. Also notable is scriptwriter extraordi- 
nary David Lloyd, who wrote dozens of MTM episodes, 
including “Chuckles Bites the Dust,” and stories for all 
of the sit-coms mentioned above except Dick Van Dyke.

managed to make such a clever, funny, un- 
self-referential film as Manhattan Murder 
Mystery. After Husbands and Wives, a de- 
cent movie that the audience nonetheless 
squirmed through, it’s exactly what he 
needed to do — make us forget the tawdry 
particulars of his off-screen life while re- 
taining his familiar on-screen persona, in 
this case the schlemiel as unwilling but in 
the end bumblingly heroic sleuth. 

Actually, the Nick and Nora of Manhat- 
tan Murder Mystery — which is rife with 
classic-movie allusions — are Diane 
Keaton (gee, it’s great to have her back, 
her ditziness subdued but not eradicated) 
and Alan Alda, whose imaginations require 
little more than a re-viewing of Double In- 
demnity to get them looking for carnage in 
an apparently routine coronary. Allen and 
Keaton are long-time Manhattan marrieds 
Larry and Carol Lipton, whose spark, 
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though dim, can take off like a baby 
brushfire if jealousy says “Boo.” Alda is re- 
cently divorced playwright Ted, a longtime 
friend of the Liptons. In addition to fan- 
ning the flame of the murder mystery, he 
carries a torch for Carol, who, mercifully, 
responds to this pleasant if discombobulat- 
ing revelation without a single “la-de-da.” 
Larry and Carol have barely met their 
older co-op neighbors Paul and Lillian 
House (Jerry Adler and Lynn Cohen) — 
he owns an old movie theater but seems 
crazier about stamps; she’s an aging gym- 
nik about whom the point is made that 
she’s in awfully good shape — when they 
come home one evening to find that Mrs. 
House has bought the farm. She’s on a 
stretcher, wrapped up like a sausage, and 
the neighbors are milling about agog. It all 
looks a tad suspicious to Carol, whom 
empty-nest-syndrome threatens to turn 
into a cross between a Snoop Sister and 
Grace Kelly in Rear Window. In her view, 
the widower is just too “perky” to make his 
bereavement believable. Eventually, natch, 
she’s sneaking into his apartment, rifling 
for clues, hiding in strange places, leading 
us into a state somewhere between terror 
and the giggles, and nervous husband Lar- 
ry to the immortal, frazzled remark, “Can’t 
you save a little craziness for menopause?” 
Apparently not, because the plot Carol 
begins to uncover, with the moon-eyed-ea- 
ger-beaver, Watson-like help of Ted, is 
pretty wild. Did Mr. House deep-six his 
spouse? Was he two-timing her? Is she 
even dead? What’s wonderful about all this 
is that eventually Larry — a man whose 
natural response to danger would make 
Falstaff look courageous — gets sucked 
into the fray because he wants to jump- 
start his marriage. Evidently Keaton packs 
a long-time wallop. We were amazed, in 
Annie Hall, when love for her propelled 
Allen’s Alvy Singer into quaking confronta- 
tion with a “major spider.” Here she’s got

PUSHING HANDS 


Pushing Hands opens with the flowing, 
dignified serenity of tai chi being per- 
formed by an older Chinese man. Relish 
it, because serenity is rare in this 1991 
drama, which declaims that a gap both 
generational and cultural cannot be 
bridged. 

The older man is Mr. Chu (Sihung 
Lung), who has moved from Beijing to 
the Yonkers home of his son, Alex (Bo Z. 
Wang), and daughter-in-law, Martha 
(Deb Snyder). Alex is at work all day, 

| leaving Martha, an author, and Mr. Chu 
| to get on each other’s nerves —- and how! 
Considering they have zero in common 








(including language), close-quarters-liv- 
ing is particularly excruciating for the 
two, especially Martha, who’s a fraying 
knot threatening to unravel. 

Alex is unable to negotiate a truce, Mr. 
Chu becomes the victim, and the film 
goes from tense to depressing, despite the 
hope lent by Mr. Chu’s developing rela- 
tionship with a Chinese woman in a simi- 
lar predicament. Then things get a little 
hysterical, as the film moves from emo- 
tional battles to physical ones, involving 
Mr. Chu’s expertise at tai chi. 

The first half is evocative, but director 
Ang Lee (whose The Wedding Banquet 
opens in Boston next Friday) violates a 
tenet of tai chi epitomized by the move- 
ment “pushing hands,” in which one is 
instructed to take a combatant’s aggres- 
sive energy and re-direct it as one’s own. 
His Pushing Hands is too pushy. At the

Just witness Huston sweeping 
away from the late-night-supper table at 
Vincent’s, leaving Allen, Keaton, and Alda 
agape as she pronounces with a puff on 
her cigarette, “When I come back from the 
ladies’ room, I’ll tell you how to trap him.” 

What she comes up with, aided by a pulp 
mystery called Murder in Manhattan, is in- 
tricate enough, when put in motion, to 
serve both the comedy and the intrigue of 
Manhattan Murder Mystery. Far be it from 
me to give away the twists and tangles (at 
least one involving runaway audio tape) of 
the plot. Suffice to say that the story, hav- 
ing sprung from seeds of Double Indem- 
nity, comes to full flower in a suspenseful if 
tongue-in-cheeky re-creation of the climax 
of The Lady from Shanghai, with Rita Hay- 
worth stood in for by a grim-faced Marge 
Redmond, looking more like Dustin Hoff- 
man in Tootsie. As Larry remarks, “I'll nev- 
er say life doesn’t imitate art again.” 

Manhattan Murder Mystery may lack the 
moral weight of Crimes and Misde- 
meanors, even the sepia warmth of Han- 
nah and Her Sisters. But it harks back to 
the gag-driven humor of Allen’s early, ar- 
guably puerile films and also displays a 
wiser, maturing sensibility. Although the 
filmmaker himself has joked about his in- 
ability to enter into any kind of Hume 
Cronyn-Jessica Tandy alliance, this film is 
as much a romantic homage to longtime 
love as it is to celluloid thrillers and, of 
course, Manhattan (here being blown kiss- 
es on the soundtrack by, among others, 
Big Apple institution Bobby Short). 

Keaton was, as tabloid readers will re- 
call, a last-minute replacement for Farrow, 
but she runs away with the movie — doing 
that tiptoe, off-kilter scamper that’s 
adorable (in ankle boots and socks, no 
less) without being, as it sometimes was of 
yore, cutesy. What’s more, she’s running 
after something with a vengeance, every 
once in a while looking over her shoulder 
to inquire, with sincere if scattershot inter- 
est, as to the state of her marriage. 


The actress appears far less Beverly Hills | 


matronly here than she did in Father of the 
Bride, her kooky Annie Hall look nonethe- 
less giving way to a high-collared, belt- 
and-flare sophistication that’s both funky 
and flattering. More important, the old, 
hand-wringing chemistry between her and 
Allen is still operating — except that, in 
Manhattan Murder Mystery, where their 
characters have supposedly been married 
20 years, it’s more relaxed, an accessory 
rather than the main event. The same is 


true of the Allen character’s trademark | 


neuroses. Larry’s claustrophobia, for ex- 


ample, is less a “bit” than a hilarious corol- | 


lary to the genuine, mounting mayhem. 
Ultimately, it’s not only amusing but 
moving to see the lengths to which 





Allen’s Larry — whose own idea of der- | 
ring-do is to whine a lot and call the po- | 


lice — will go in pursuit of the increas- 
ingly obsessive, crime-sniffing Carol. As 
a reward, he gets her in the end. Which, 
if you’re Woody Allen — and let’s face 
it, he’s always Woody Allen — may be 
more than you deserve but less than 
you’ve earned. oO 





ESPECIALLY ON SUNDAY 


Especially on Sunday is an omnibus of 
three especially dreary fantasies of love 
and obsession. Each is by a different direc- 
tor, but all come from the pen of screen- 
writer Tonino Guerra (Amarcord). 

Director Giuseppe Tornatore reunites 
with walrusy Cinema Paradiso star 
Philippe Noiret for a maudlin tale about a 
man who can’t shake a stray dog with a 
blue splotch on its face, no matter how 
hard he tries. Giuseppe Bertolucci’s story 
has Bruno Ganz fall under the spell of an 
ethereal beauty (Ornella Muti) and her 
shellshocked, apparently incestuous broth- 
er. Marco Tullio Giordana’s piece is about 
a mother who feels guilty about her inabili- 
ty to keep from spying on her son and her 
new daughter-in-law when they make love 
in the bedroom below hers. 

Each segment ends with a mystical little 
epiphany that comes as more of a relief than 
a revelation to the viewer, since it’s hard to 


care about the characters. Despite the repu- 
tations of the collaborators, this isn’t any- 
one’s Sunday best. At the Nickelodeon.

Van Damme dims John Woo’s Hollywood debut

ven by the hyperkinetic stan- 
dards of Hong Kong film- 
making, John Woo’s films 
are distinguished by their 
simplicity and excess. In 
films such as The Killer (1989) and A Bet- 
ter Tomorrow (1986), the body count rises 
into triple digits as Woo’s heroes battle for 
such primal macho values as loyalty, jus- 
tice, and revenge. 

Shot with ceaselessly moving cameras 
from neck-snapping angles, the action is 
brutal and balletic, as if Sam Peckinpah 
had collaborated with Buster Keaton. At 
once naive and sophisticated, absurd and 
sentimental, Woo’s films are both like and 
unlike every action movie ever made. Their 
vivid mix of the primitive and the baroque, 
of sameness and originality, have earned 
him the attention of American critics and 
Hollywood studios. It was just a matter of 
time before the West wooed him over. 

The good news is that Hard Target, 
Woo’s Hollywood debut, retains most of 
his ingenuous intensity and dazzling style. 
The bad news is that it stars Jean-Claude 
Van Damme, a sullen meatcake of an actor 
who makes Arnold look like Olivier. Luck- 
ily, Woo is adept at making the most of his 
resources; he balances his star’s inertia 
with relentless action, jaw-dropping tech- 
nique, and some of the most outrageous 
stunts ever committed to film. Still, he 
sorely misses the presence of his perennial 
collaborator, Chow Yun-fat, a soulful and 
visceral actor who’s like a Chinese Robert 
Mitchum and who brought depth and 
complexity to Woo’s limited emotional 
palette. Hard Target has targets aplenty 
but not much of a heart. 

Set in a lusciously seedy but oddly un- 
populated New Orleans, the film is an up- 
dating of The Most Dangerous Game, by 
scriptwriter John (Navy SEALS, Darkman) 
Pfarrer. Fouchon (Lance Henriksen, rival- 
ing John Lithgow in Cliffhanger with his 
ferocious overacting), a vicious Euro-trash 
entrepreneur, has been providing wealthy 





American sportsmen with the ultimate prey 
— combat vets recruited from among the 
city’s homeless. Since there’s a police 
strike on, Fouchon draws little attention 
with his battalions of machine-gun-wield- 
ing thugs until Natasha Binder (Yancy 
Butler), the daughter of one of the victims, 
starts asking questions. She turns to 
Chance Boudreaux (Van Damme), an un- 
employed Cajun sailor, for help. 

Once Chance faces down a small fleet of 
motorized bad guys while standing on the 
seat of his speeding motorcycle, you know 
that plausibility is not high on Hard 
Target’s list of priorities. What it does of- 
fer is a surreal, unending kaleidoscope of 
aestheticized violence and the rare specta- 
cle of Wilford Brimley on horseback with a 
bow and arrow looking like the Quaker 
Oats version of Dances with Wolves. It’s 
the kind of film where people get kicked in 
the head after they’re shot to death. 

Which is just as well, because the 
roundhouse kick is about the extent of Van 
Damme’s thespian talents. Woo’s earnest 
convictions about male bonding and doing 
the right thing have no credible represen- 
tative in Hard Target, and the film’s sub- 
text about class and exploitation lacks res- 
onance. What remains is shameless and 
exhilarating spectacle. Woo’s camera is the 
real star of this movie; too bad it has no 
subject worthy of his soul. 

. 
Like his idol and fellow master of movie 
mayhem Martin Scorsese, Hong Kong 
filmmaker John Woo found that his first 
calling was to the priesthood. 

“I like to help people,” he explains. 
“That’s why I wanted to be a priest. When 
I was a child and we left China, we were 
homeless, living in the street. My family 
couldn’t afford to send me to school. But I 
was helped by the Church; an American 
family sent me money through the Church 
and I got a chance to go to school. So I’m 
grateful and I swear if I get a chance I will 
repay them and repay society and help 
people who need help. As you can see 
from my movies, my kind of hero is some- 
one who helps people.” 

His kind of hero is also someone who 
kills people in the most spectacular ways. 
It’s hard to reconcile Woo’s genuine 
Christian sentiments with the scene in 
Hard Target in which a bad guy calmly 
blows a victim’s brains through the wind- 
shield of a car with a shotgun. It doesn’t 
help matters that a few scenes earlier he 
snipped the guy’s ear off with a pair of 
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HE MAKES ARNOLD LOOK LIKE OLIVIER — but Woo is able to balance his star’s inertia. 


scissors. Woo acknowledges the seeming 
contradiction between his piety and the ex- 
plosive ferocity of his images. 

“Well, it’s a long story. When I was a 
child, my family lived in a slum, the bad 
neighborhoods. There were gangs there 
and drug dealers and prostitutes — a very 
bad situation. I have seen a lot — too much 
— violence on the street. I’ve seen gang 
fights and I’ve seen people killed, and I 
have seen two big riots in Hong Kong, the 
Communist party against the Hong Kong 
government. I’ve seen people get killed by 
the police right in front of our door. 

“I utterly hate violence. That’s why I 
wanted to send a message through the vio- 
lence. Growing up in that kind of neigh- 
borhood, I dreamt there must be a better 
place for everybody. There must be a place 
with no war, where people can love each 
other, they can have peace and love. I also 
dreamt there must be some kind of person 
who can stop the crime and stop the vio- 
lence.” 

Woo found such people in the refuge of 
the movie theater — the larger-than-life 
heroes in American action films. 

“T fell in love with film. I was fond of the 
American gangster film and I also loved 
the Westerns — John Ford, and Robert 
Aldrich, and of course Sam Peckinpah. In 
the ’70s, I was much influenced by Martin 
Scorsese and also by the French director 
Jean-Pierre Melville.” 

Impressed as he was by the style of these 
masters, Woo was more taken by their 
heroes — John Wayne, Clint Eastwood, 
Robert De Niro. He found his own hero 
while making films in Hong Kong in actor 
Chow Yun-fat, who has starred in most of 
his most successful movies, including The 
Killer and Hard Boiled. Working with the 
Belgian-born action hero Jean-Claude Van 
Damme was just one of many adjustments 
he has had to make in his transition to 
Hollywood. 

“Jean-Claude was very dedicated to the 
movie and was full of energy. We had a 
good time. But the thing about Chow Yun- 
fat is that we have a lot of things in com- 
mon. Like Martin Scorsese with Robert 
De Niro. I can always put myself, my feel- 
ings, into his character.” 

Woo also found that working in Holly- 
wood cramped his style when it came to 
violence. 

“Before shooting, I had been advised to 
tone down the violence because of the rat- 
ings. I didn’t want to make an NC-17 film. 
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So I compromised a little.” Q

The Music of 
Chance can’t 


beat the odds

f Camus and Beckett had collabo- 
rated on a buddy movie, they might 
have come up with The Music of 
Chance. One hopes they would 
have done better than Philip Haas 
— a documentary filmmaker making his 
feature debut, adapting Paul Auster’s over- 
rated novel — in exploring the human fac- 
tor that plays havoc with the story’s ruth- 
less existential logic. 

Two rootless individuals meet by 
chance. Nashe (Mandy Patinkin) is an ef- 
fete drifter in a BMW who’s down to the 
last $10,000 of his inheritance. Jack Pozzi 
(James Spader) is a professional poker 
player hoping to win a bundle from two 
millionaires, Flower and Stone (Charles 
Durning and Joel Grey), whom he has 
spotted as easy marks. Nashe agrees to 
bankroll Pozzi, but when the pair travel to 
the remote, forbidding mansion of Flower 
and Stone, they gamble away everything 
and more. Flower and Stone force them to 
pay off the debt by performing the 
Sisyphian labor of building a massive 
stone wall in a meadow on the million- 
aires’ property. 

The story’s symbolism is at once 
ominous and empty. Before the game, 
Stone shows off his “City of the World,” a 
harmonious but incomplete table-top 
microcosm whose tiny inhabitants live 
by Stone’s unspoken laws. Later, as 
Nashe and Pozzi build the stone wall, 
we see Stone’s hand building a similar 
tiny wall in his model. While Nashe 
muses on the random malignity of the 
forces that have brought them to this 
point, and on whether their two un- 
seen gods will ever release them from 
their seemingly meaningless and end- 
less work, Zen master Pozzi blames 
Nashe, since he committed an act of 
bad karma during the game, swiping fig- 
urines of Flower and Stone from the 
model. 

All this philosophizing isn’t just arid, 
it’s foolish behavior from two guys who 
apparently have never seen a movie. It’s 
easy to predict the fate of the characters 
from their initial bad decision and from 
the WASPy Spader’s Ratso Rizzo-like 
appearance and demeanor as Pozzi 
(whose name evokes Pozzo in Waiting 
for Godot). Patinkin, playing Nashe as an 
amiable cipher, seems to have taken the 
role for the boffo scene that has him 
singing the hymn “Jerusalem” (in his 
Broadway showstopper mode) while 
serving chocolate cake to Pozzi and a 
prostitute — more portentous random- 
ness. 

At least the novel explains Nashe’s 
capriciousness by giving him a rich 
interior life, one that Haas’s documen- 
tarian eye doesn’t capture. Nashe is too 
interesting and complex to be con- 
strained in the film’s methodical uni- 
verse. Haas does reveal that Nashe 
enjoys the solitude of aimless driving as 
a way to negate feeling. Yet as Nashe 
builds the wall, he finds himself appreciat- 
ing the order that the routine gives his 
days and the sense of accomplishment he 
feels. 

At the novel’s climax, when he gets a 
chance to drive again, he discovers a 
chillingly logical way to reconcile his 
needs for numbness and healing, free will 
and submission to chance. But the film 
cops out by following this catharsis with a 
comforting epilogue, though it seems to 
have the author’s blessing, since Auster 
himself has a key cameo in the scene. 
Maybe he just wanted the opportunity to 
play God by adding this arbitrary twist of 
fate. Q

wenty years after his death, 
John Ford still dominates 
American movie screens. 
Mediocre films like Sleepless 
in Seattle and Searching for 
| Bobby Fischer make millions from the at- 
tempt to probe America’s ambivalence 
about family relationships and growing up, 
themes that preoccupied Ford throughout 
his career. A new generation of American 
filmmakers — Quentin Tarantino, Nick 
Gomez, Abel Ferrara, and Rob Weiss, to 
name a few — is grappling with the same 
issues of violence and manhood, freedom 
and responsibility, loyalty and redemption 
that Ford explored in his half-century of 
making movies. And the search for a gen- 
uine film hero — not a video-game cipher 
battling special effects but a character 
strong enough to uphold civilization’s fun- 
damental values, and big enough to serve 
as a battlefield for its conflicting desires — 
persists long after Ford laid to rest Tom 
Doniphon in The Man Who Shot Liberty 





| Valance (1962). 


That hero, of course, is John Wayne, 


whose face is as familiar a landscape in 
Ford’s films as Monument Valley. Along 
with She Wore a Yellow Ribbon (1949) 
and The Searchers (1956), Liberty 
Valance marks the final act in an Ameri- 
can tragedy that began with Wayne and 
Ford’s breakthrough Western, Stagecoach 
(1939). Shown in restored prints this 
weekend at the Brattle Theatre, these 
three films epitomize the art of Hollywood 
and offer an insight into what drives 
American moviemakers to the present 
day. They are not to be missed. 

Each film opens with Wayne as a bat- 
tered warrior alone and near extinction, 
but called on once again to serve the soci- 
ety he is incapable of joining. In She Wore 
a Yellow Ribbon, the second in a “cavalry” 
trilogy that includes Fort Apache (1948) 
and Rio Grande (1950), Wayne plays 
Captain Nathan Brittles, a grizzled veteran 
of 40 years on the frontier due to retire in 
six days. 

Six days, however, is all it will take for 
the tenuous world he and his fellow blue- 
jackets have wrested from the wilderness 
to be unmade. Custer has been massacred, 
and the Indians are uniting to drive the 
white settlers out. Captain Brittles’s last 
mission is to protect the territory from the 
hostiles, a task complicated by orders to 
escort two women from the fort to safety 
— the commandant’s plucky wife (Mil- 
dred Natwick) and his uppity daughter 
Olivia (Joanne Dru). Adding to Nathan’s 
troubles is the rivalry of two young officers 
for Olivia’s attentions — Lieutenant Cohill 
(John Agar), a self-made man from the 
lower classes with a grudge against privi- 
lege, and Lieutenant Pinnell (Harry Carey 
Jr.), an Eastern snob who embodies all 
that Cohill disdains. The two officers com- 
pete not only for Olivia, the refined flower 
of civilization, but to be worthy to take on 
the paternal Brittles’s command. 

In one of the film’s most lyrical mo- 
ments, Nathan takes his troubles to the 
desert gravesite of his wife. As he solilo- 
quizes nostalgically, a shadow looms over 
the tombstone in the ruddy dusk light: 
Olivia bearing him a flowering cyclamen. 
It’s a reminder to Nathan of his own mor- 
tality and loneliness, but also a harbinger 


of the frail future that he’s entrusted to 
protect. The leathery officer is moved by 
this tribute to his duty, and the scene 
achieves a moving melancholy that avoids 
Ford’s trademark sentimentality. 

The rest of the movie is desultory and 
anticlimactic, a series of wanderings and 
clashes and atrocities that ends with a 
bloodless ruse. Meandering though it may 
be, the film is brooding and compelling, its 
meditative tone underscored with silent 
shots of the long blue line of cavalry nearly 
swallowed up by the savage beauty of 
Monument Valley. With Oscar-winning 
cinematography by Winton C. Hoch, it’s 
the most visually rapturous of Ford’s films 
(Ford consciously sought the look of a 
Frederic Remington painting). One of the 
most stunning sequences is a long shot of 
Brittles’s troop filing slowly beneath a 
huge sky torn by lightning; intercut is a 
surgeon performing a life-and-death oper- 
ation on a soldier in one of the wagons. 
The storm does not break, but the air is 
filled with an ozone of awe and dread, 
forecasting a worse storm to come. 

The bittersweet, elegiac tone of She 
Wore a Yellow Ribbon would never have 
worked without Wayne’s controlled and 
wry performance; playing a man 20 years 
his senior, he does his best acting until 
The Searchers, which is simply one of the 
greatest American films ever made. Once 
again Wayne is an old soldier fading away; 
Ethan Edwards is a former Confederate 
officer whom the surrender at Appomattox 
left behind. Shot through the open door- 
way of a cabin, he emerges from the desert 
wilderness like a repressed thought to re- 
visit the homestead of his brother Aaron 
(Walter Coy), Aaron’s wife, Martha 
(Dorothy Jordan), and their family 

From the way she strokes his coat, it’s 
obvious that Martha would have preferred 
the more virile Ethan had there been any 
way to keep him home. But Ethan not only 
tends to wander off, he raises trouble, too. 
No sooner does he arrive than Indians 
steal some cattle; while Ethan and the 
menfolk chase after the thieves, a raiding 
party wipes out Aaron and his family and 
kidnaps their little daughter, Debbie 
(played as a teenager by Natalie Wood). 
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Ford evokes the terror of the massacre 
and kidnapping with the starkest strokes. 
The sun sets bloody red, the desert is silent 
except for a whippoorwill, but from Aaron 
and Martha’s guarded comments it be- 
comes clear that something awful is about 
to happen. They send little Debbie out to 
their family plot to hide; as she sits playing 
by a gravestone, a shadow covers it. It’s no 
flower-bearing beauty this time, but Ethan’s 
Indian alter ego, Scar (Henry Brandon). 
Stricken by grief, anger, and guilt, but 
mostly by the sickening thought of his pure 
and innocent niece being ravished by the 
“savages,” Ethan sets out on his inverse 
Odyssey, wandering from home in search 
of the precious piece missing from it. 

As Ethan, Wayne is the opposite of 
Nathan Brittles; he seethes with rage and 
bitterness that bursts into outrages. He 
shoots the eyes out of an Indian corpse and 
butchers their buffalo — in short, he be- 
haves with the same wanton cruelty as the 
Indians that he loathes. Mediating Ethan’s 
id-like fury is Martin Pawley (Jeffrey 
Hunter), a part Cherokee whom Ethan 
found as a infant survivor of an Indian mas- 
sacre and whom Aaron raised as his son. 

Ethan and Martin’s bickering and bond- 
ing over the years of their search balances 
comedy with brutality, the buddy movie 
with Oedipal tragedy. Ford’s narrative 
powers are at their height, as a decade 
melts by with all its weight and ephemeral- 
ity; when Ethan announces that he will 
find Debbie “as sure as the turning of the 
earth,” the earth has turned many times, 
and five years pass in the reading of a let- 
ter to Martin’s sweetheart Laurie (Vera 
Miles). Ethan remains undeterred, howev- 
er, and gradually Martin realizes that 
Ethan seeks not to rescue Debbie, but to 
expunge her because she’s been defiled. 

The Searchers is Ford’s ultimate state- 
ment on the conflict between civilization 
and the wilderness, between freedom and 
responsibility, and much of it is expressed 
wordlessly in the juxtaposition of relentless 
human figures in a tortured landscape. A 
sequence in which Martin curses a wound- 
ed Ethan in a womblike cave while Debbie 
emerges almost unnoticed in the distance 
over the crest of a dune prefigures every- 
thing Clint Eastwood would express in 
Unforgiven. And when the door closes on 
Ethan and Monument Valley in the film’s 
final image, little remains to be said about 
the tragedy of the American hero. 

So when Wayne returns in the austere, 
black and white frames of The Man Who 
Shot Liberty Valance, his frontier has 
shrunk to the confines of a pine box. 
Tom Doniphon the man is dead, but the 
mythic hero had died long before, 
usurped by the man of civilization, the 
lawyer and politician Ransom Stoddard 
(James Stewart). Now a senator, Stod- 
dard and his wife, Hallie (Vera Miles), 
have returned from Washington to Shin- 
bone to attend Doniphon’s funeral; com- 
pelled by local newspapermen to explain 
why he’s paying his respects to an ob- 
scure and indigent rancher, Stoddard 
tells the story of the man who shot Liber- 
ty Valance (Lee Marvin). 

Fresh out of law school, Stoddard took 
Horace Greeley’s advice and headed West, 
where he gets his first taste of Western law 
at the wrong end of the gloriously malevo- 
lent Liberty Valance’s whip. Rescued by 
Doniphon, a fiercely independent gunman 
and rancher, Stoddard is determined to 
civilize Shinbone, to make it a town where 
disputes are settled by laws and not gun- 
play. Doniphon scoffs at Stoddard’s tin- 
horn ambitions, but grudgingly he begins 
to respect the newcomer — as does his 
sweetheart, Hallie. 

A few years before making Liberty 
Valance, John Ford expressed his dissatis- 
faction with making epics, saying he want- 
ed to make films “in a kitchen.” This film 
is the fulfillment of his wish, as it takes 
place mostly behind the sink and stove of 
Hallie’s parents’ saloon, where an aproned 
Stoddard pores through the law books in 
search of a way of putting the aptly named 
Liberty behind bars. Inevitably, though, he 
must resort to violence. By ‘so doing he 
sets in motion his own political career and 
the demise of Doniphon and his world of 
independence and heroism. 

“When the legend becomes fact,” says a 
newspaperman in the end, “print the leg- 
end.” And when the legend becomes a slo- 
gan, as it has for Stoddard, the realm of 
myth dissolves into the arena of politics 
and power. Nostalgia for the legendary re- 
mains, however; in the same way that 
Olivia graced Nathan, Hallie honors Tom 
by placing a desert rose on his coffin. No 
hero has since risen to replace him, nor 
any filmmaker as capable as John Ford of 
telling his story. Q

The Secret Garden bloom

t last, a children’s film that 
comes by its feel-good 
ending the old-fashioned 
way: it earns it. This latest 
incarnation of The Secret 
Garden has all of the elemental magic and 
uplift that parents will remember from the 
Frances Hodgson Burnett novel or the 
earlier film and Broadway musical ver- 
sions. But to reach its enchanting fantasy 
ending, its characters have to confront 
their darkest impulses and brave very real 
childhood terrors. 

Credit this compelling, lovely version of 
Burnett’s fable of the healing powers of 
the earth to the film’s female creative 
team. Screenwriter Caroline Thompson 
has experience with outcast children in 
gloomy castles and topiary wizardry from 
Edward Scissorhands. Director Agnieszka 
Holland, who has cited the book as a fa- 
vorite of hers during her childhood in 
postwar Poland, has long been a trenchant 
explorer — in her own films and the ones 
she wrote for Andrzej Wajda — of painful 
childhood experiences: abandonment, dis- 
placement, fear of death, early sexual stir- 
rings, the arbitrary tyranny of adult au- 
thority, the shifting play of identity, and 
the refuge of the imagination. 

As in Europa Europa and Olivier Olivier, 
Holland offers an unsympathetic protago- 
nist, Mary Lennox (Kate Maberly), an En- 
glish girl living in India who’s been spoiled 
but also shown little affection by her par- 
ents. The fever-dream stage of her child- 
hood comes to an end when her parents 
die in an earthquake (in the book, it was 
cholera) that seems a manifestation of her 
own anger. She’s sent to the forbidding 
Yorkshire manor of her frequently absent 
uncle, Lord Craven (John Lynch), where 
she indulges in further bratty behavior to 
the servants while becoming bored, lonely, 
and fearful. But she discovers the house’s 








secrets: the locked garden that has been 
left untended since Lord Craven’s wife 
died 10 years before, and her sickly, 
bedridden, even more spoiled cousin Colin 
(Heydon Prowse). Lord Craven has 
shunned both as reminders of his late wife, 
but with some help from local nature boy 
Dickon (Andrew Knott), she brings both 
the garden and Colin back to life and lifts 
the curse from the household. 

Holland and Thompson have made a 
couple of subtle but key changes that leave 
the story more female-oriented. Mary is 
now related to Lord Craven through her 
mother’s sister, not her father, so when 
Lord Craven first meets her, he is shat- 
tered by her resemblance to her aunt, his 
late wife. The narrative focus does not 
shift, as in the book, from Mary to Colin’s 
reconciliation with his father. Dickon’s 
help is invaluable to Mary, but she is the 
boss, and she gets the credit in the end. 

Her transformations — of herself as 
well as of Colin and the garden — are in- 
deed magical, especially because they are 
wrought from such dark material. The 
mansion on the moors is surely the eeriest 
such outpost since Rebecca. Wallowing in 
the household’s romantic gloom, which is 
largely of his own making, Lynch’s soul- 
ful-eyed Lord Craven recalls Olivier’s 
Baron de Winter. There’s even a creepy 
housekeeper, Mrs. Medlock (Maggie 
Smith), who tries to keep Mary locked in 
her room and helps the doctors perform 
barbaric treatments on the helpless Colin. 

There’s also a sexual undercurrent, as 
Colin becomes jealous of Dickon and 
Mary (for class reasons, too, since Dick- 
on’s a commoner) after she laughs off his 
proposal to marry her if he ever gets well 
and grows up. Once Colin can walk, the 
three kids perform an ardent druidic chant 
to summon Lord Craven back from his 
travels. 

Holland is careful not to demonize any- 
one, not Lord Craven, who is afraid to 
show Colin affection because he doesn’t 
want to lose another loved one, and not 
Mrs. Medlock, who believes she’s doing the 
right thing and what the master wants. As 
in Holland’s other films, there are no vil- 
lains, only complex humans trying to sur- 
vive in a harsh world. It’s a pleasure to see 
a children’s film that gives kids enough 
credit to accept such a world. This is a Se- 
cret Garden that will satisfy parents but also 
keep younger viewers in rapt wonder. QO

Center for the Performing Arts 
on August 11, was no excep- 
tion. Featuring five dancers 
from American Ballet Theatre 
and nine from New York City 
Ballet, the show offered seven 


Deux, and Stars and Stripes Pas 


Who Cares?; the pas de deux 
from act two of Swan Lake, the 
grand pas de deux from Marius 
Petipa’s Don Quixote; and Pe- 
ter Martins’s Ecstatic Orange. 

It was an evening largely of 
pyrotechnics and bravura, 
which out of context can grow 
tiresome. But given the fine 
dancers holding forth (includ- 
ing Susan Jaffe, Amanda McK- 
errow, Julie Kent, Kyra Nichols, 
Lourdes Lopez, Jack Soto, and 
Damian Woetzel), it was also 
one of artistic integrity. 

Most successful in the set- 
ting was the snazzy, flirtatious 
Who Cares? George Gersh- 
win’s songs — among them, 
“Embraceable You” and “Fas- 
cinatin’ Rhythm” — were 
played with panache despite 
the arena’s hollow acoustics, 
and the brilliantly irreverent 
choreography, a mix of classi- 
cism and Broadway pizzazz 
cast against a projected Man- 
hattan skyline, was exhilarating to watch. 
With the women in tiny string skirts and 
the men in blue silk, it captured in its 
steps — such as Melissa Podcasy’s leaps, 
which landed her pelvis smack on Damian 
Woetzel’s shoulder, and Guillaume Graf- 
fin’s spinning of Wendy Whelan under his 
arm, as if she were the end of a jumprope 
— the essence of both the work’s title and 
the season’s mood. 

Presenting Apollo and Ecstatic Orange, 
on the other hand, was a brave move, be- 
cause the ballets want concentration if 
their nuances are to be grasped. Apollo 
requires patience, a steady eye to trace 
the quartet’s exquisite architectural con- 
figurations. And the sound system at 
Great Woods didn’t help. Unlike Gersh- 
win, Stravinsky came across as tinny and 
sour. 

But that didn’t diminish the richness of 
the dancing. Susan Jaffe shone as Terpsi- 
chore. Her arabesques as she leaned into 
Apollo in their duet created a lovely, lan- 
guid tension, and her transitions from 
plié to point pushed deeply into the earth 
before she rose. Woetzel was somewhat 
lightweight as the young god, though a 
powerful impulse propelled his arm in 
circles over the lute strings. And his reach 
to Olympus began with powerful hand 
bursts that extended into an explosive 
leap, but the sequence resolved in a 
clunky kneel. 


A rich buffet 


Great Woods suggests that 
American ballet is alive and well 


ALBERT EVANS: the choreography of

The three-part Ecstatic Orange is an an- 
gular, contorted ballet to futuristic music 
by Michael Torke. Martins has cracked the 
score’s rhythms into pieces and accented 
the moves of the almost perpetually joined 
couple with flapping hands and palms 
pushing faces. 

Choreographed in 1987, the duet looks 
dated, like a classicist’s first foray into the 
modern idiom. Still, some images are 
startling. At one point Heather Watts jut- 
ted her chest to the ceiling while her butt 
and the crown of her head pressed hard 
into the floor. At another, Jock Soto rest- 
ed her against his hip as she bent her 
knees and grabbed her feet behind her. 
Literally attached at the hip, the two 
spun, until Soto slid her to her knees. 


Heaving her from metatarsals to knees, 
he took her on a grotesque rendition of a 
walk. 

On a far more lyrical note, the string of 
pas de deux that ensued made me think I 
was watching a series of characters step- 
ping out of a fairy-tale anthology. Yet each 
in its own right packed a punch. 

Amanda McKerrow erupted like a fire- 
cracker in Don Quixote, snapping through 
pirouettes and etching strong, pure lines in 
her off-kilter arabesques. And though Julie 
Kent as the Swan Queen was no Maya 
Plisetskaya from the waist up, she had a 
thoughtful, limpid quality that made her 
tremulous petites battements, executed as 
she stood on point before the close of the 
adagio, a reservoir of sadness. 

Kyra Nichols brought the house down 
with her 32 fouettés in the Tchaikovsky 
number. And the sheer joy in dancing ex- 
hibited by Lourdes Lopez and Soto in 
Stars and Stripes was infectious. Whether 
she was being held aloft with her arms and 
legs splayed starlike or spirited off stage by 
her partner, Lopez set off sparks. She 
whirled down centerstage like a tiny top; 
she marched precisely on point, her head 
rattling in time. When it was Soto’s turn, 
his low center of gravity sent his tours a la 
seconde flying, and his flex-footed en- 
trechats, in boots, introduced a touch of 
slapstick into this razzle-dazzle display of 
Americana.

Publick Forum; Shenandoah 
Shakespeare’s R&J

ove spoofed and love 

squashed are the respective 

subjects of A Funny Thing 

Happened on the Way to 

the Forum and Romeo and 
Juliet, two classic scripts that theater 
companies have to go out of their way to 
kill. Forum has one of the funniest books 
(by Burt Shevelove and Larry Gelbart) in 
the American musical theater; Stephen 
Sondheim’s music and lyrics sport a fly- 
blown charm missing from his later work. 
And Romeo and Juliet has sufficient 
teenage sexuality and high spirits, sword- 
play, and purple patches to keep even the 
most amateurish round-up of Bardlings 
afloat. 

Well, where there’s a Will there’s a way 
to go astray. Sponsored by the Folger 
Shakespeare Library, the Shenandoah 
Shakespeare Express is a group of young 


well-scrubbed actors out of Virginia who 
perform in sneakers and strum guitars, all 
“to make ‘Shakespeare’ synonymous with 
vital, contemporary entertainment.” The 
troupe’s Romeo and Juliet (which is being 
performed in repertory with Antony and 
Cleopatra and A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream at the Boston Center for the Arts’ 
BCA Theatre through August 22) is un- 
dertaken with lights glaring on actors and 
audience alike. There is no intermission, 
little in the way in costumes, and even less 
in the way of verse-speaking talent. 

The surprise is that a critically ac- 
claimed company dedicated to keeping the 
Bard alive (the Express chugs to schools 
around the country) should be so dull and 
deadly. Just the inspiring sight of young 
performers attacking Shakespeare in the 
raw — no gimmicks, no imaginative stag- 
ing, no apparent training in the classics — 
must be enough for some. Unfortunately, 
it takes more than just good will to do 
Shakespeare; intelligence, invention, and 
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can’t small theater get 
any respect? The answers 
to that one outnumber 
the various disparate ob- 
jects thrown together in 
One Tit, A Dyke, & Gin!, 
a new play by Pennell 
Somsen that makes up 
the other half of the bill. 
It’s worth noting that 
the Nora, perched on the 
edge of small-theater 
longevity (not to mention 
the gulf between obscuri- 
ty and establishment), 
does regularly seek out 
new, or relatively new, 
plays. Its last several 
seasons have included 
works by Richard 
Greenberg, Steve Tesich, 
Harry Kondoleon, Frank 
McGuinness, and Kay 
Adshead, to name but a 
few playwrights who 
haven’t been done to 
death on the small-the- 
ater circuit. And since 
the current show is the 
20th production of the 
company, it’s disappoint- 
ing that this watershed 
outing consists of one 
unremarkable new play 
and one that not only 
hasn’t aged or traveled 
well but that would be 
better left, if not on the 
shelf, to greater talents. 
What’s the problem? 
One Tit, a Dyke, & Gin! 
is about two unlikely 
characters, in this case a 
society matron who’s re- 
cently had a mastectomy 
and a lesbian security 
guard, who find that, de- 
spite their differences, 
they do have some im- 
portant things in com- 
mon. If that sounds familiar (and it will, 
once you sit through the set-up and learn 
why Louise, locked in her doctor’s office af- 
ter closing, and Rosemary, the night watch- 
person who discovers her, must spend sev- 
eral hours alone together), it’s because the 
play is a variation on dozens of other bond- 
ing dramas. It offers no surprises. And long 
before you question why this formula has 
such a strong grasp on American playwrit- 
ing, you'll be wondering why the two wom- 
en don’t ditch the gin game that so compels 


discipline are also required. By the end of 
this rote bare-bones production, you’re 
tempted to go mano a mano with Juliet for 
a swig of Romeo’s poison. 

By contrast, the production of Forum (at 
the Publick Theatre, Wednesday through 
Sundays through September 5) is rough 
and not-always-so-ready, but it manages to 
evoke the deliciously bawdy vaudeville spir- 
it of the musical, which marries Roman 
burlesque to Jewish slapstick, Broadway 
pizzazz to lowbrow satire. Dedicated to 
nothing more than the production of mind- 
less yuks, Forum is filled with classic one- 
liners (“Don’t lower your voice to me!”, 
cracks a courtesan to a eunuch) and coyly 
loony songs like “She’s Lovely” and “Com- 
edy Tonight,” which remains a sublime 
opening number. It’s a show 
that’s just too damned hilarious 
to spoil, and the Publick The- 
atre keeps the chuckles coming. 

Maybe Spiro Veloudos as 
Pseudolus, the slave who yearns 
to be free, hasn’t the comic ge- 
nius of Zero Mostel, but he’s 
seen the film sufficient times to 
pick up some of Mostel’s bril- 
liant double and triple takes, as 
well as a good number of his 
verbal tics. What’s more, the 
role lets Veloudos do what he 
seems to do best — shameless- 
ly, but amusingly, ham it up. 
The upshot is that this Forum 
features one of Veloudos’s best 
performances — it’s only his 
singing voice, which already 
sounds strained early in the 
run, that slows him down. 

As for the rest of the Publick 
cast, it’s the usual smattering of 
pros and wanna-bes. Pseudo- 
lus’s sidekick, Hysterium, is 
played with deadpan glee by 
Jon Blackstone, who also has a 
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them and use the phone to call a locksmith. 

Gin of another sort plays a small part in 
We All Have the Same Story, a more intrigu- 
ing piece of dramaturgy. A one-woman 
show (performed here by Andrea Arora) 
about the emotional and political complica- 
tions of sex, the piece opens with the actress 
addressing an invisible lover and segues, in a 
startlingly oblique manner, into a fantasy in- 
volving the aforementioned doll, cat, dwarf, 
and computer programmer. In the course of 
the tale, the computer programmer drinks a 
concoction of piss and gin that brings about 
his untimely demise. Actually, though, it’s 
piss and vinegar that would seem to have in- 
spired the play, a sort of revenge fantasy by 
the art-and-politics-marrying husband-and- 
wife team of Rame and Fo in which men are 
the ones to bear the horrifying physical con- 
sequences of sex and pregnancy. 

Inventive as it is, We All Have the Same 
Story may prove problematic for American

audiences. Anger is a great character in 
any dramatist’s menagerie, and the works 
of Rame and Fo bear that out. But what 
fuels anger on one side of the Atlantic 
doesn’t always feed the same flames on 
the other. In this case, Rame and Fo are 
protesting the bureaucratic and societal 
barriers to abortion in their native Italy. 
Whereas access to abortion in this coun- 
try is difficult for some women (and en- 
dangered for all of us), it doesn’t consti- 
tute nearly the same crisis that’s faced by 
women in Catholic countries. The anger 
and frustration that Italian women feel — 
and which comes out in the grotesque 
anti-male imagery of We All Have the 


Same Story — is apt to strike American | 
audiences as gratuitous. Indeed, it plays | 


like fuming, 25-year-old feminism. 

Andrea Arora is not likely to make anyone 
forget actress Rame (or Estelle Parsons, 
Rame’s most noteworthy American inter- 
preter), but her performance is an intelligent 
one, replete with exuberance and irony. It 
would be nice to be able to say that about 
the cast of One Tit as well. But it’s a collec- 
tion of actresses of varying talent, all of 
whom director Eric Engel allows to take the

immie Dale Gilmore — look- 
ing star-level sharp in his 
long hair, bright turquoise 
shirt, and studded broad 
black-leather belt — seems 
younger than his 48 years as he sings a 
couple songs to a small crowd of music- 
bizzers. It’s a typical industry meet-and- 
greet, a little friendly grease for the retail 
and radio types who'll help get his new al- 
bum out to listeners. But at the Wednes- 
day-night reception downstairs at the 
| Commonwealth Brewing Company near 
| Boston’s North Station, Gilmore seems 
especially happy and relaxed. He’s got a 
glow that doesn’t come from a recording 
contract alone. He looks like someone 
who’s spent his life — ‘or at least the last 
30-odd years — doing what he loves: 
singing, playing guitar, and writing some 
of the best damn songs ever to come out 
of Texas. 

Before his fine new Spinning Around the 
Sun (Elektra), there was Gilmore’s 1991 
breakthrough After Awhile, which found 
its audience via word of mouth and great 
reviews. A fan-winning tour and TV ap- 
pearances followed, including a sterling 
stop on PBS’s American Music Shop, 
where Gilmore joined fellow rising country 
star Marty Brown and 70-year-old expert 
picker and yodeler Van Williams in an un- 
abashedly loving tribute to Jimmie 
Rodgers, the legendary Singing Brakeman. 

The publicity junket that brought him to 
Boston, which precedes a national tour in 
September and followed a standing-ova- 
tion-earning performance in Central Park 
the previous Sunday, is part of the major- 

| artist treatment that Gilmore began earning 
in Lubbock, Texas, in 1965. That’s when 
he recorded a demo tape for Buddy Holly’s 
father, who became a fan and tried to con- 
nect him with a record label. But it wasn’t 
until 1971, when Gilmore got together with 
his old friends Joe Ely and Butch Hancock 
to form the Flatlanders, that a real musical 
career seemed a possibility. 
| The title of the 1990 Rounder re-issue 
of the long-lost Flatlanders recordings, 
More a Legend Than a Band, says it all 
about this semi-mythical ensemble. Cer- 
tain places and moments in the history of 
pop seem graced by a magical, creative 
sense of community: Memphis in 1956, 
Liverpool in 1963, London in 1976 — all 
dates and spots where tradition fractured 
and made a fresh connection. Thanks to 
the Flatlanders, Lubbock in 1971 might 
| have joined that roll. The album the group 
| recorded in Nashville is a remarkable col- 
| lection of songs rooted in the calm grace 
| of early country and folk-blues traditions, 
yet marked by the complication of modern 
urban experience. The re-issue’s producer, 
Colin Escott, argues that the Flatlanders’ 
music was “50 years behind its time and 
15 years ahead.” But to sum up the Flat- 
landers’ story, when their single, Gilmore’s 
now-classic “Dallas,” went nowhere — or 
right over everyone’s heads — the album 
was shelved, and the band dispersed. 
Gilmore doesn’t have many regrets 
about the way things turned out for the 
Flatlanders. He seems to care much more 
| about the friendships that have sustained 
his life in music than about record sales. “I 
do have a lot of strong memories from that 
period. It was a special time. There was a 
lot of creativity in the air, not just with 
musicians, but with artists and writers. But 
I don’t look at it as something that came 
and went. Those people are all still friends. 
We were never a real professional band, so 
the Flatlanders album is more like a really 
nice snapshot taken of a certain moment.”

Jimmie Dale Gilmore leads 
country toward El Dorado 


In his set staple “Treat Me like a Satur- 
day Night,” Gilmore sings, “You gotta give 
up something when you try anything 
new.” But he’s spent his life trying con- 
stantly testing the fresh. After the demise 
of the Flatlanders, “there was a long peri- 
od when I wasn’t thinking of myself as 
pursuing a music career. I was studying 
Oriental philosophy, and in one sense, 
what I was doing was gaining a lot of self- 
knowledge. Then I made a decision that I 
was going to go back to playing music in a 
more serious way. So-I returned to Austin, 
which I think is still the most open place

for new music, particularly for singer- 
songwriters.” 

In Austin, Gilmore’s eclectic tastes and 
his modernist/traditionalist musical per- 
sona made perfect sense, but in the less 
flexible world beyond Austin’s city limits, 
he never seemed to fit in the right box. 
“Mainstream country basically isn’t even 
aware of me. I’ve never had any real expo- 
sure, so I can’t even say I’ve been rejected 
by the country-music establishment.” 

He acknowledges that his creative ap- 
proach has kept him from a large audi- 
ence, but he’s hopeful that categories are 
beginning to shift now in ways that are 
making his music more widely accessible. 
“It’s not as if I were a folk or a rock musi- 
cian who discovered country roots, or a 
country musician who tacked on another 
sound. I grew up in all three of those 
worlds. When people hear my accent — I 
guess the nasal quality of my voice — they 
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say it’s country. But I’m not trying to be a 
country singer. I’m just doing the music I 
love, which is composed of a lot of country 
influences, but also folk and rock and roll 
and blues and rockabilly.” 

Even if Gilmore isn’t a pure country 
singer, his prospects can only be helped by 
country’s now-growing acceptance in the 
pop world. Descended from self-reliant 
rural Americans, country music hasn’t al- 
ways aspired to assimilation. One mode is 
well represented by Merle Haggard’s 1968 
“Okie from Muskogee,” in which a patri- 
otic Merle scornfully rejects the rebellious 
postures of the flag-burning hippie-rock 
generation. Merle’s version of country 
music is an embattled, nativist tradition 
purposefully isolated from the tastes and 
influences of the two coasts, inclined more 
toward the Dust Bowl culture and the 
sound of his idol Bob Wills. But just the 
other day, at a Catholic saint’s-day church 
celebration in Providence, I saw a Por- 
tuguese rock band cover “Achy Breaky 
Heart” — and everyone knew the dance 
steps. Gilmore’s immersion in the late- 
60s Texan melting pot has prepared him 
for a world where country isn’t a self-con- 
tained ideology but a style as flexible as 
any other. 

As Gilmore describes it, his new Spin- 
ning Around the Sun is about his tastes: 
what he’s been into since he was a kid. He 
tells me that when he was in fifth grade, his 
dad took him and his younger sister to see 
Elvis and Johnny Cash, which he describes 
as a life-altering event. I point out that 
Johnny Cash has been signed to Rick Ru- 
bin’s Def American label, joining a roster 





of such decidedly non-roots rock bands as 
Danzig and Raging Slab. “It makes perfect 
sense,” Gilmore exclaims at the prospect of 
the Man in Black getting marketed to a 
punk-youth audience. “He was always a 
rebel and an innovator in the country 
world. He was the first and best outlaw, 
‘cause he didn’t die like Hank Williams, he 
didn’t drink himself to death.” 

Gilmore ascribes much of his early in- 
spiration to Texas’s eclectic border radio 
stations. He’s enthusiastic about the ex- 
perimental FM stations of the late ’60s, 
where he first heard the Beatles. He still 
keeps his ears open; he mentions that his 
18-year-old son recently took him to see 
the Cramps, whom he enjoyed. When I tell 
him that Chris Brokaw, guitarist for Bos- 
ton’s blues-noise combo Come, has said 
that he listened obsessively to the Flat- 
landers album all last year, Gilmore is de- 
lighted. And he’s heard of Come, which is 
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country musicians in their late 40s. 
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more than could be said of most Texan | 


Despite his eclecticism, Gilmore’s songs | 


are deeply indebted to a tradition running 
from Jimmie Rodgers to Merle Haggard 
and beyond — though a line like “I see 
crystal visions/Sometimes they don’t make 
sense” (from “Where You Going” on 
Spinning Around the Sun) is more 
psychedelic than Nashville generally gets. 
The vulnerable quaver of his remarkable 
voice has as much in common with Neil 


Young as with Hank or Merle. His best- | 
known early song, “Dailas,” is sung from | 


the perspective of a native son looking 


down at Texas at night from a DC-9; from | 


this estranged point of view, Dallas is a 


“beautiful sight,” but it also reminds him | 
of “a rich man with a death wish in his | 
eyes.” It’s an uneasy song about feeling | 


part of a place and a tradition while also 
feeling severed from it. Sure, Gilmore’s 
mournful croon and the song’s casual 


shuffle are pure country, but the lyrics | 


convey a dislocation more typical of rock. 
“My Mind’s Got a Mind of Its Own,” 
from After Awhile, seems the confession of 


a wayward country boy who keeps getting | 


in trouble, but its lyrics convey a deeper 


sense of self-abandonment and violent op- | 
position: “I seem to forget half the things I | 


start/I try to build a house and then I tear | 


the place apart/I freeze myself in fire and I 
burn myself in ice.” 


Spinning Around the Sun includes only | 
four new songs by Gilmore. The rest are | 
by friends like Butch Hancock and Austin | 


writer Jo Carol Pierce; there’s also a Hank 
Williams chestnut and an Elvis song. The 
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album shows Gilmore less as the auteur 
who wrote all but one of the 12 tracks on 
After Awhile than as a great singer, and it’s 


a pleasure to hear his amazing voice try | 


these songs. Hank’s “I’m So Lonesome I 
Could Cry,” one of the best-known tunes 
in the country songbook, seems like a dan- 
gerous cover, but Gilmore makes it his. 

In the dreamy “Another Colorado,” he 
sings, “We laughed and played and made 
fun of the entire world spinning around 
the sun.” The song evokes an alternate 
realm, a Western homeland of history and 


the imagination. “Wise men have told | 


me/Wise women too/That I may find | 


sweet El Dorado/Down by the banks of 
the sweet Colorado.” This is Gilmore’s 
utopian dream, his version of the Big Rock 
Candy Mountain, where the tried and true 
and the innovative combine to make old 
songs — and old musical traditions — 
shine like new.

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RAY ANDERSON: 
ROGUE TROMBONE 


Ray Anderson’s charms — and his 
brilliance — are inseparable from his 
excesses. The 40-year-old trombonist 
made his name with avant-garders 
like Anthony Braxton and Barry 
Altschul, but he’s also well-versed in 
early trombone masters like Trummy 
Young, and in Latin music and funk 
(he led his own jazz-funk band in the 
’80s, the Slickaphonics.) With his 
prodigious technique, Anderson 
sometimes seems incapable, or un- 
willing, to play a straight line. Every- 
thing he blows seems designed to ex- 
ploit his tremendous range of effects. 
He’ll shoot from growling, nearly 
atonal low notes to a piercing falset- 
to, or he’ll hold an endless sustain of 
some impossible high note at a whis- 
pered pianissimo, or he’ll take an a 
cappella solo in which his multiphon- 
ic pipe-organ effects and furious riffs 
turn him into a dervish. 

He’s ultimately as winning in his 
fervor as he is on Every One of Us 
(released late last year on Gra- 
mavision), and as he was a 
week ago Wednesday at the 
Middle East with a quartet that 
included New York guitarist 
Steve Salerno and locals Ron 
McWhorter (bass) and Gary 
Chaffee (drums). Anderson can 
be verbose when he muscles his 
way through a piece, but unlike 
a lot of jazz smoothies, he’s re- 
ally looking for something, and 
there’s a big payoff when he 
finds it. 

Take his a cappella solo at 
the Middle East in the middle 
of his “Muddy and Willie” 
(Waters and Dixon, that is), 


Dixon’s “Spoonful,” and An- 
derson went into a plunger- 
mute solo exploring the mel- 
ody. He worked a mid-range 
phrase over a few times, then 
followed it up into some high, 
harmonic vocalisms. Extending 
his riffs and pushing the har- 
monic range with circular 
breathing, he soon worked up a 
vast array of sounds. Using his 
voice to get several pitches go- 
ing at once, he created the ef- 
fect of sustaining a moaning 
pedal point while blasting out 
talking plunger phrases, shards 
of melody, and some exclama- 
tory full-toned wails, all in fast, 
free tempo. 

The spiritual glow of the solo | 
was no stunt; there was a real 
sense of unity and development 
in the midst of Anderson’s 
fury, and he conjured one of those 
metaphysical states where you feel 
you’re glimpsing that all-encompass- 
ing disorder that is order. I’d say 
that’s much of the appeal of free jazz 
and, for that matter, punk rock: when 
the familiar begins to dissolve into 
some other realm. 

In his small groups, Anderson 
matches himself well against comple- 
mentary lead players. Salerno’s guitar 
and, on the CD, Simon Nabatov’s pi- 
ano are all about leanness and articu- 
lation, whereas Anderson is about 
gestural expressiveness and orches- 
tral color. On disc, the piano gives 
“Muddy and Willie” a gospel flavor; 
live, Salerno worked a wiry, dirty, 
roadhouse tone. At the Middle East 
late show the band also played 
Monk’s “I Mean You,” an Ellington 
medley of “Mood Indigo” and “Just a 
Lucky So-and-So” (with an Ander- 








| son vocal), a calypso “Mona Lisa,” 


and Anderson’s Japanese version of 
West Indian soca, “Ah Soca.” In the 
latter, Salerno comped with steel 


| drum chords. 


Anderson isn’t all hyperbole. He’s 
always comped well for other players, 
as he did for Salerno on various 
bridge sections of Wednesday night’s 
tunes, and he’s been a standout in his 





appearances with all-star outfits like 
Charlie Haden’s Liberation Music 
Orchestra. On Every One of Us, his 
plunger-mute reading of Wayne 
Shorter’s “Lady Day” is delicate and 
moving. It’s more proof that if An- 
derson knows how to speak in 
tongues, that’s because he knows 
how to listen.

ZIGGY MARLEY & THE 
MELODY MAKERS: 
DIGGING DEEPER 


Depending on your point of view, 
Ziggy Marley is either blessed or 
cursed with the same resonant voice 
as his father, Bob. It’s a great voice, 
but with it comes the seemingly im- 
possible task of trying to live up to the 
legacy of an inspirational performer 
and songwriter who attained interna- 
tional stardom without ever abandon- 
ing his roots. To make matters worse, 
Ziggy and his siblings in the Melody 
Makers have had to do much of their 
growing up in public, or at least in the 





studio, recording their first album, 
1985’s Play the Game Right (EMI), 
when Ziggy was only 17 and his sister 
Sharon, the oldest of the Marley kids, 
22. Until 1991’s Jahmekya (Virgin), 
which fused elements of Jamaican 
dancehall with African folk and reg- 
gae grooves, Ziggy had suffered from 
a mild case of Julian Lennon syn- 
drome — diluting his father’s music 
with slick, poppy dance grooves, 
alienating reggae purists in a search 
of American radio hits. 

Joy and Blues, the Melody Makers’ 
new Virgin release, makes good on 
the promise of Jahmekya. Not only 
does it signal the band’s wholeheart- 
ed return to the roots-reggae fold, 
but it finds Ziggy coming into his 
own as a songwriter, penning lyrics 
with more depth and originality than 
the derivative yet catchy feel-good 
anthems that brought him commer- 
cial success. It also marks the emer- 
gence of a potent new voice in the 
Marley clan, DJ/rapper Stephen, 
whose gritty dancehall-style toasting 
on the upbeat ska-styled “Head 
Top” and soulfully rough-hewn de- 
livery of “African Herbsman” (a 
Richie Havens tune that was rear- 
ranged and recorded by Bob Marley) 
open up rewarding new avenues for 


the Melody Makers. 

The disc’s opening track, “Joy and 
Blues,” doesn’t stray too far from the 
poppy formula that’s worked for the 
Melody Makers in the past. A smooth 
and seamless bass/ drum groove 
punctuated with deft rhythm guitar 
and undulating keyboards provides an 
unobtrusive backdrop for Ziggy’s 
powerful, seductive voice and the 
beautiful background vocals of Cedel- 
la Marley and Sharon Marley Pren- 
dergast. The melodies enchant, but 
the slick performance and production 
undermine the song’s defiant refusal 
to “give joy to blues” (i.e., romanti- 
cize despair). The lyrics also tiptoe a 
little too warily around the Rastafari- 
an religious significance of marijuana, 
simply saying that “we have the po- 
tion to clear all evil notion.” Secular 
smokers like Cypress Hill and Base- 
head loudly, proudly proclaim their 
favorite recreational pastime. 

A much less subtle singer and lyri- 
cist, Stephen Marley provides the 
disc’s best tracks: “Rebel in Disguise” 
and “Mama.” The former is a sly, 
sympathetic look at the drug-dam- 
aged inner cities (“My papa been on 
the rock so long/Inherited a perma- 
nent screw”), with ska trombone 
weaving around Stephen’s tough, 
rude-boy vocals. The latter is a mov- 
ing ode to Rita Marley, featuring her 
on background vocals. 

Ziggy is less inhibited, and more

effective, on the disc’s more political 
tracks. “Talk,” “World So Corrupt,” 
and “X Marks the Spot” aren’t 
groundbreaking statements about 
hypocrisy and oppression — the lat- 
ter is an ode to the by now commodi- 
fied Malcolm X — but they resonate 
with genuine conviction and benefit 
from harder, bass-driven grooves. 
Luckily, Ziggy’s embarrassing at- 
tempt to rhyme “fart” with “naught” 
in “Talk” slips by largely unnoticed. 
(If he’s going to go out on a limb 
lyrically, he’d be better off extolling 
the virtues of pot.) 

The one Bob Marley cover on the 
disc, an oddly futuristic but com- 
pelling version of “There She Goes,” 
should be a lesson to Ziggy about 
putting more of himself even into his 
political lyrics. When he tries to be 
as personally unsparing as his father 
always was, as he does in the loving 
“Brothers and Sisters” and the re- 
bellious “This One,” he conveys 
more than just a faint echo of Bob. 
And when he and Stephen work to- 
gether on lighter fare like “Head 
Top” and the heavier, politicized “X 
Marks the Spot,” they deliver a 
promising combination of pop style 
and reggae substance.

erang look a lot like the 
Cavedogs. They sound 
a lot like the Cavedogs. 
They’ve got two of the 
three ex-Cavedogs in 
the band. And their audience likely com- 
prises people who also liked the Cavedogs. 
So shouldn’t we just call this band the new 
Cavedogs and get it over with? 

Not so fast, says drummer/singer Mark 
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BETTER? Merang are hoping to work a heavier instrumental sound into their pop flair. 


Ex-’dog days 


Rivers and Spar’s new band Merang is no lemon 


Rivers, who started this band with fellow 
ex-Cavedog guitarist/singer Todd Spahr 
and new bassist Chris George (ex—Drum- 
ming on Glass). “We decided years ago 
that if anyone quit the Cavedogs, it would 
be the end of the band. We were eager to 
do something completely different.” “Chris 
plays more forcefully than Brian [Cavedogs 
bassist Brian Stevens] did, so this is more 
rock,” adds Spahr. “Rock is good. Rock 
makes me happy, as my late 20s slip away.” 

“It would be selling ourselves short to 
call this band the Cavedogs, minus one of 





the singers,” Rivers concludes. 

“Hold on, what’s wrong with selling 
yourself short?” jokes Spahr. “That way, 
at least the word ‘selling’ is implied.” 

The Cavedogs may not have sold big, 
but they were a hell of a band — and so 
far Merang appear to be heading down the 
same path. Sure, there are a few differ- 
ences: all three Cavedogs were singers and 
writers, and the departed Stevens tended 
to provide the purest pop numbers (“Love 
Grenade” and “Baba Ghannouj” were 
his). Lacking the three-part harmonies of 
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old, Merang rock a little harder and a lot 
louder, and they stretch out more in the 
instrumental breaks (they’ve even written 
an instrumental song, one thing the Cave- 
dogs never did). They also chose to throw 
out all the Cavedogs songs and start from 
scratch, writing about 20 new tunes before 
their inaugural gigs late last winter. 

The promise was there in that first batch 
of gigs. If they weren’t doing something 
completely different yet, they were still do- 
ing the old thing right. The new songs 
sounded like another strong batch of Cave- 
dogs tunes — hard-edged pop with 
smarts, wit, and a whole lotta heart. In par- 
ticular, the single “Drunk & Quartered” 
(to be released next month on Beantown/ 
Rockville) is as catchy as most of the 
oldies; it could have been released as a new 
Cavedogs single and nobody would have 
batted an eye. They’ve even kept alive the 
Cavedogs tradition of giving the song a title 
that has precious little to do with the lyric. 

It’s been exactly a year since the Cave- 
dogs played their last gig (at the Paradise 
on August 31). By that time the band were 
card-carrying members of the illustrious 
Screwed by a Major Label Club, with part- 
time membership in the Problematic Sec- 
ond Album Club to boot. Everybody liked 
their first album, Joyrides for Shut-Ins, but 
everybody in Boston had already heard it. 
By the time the album came out, in 1990, 
about half its songs (including “Bed of 
Nails,” “Leave Me Alone,” and “La La 
La”) had already been local hits over a 
three-year period. And it started a run of 
bad luck when the Enigma label went bust 
a few months after its release — reported- 
ly because the label had thrown big money 
into a turkey of a comeback album by 
David Cassidy. At a gig I saw around this 
time, the band had their soundman intro- 
duce them as “Hindenburg recording 
artists David Cassidy & the Cavedogs.” 

Capitol snapped up the band a few 
months later, releasing the Soul Martini al- 
bum in early 92. The album remains a 
point of contention among Cavedogs fans. 
To these ears it was a step forward from 
the debut, with half the songs making a 
successful play for diversity (a stab at metal, 
a psychedelic finale, even a Burt Bacharach 
homage) and the other half (including “Boy 
in a Plastic Bubble,” still their most-air-

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played song) being full-tilt pop. But some 
old fans heard it as a left-field departure — 
and so did Capitol. “I remember the day we 
got a phone call from them,” Spahr groans. 
“They said they’d had a meeting of all the 
vice-presidents and decided there wasn’t a 
Top 40 single on it.” 

The band slogged through a promotional 
tour, often opening for incompatible bands 
like Dramarama and the Charlatans, only 
to get dropped officially midway through. 
They responded with more gallows humor, 
playing a major New York show with “For 
Sale” signs around their necks. 

Something had to give, and it was finally 
Stevens, recently married and sick of the 
road, who jacked it in; a fallout with their 
management didn’t help either. “It was re- 
ally one of those times when something 
had to happen, but you keep waiting for 
the other guy to say it,” Rivers recalls. With 
Stevens opting for semi-retirement (he did 
appear in Aimee Mann’s pick-up band for 
the Soda Company Boston Music Awards 
last spring), Rivers and Spahr were itching 
to get another band together. And to make 
it a marked departure from the Cavedogs, 
they decided to bring in a female bassist. 

The woman in question was part of a 
Los Angeles punk-pop group called the 
Rails; she came out to Boston and made it 
through a few rehearsals. “Her songs were 
just too different from what we were trying 
to do,” Spahr says. “And she hated Boston, 
she thought it was boring. There were a 
few reasons she didn’t work out; we just 
told you the printable ones.” Drumming on 
Glass made matters easy by breaking up 
around this time, making longtime friend 
George available to take over. Forming the 
new band proved to be a lot easier than 
naming it. Before hitting on Merang they 
played a few gigs under various names in- 
cluding Sissybar, the Crumbs, and — my 
personal favorite — the New Band Featur- 
ing Ex-Members of the Cavedogs. Keeping 
the old name, however, was never consid- 
ered. “It just wouldn’t have been accurate, 
it wouldn’t have felt right,” Rivers says. 

Merang’s members admit that the new 
sound is still being worked out; this is, af- 
ter all, just a six-month-old band. But if 
they can work the heavier instrumental 
sound into the pop flair they’ve already 
got, they’ll be home free. “We do have that 
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P-word to contend with,” Spahr admits. 
“Unless it’s made by people with trust 
funds, pop music isn’t considered cool. If 
you want people to pay attention, you have 
to either have a hit in Europe or get J Mas- 
cis to mention you.” 

Sure, there’s a little frustration here. It’s 
not easy to go back to co-headlining at the 
Middle East or T.T.’s after you’ve had a 
major label send you around the country 
and tell you that you’re going to be big 
stars. “It’s hard to think that we’re com- 
pletely starting over,” Spahr says. “But 
then, where were we last year? We were 
on the road, playing for small crowds, 
opening for bands we don’t like.”

JIM INFANTINO CD. Do you have a 
problem with folksingers who win your at- 
tention by doing novelty songs, then turn 
around and get deep and sensitive on you? 
(Call it Loudon Wainwright Syndrome.) 
Local singer-songwriter Jim Infantino has 
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demonstrated those tendencies in the past, 
on four cassette-only releases (the last one, 
The World of Particulars, was probably best 
known for “35-Foot Woman,” a love song 
to a billboard). He finds a more comfort- 
able middle ground on his first CD, Straw- 
man (just out on the local Melville Park la- 
bel), telling serious stories with the occa- 
sional humorous detail. Which doesn’t 
mean he doesn’t get cute on occasion (the 
joky “Stress”), or write a few oversensitive 
verses like “If it’s any consolation, I think 
you always knew/That the only path to fol- 
low is tru-u-ue.” (Let’s face it, nobody but 
folksingers ever say things like that.) 

But there are a number of well-told sto- 
ries here, notably “What a Shame” (an un- 
flinching look at the mixed feelings that 
result when a friend gets self-destructive) 
and “Somewhere over NYC” (about hav- 
ing a bittersweet childhood flashback while 
being stuck in traffic). Infantino has one 
of those perfect, rough-edged folk voices

The king of the blues 





lives up to his reputation

laring guitar licks, a pound- 
ing up-tempo band, and a 
big-lunged shout that soars 
effortlessly over an audience 
of 10,000 aren’t what you’d 
expect from a 68-year-old performer 
who’s been on the road for the past 40 
years, but B.B. King’s beatific closing set 
at Great Woods two Sundays past proved 
that what becomes a legend most is living 
up to his reputation. 

For decades, he’s been tagged as “the 
king of the blues,” and when he’s on, King 
proves that’s more than a pun. It helps 
when he’s sharing a bill with performers 
who stoke the fire in his belly. And at

same reason: King has hooked up for duets 
on the album with Robert Cray (for the 
comfortable shuffle “Playin’ with My 
Friends”), John Lee Hooker (a growling 
“You Shook Me”), Koko Taylor (playing it 
straight for “Something You Got”), Irma 
Thomas (a jaunty blast through “We’re 
Gonna Make It”), Joe Louis Walker (a 
nicely delivered “Everybody’s Had the 
Blues”), Ruth Brown (a “You’re the Boss” 
that doesn’t quite connect), and Lowell Ful- 
son (a lightly swinging “Little by Little”). 
The CD’s highest highs come when he’s 
paired with Katie Webster, who’s every bit

I Met You Baby” and twist this chestnut’s 
sentimental lyrics tongue-in-cheek. King 
and Albert Collins breathe life into “Stormy 
Monday,” with Collins’s Texas-dry voice 
and stingingly plucked Telecaster providing 
terrific counterpoint to King’s brawny 
throat and his guitar Lucille’s fat-toned 
strings. He and Buddy Guy have fun with “I 
Pity the Fool,” making their mutual admira- 
tion obvious and infectious. 

Etta James offers the most sublime con- 
tribution, providing the lioness’s share of 
vocals for “There Is Something on Your 
Mind”; her singing is full of cigarette 
smoke and teardrops reflected in candle- 
light, until she breaks wide open at the 
song’s end. And King — when he’s not 
playing the proud lion — provides sweet, 
gentle support with his buttery licks. Ulti- 
mately, B.B.’s best moments come in a 
medley of “I Gotta Move Out of This 
Neighborhood” and “Nobody Loves Me 
But My Mother,” where he’s given the 
Hammond B-3 organ-colored support of 
his touring Orchestra and has the space to 
shout and squeeze out perfectly chiseled 
notes at a pace all his own. 

Live at Great Woods, King wallowed in 
grit from the git-go, providing a necessary 
antidote to Eric Johnson’s technically im- 
pressive but emotionally spineless guitar 
clinic. After ripping furiously through the 


milestones of his catalogue — “The Thrill 
Is Gone,” “Caledonia,” “How Blue Can 
You Get” — with a courtly grace that re- 


called an era of showmanship that’s sadly 
slipping away, he summoned Johnson, 
Guy, and Brooks back to center stage for 
some impromptu but respectful dueling. 
Brooks, the only one of the four not widely

considered a guitarists’ guitarist, went ad- 
mirably neck-to-neck with the others, and 
he finally upstaged everyone by picking 
out a solo with his tongue and teeth, jazz- 
ing the crowd. 

But King had the last big belly laugh 
when, after deferentially cueing Guy, 
Johnson, and Brooks through a round of 
traded solos — and giving Guy a “No, I 
couldn’t possibly follow that” shrug when 
Guy tried coaxing him to jump in — he 


chuckled, turned up Lucille’s volume, and 
roared from end-to-end uP and down his 
trusty Gibson’s neck, fihishing a raw- 
boned, blazing solo with one of his trade- 
mark pinging, stinging notes that just 
hangs in the air until he stifles it with a 
sharp slide down the strings. Guy, John- 
son, and Brooks turned to very happily 
stunned, silent stone — and the king of 
the blues grinned jowl-to-jowl over his de- 
lighted court.

Kudos to the Jones who 
keeps up with the times

hroughout the ironic ’80s, it 
was all too convenient to 
plunk Tom Jones (pants vac- 
uu-formed to his butt, shirts 
dripping with ruffles) into 
the category of camp. But as camp idol or 
as monster talent (and there’s tons of evi- 
dence to put him in the latter category), 
Jones has managed to stretch his 15 min- 
utes of fame indefinitely. As of this year, 
he’s newly hip: his remarkably good six- 
part VH-1 series The Right Time pre- 
miered earlier this year, and he’s been fea- 
tured in Entertainment Weekly, Interview, 








| and the Style section of the New York 


Times. 

But what’s cool about Tom Jones goes 
beyond his current re-emergence: whatev- 
er he sings, he sings his ass off. In fact, I’d 
go so far as to say that on the new The 
Complete Tom Jones (PolyGram), Jones’s 
version of “Kiss” is better than Prince’s — 
and I love Prince. And like a few other 
singers of note (Presley, Streisand), he’s 
game for anything, which is why the songs 
he recorded in the ’60s and ’70s either 
transcend schlock or splash around 
shamelessly in it. 

At times he’s been embarrassingly indis- 
criminate. How could any singer with a 








modicum of taste dare even to poke a stick 
at “The New Young Mexican Puppeteer” 
(1972), a punishingly chipper song about 
a boy who brings joy to depressed and 
dispirited peoples with homemade puppets 
of Abe Lincoln, Martin Luther King, and 
Mark Twain? 

And Jones has faced down more than 
his share of schmaltzy string arrange- 
ments, partly because they were so in 
vogue during his (first) heyday. But they 
must have served another purpose: songs 
like the 1969 “Without Love (There Is 
Nothing),” basically a secularized gospel 
thickened with gloppy strings, defused his 
sexiness, whereas songs like the 1965 
megahit “It’s Not Unusual” detonated it. 
As a live performer, he must have been just 
safe enough for all the little old matrons 
with feet squeezed into too-small patent- 
leather shoes, and just crazy enough for 
the bleached blondes in micro-minis who 
had no compunction about swinging their 
panties over their heads. He could be a de- 
voted son or a terrific lay, according to 
whim. 

Jones the terrific lay is, natch, the real 
winner. His cover of Arthur Alexander’s 
“Detroit City” (1967) opens with a weird, 
rubbery bass line that sounds as if it were 
coming from the bottom of the ocean; hiss 
smoldering, sueded vocal proves he’s just 
as comfortable with R&B as he is with 
string-laden pop. (Why couldn’t Jones, 
and not Michael Bolton, have been the one

to record a contemporary album of R&B | 
faves? Jones understands them; Bolton is | 
clueless.) Overall, his voice is nothing | 
short of amazing. His phrasing is un- | 
flinching and feral and sometimes incredi- 
ble. When he sings, “I’ll soon be kissing | 
your sweet little pussycat lips” (on 1965’s | 
“What’s New Pussycat?”), he peels the | 
word “lips” as if he were rolling down a | 
stocking; he leaves it naked and blushing. | 
His tone is oaky and dark, and you catch 
shadows of desperation and cockiness in it 
— you could call it a manifestation of the 
muddled mix of desperation and cockiness | 
that lurks in the hearts of all men, the | 
mysterious thing that gives them the | 
courage to approach strange, beautiful | 
creatures in bars and ask them for their | 
phone numbers. 

The best numbers on The Complete 
Tom Jones only reinforce what The Right 
Time has already driven home: a few hor- 
rendous missteps aside, he can make even 
a bad song sound pretty good, and he can 
hit a good one out of the ballpark. At 53, 
he looks better than he did in his 20s. He’s 
kept his figure and his sense of style. (I 
don’t know many men, of any age, who 
could carry off the wedge-shaped puce 
suit he wore on one show.) And he loves 
to keep up with the kids: for my money, 
one of the year’s most unforgettable mo- 
ments of televised music was the sight of 
Jones cavorting on stage with EMF, belt- 
ing out “Unbelievable” and having a ball. 

But his big moment with another rela- 
tive old-timer was even more telling. Ste- 
vie Wonder appeared as a guest on one 
show, and he and Jones spent some time | 
riffling through Wonder’s hits. Wonder 
would occasionally stumble, forgetting the 
lyrics; Jones would carry on for only a few 
seconds and then stop short — he obvi- 
ously knew all the words but wanted to 
keep from embarrassing his guest. When 
Wonder praised him as a terrific inter- 
preter of songs, Jones deflected the com- 
pliment, mumbling something about how 
reliant he was on great songwriters. 

There, in'a muttered comment, is the 
great clue to Jones’s appeal. At his best he 
comes at the music not just as as a sea- 
soned pro, but as a fan of good songs, pe- 
riod. He hangs onto their words, keeping | 
them safe and polished even when they’ve | 
faded from the memories of the people 
who wrote them. He’s a keeper of the 
flame, but he’s hardly reverent. He’d much 
rather gyrate than genuflect, and there’s 
not a thing wrong with that. Q

Experiencing new highs 


at the experienced festival

ho would have thought 
that the Newport Jazz 
Festival — oh all right, 
the “JVC Jazz Festival, 
Newport, RI” — is 





| still capable of surprises? The festival be- 
| gan as a unique international event in 
| 1954 but is now marketed in various guis- 


es all over the world by its inventor, 


| George Wein, and his company, Festival 
| Productions. That’s not necessarily a bad 


thing, and before you go carping about the 


| corporate homogeneity of it all, consider 
| that Wein and Company have a hand in 
| what’s generally considered the best fest in 
| the US — the annual New Orleans Jazz 
| and Heritage Festival. But it does mean 
| that, for Boston audiences, the Newport 
| edition is always in danger of being a 
| bland repeat of the Wein-produced Boston 


Globe Jazz Festival in June. 
Not so this year. The only repeat per- 


| formers were Ray Charles and young 
| tenor saxophonist Joshua Redman. True, 


JVC Newport hews close to the main- 


| stream, but this year the mainstream came 
| in many colors. Rosemary Clooney sang 
| with the Count Basie Orchestra for the 


fancy opening event at the Newport Casi- 
no tennis club on August 13. Brother Ray 
headlined a Saturday-afternoon bill at Fort 
Adams State Park that included jazz-pop 
smoothie Grover Washington Jr., young 
lion Redman, Dominican Republic piano 
hurricane Michel Camilo, and the decided- 
ly heady trio of guitarist John Scofield. 

On Sunday, jazz-funk-pop dudes Spyro 
Gyra headlined, tenor-sax grandmaster 
Sonny Rollins made an appearance, sal- 
sa/mambo king Tito Puente got the crowd 
dancing, and jazz-rock fusion pioneers the 
Brecker Bros. rocked the house so thor- 
oughly that their guitarist, Mike Stern, ac- 
tually had girls screaming over the back- 
stage fence for his autograph after the set. 
Wein himself brought out his occasional 
project, the Newport All-Stars, who played 
swing and swinglike bebop. 

The surprises: 

* Clooney, who’s 65 years old and has 
occasionally been debilitated by asthma 
and other ailments and is, well, not exact- 
ly in Richard Simmons-regimented 
shape, ruled Friday night with a show that 
was gracious, funny, and deeply affecting. 
Not a fancy jazz improviser, she is a pop 
singer with a clear jazz feeling. Her phras- 
ing and rhythm are impeccable. Her range 
isn’t extraordinary, but her intonation is 
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sure, and so is the warmth of her rich 
alto. She has that rare looks-easy-but- 
isn’t gift: the ability to deliver classic 
songs conversationally. 

And she made you realize, in case you 
had any doubts, just how good “Septem- 
ber Song” and “Our Love Is Here To 
Stay” and the words (!) to Ellington’s “So- 
phisticated Lady” are. She made “How 
Are Things in Glocca Morra” sound ele- 
giac and profound, and she sang Cole 
Porter’s “Don’t Fence Me In” at a beauti- 
ful, melancholy, slow tempo. Which brings 
us to surprise number two... 

¢ Warren Vaché, the 42-year-old cor- 
nettist, known mostly as a swing revivalist 
on the unabashedly retro Concord label, 
just may have played the two perfect im- 
provisations of the festival. The first came 
in his guest spot on Clooney’s “Don’t

Fence Me In,” where he invented a new 
melody that was as symmetrical as it was 
fresh. The second came on Sunday after- 
noon in the Newport All-Stars set when, 
intentionally or not, he “cut” young hot- 
shot trumpeter Nicholas Payton on Charlie 
Parker’s “Donna Lee,” eating up the 
chord changes bebop style, yet still invent-

ing melodically, all in a fat midrange tone 
and with such even articulation that he 
made Payton sound thin, shaky, and at a 
loss for ideas. 

* Tito Puente offered the hippest set of 
the festival. His 11-piece band played clas- 
sic bop (“Donna Lee,” Tadd Dameron’s 
“If You Could See Me Now”), a pop oldie 
(“On Broadway”), Miles Davis (“All 
Blues”), a couple of. salsa vocals, and the 
Puente classic that Carlos Santana made 
famous, “Oye Como Va.” The band’s 
cross-genre Latinized arrangements were 
as contemporary. as anything by younger 
Latin-fusion dudes Jerry Gonzalez and 
Kip Hanrahan. 

* Young tenor Craig Handy (also with 
the All-Stars) cut Rollins, albeit in differ- 
ent time slots. Rollins attacks everything 
these days with the same huffing intensity, 


ERICANTONIOU and nothing seems to set 


him free from his tunes’ 
chugging melodies. His set 
was virtually identical to his 
last couple of Boston visits: 
“Long Ago and Far Away,” 
“The Tennessee Waltz,” 
“Someone To Watch over 
Me,” and two calypsos, one 
to open the set and one to 
close. Where’s the great 
motivic improviser of yore? 
Handy blew lines that were 
. varied in texture and tone, 
double-time passages 
against straight-time quar- 
ter notes, high rasps falling 
to delicate whispers. 

¢ The Breckers proved 
that it’s possible to play fu- 
sion without shame. Their 
funk and rock backbeats 
were touchstones for intri- 
cate arrangements, especial- 
ly saxman Mike’s world-in- 
fluenced “Song for Barry.” 

¢ Ray Charles was ani- 
mated and generous (in 
comparison with his Globe-fest clock- 
puncher). He made Paul Simon’s “Still 
Crazy After All These Years” sound like a 
soul epic. 

* George Wein not only plays decent pi- 
ano, he’s a credible singer (“Nobody Loves 
You When You’re Down and Out”). But 
then, surprises do happen at Newport. O

MISS SAIGON. Loud, flashy, and 
unabashedly romantic, the megahit 
musical by the creators of Les 
Misérables, Claude-Michel Schén- 
berg (music) and Alain Boublil 
(lyrics, with an assist from Richard 
Maltby Jr.), is an overwhelming 
experience.

He avoids 
the Art Tatum school of elaborate 
embellishment in favor of direct 
exposition of the melodies, creat- 
ing unified, lyrical improvisations. 
His left hand has a firm rhythmic 
punch; yet his lines can hang sus- 
pended over implied tempos to 
create suspense. 

Aside from his seven solos, 
four duets with saxophonist Jerry 
Bergonzi bring out Covell’s ability 


| to give uncommonly responsive 


support. He intuits Bergonzi’s 
moves, slipping in chords that 
flesh out the harmonies and rein- 
force the rhythmic thrust of the 
tenor’s Coltrane-inspired flurries. 
In turn, Covell draws inspiration 
from his partner for a livelier, less 
introverted sound than he displays 
on the solos.

*** Michel Petrucciani, PROM- 
ENADE WITH DUKE (Biue Note). 
The generations of pianists follow- 
ing Duke Ellington’s death have 
been slow to come to terms with 
the master’s unique corpus, espe- 
cially beyond a handful of pop 
evergreens (“Take the A Train,” 
“Satin Doll,” “Caravan,” “C Jam 
Blues”). Although those numbers 
make up nearly half of this solo 
recording by French pianist 
Petrucciani, he’s come up with 
strong enough renditions to make 
a telling tribute, well beyond his 
acknowledged influences of Bill 
Evans and Oscar Peterson. He 
exhibits massive chording, grand 
appreciation (and re-creation) of 
melody, majesty in reserve, quote- 
free improvisation, and arms-wide 
magnanimity of spirit. He differs in 
his lighter articulation, pastel voic- 
ings (Ellington made Ravel 
earthy), and a contemporary 
sense of hurry: Petrucciani’s “Lush 
Life” and “C Jam Biues” sound 
pursued by pleading courtiers.

**1/2 Opium Den, DIARY OF A 
DRUNKEN SUN (Hereafter). 
Opium Den are Boston’s answer 
to mid-period Cure and pre-seliout 
Siouxsie & the Banshees, with the 
same major strength (their sonic 
textures have a seductive pull) 
and same major weakness (the 
songs tend to flow along languidly 
instead of developing). As with the 
above bands, there’s also a cer- 
tain rhythmic stiffness. When 
drummer Mike Demma locks into 
a pattern early in a song, you 
know he’s not going to budge for 





of the ambiguities in the lyrics. 
During the opening “Renais- 
sance,” she finds more emotional 
nuances in the word “rejuvenate” 
than one would have thought pos- 
sible.

**x* Fugazi, IN ON THE KILL 
TAKER (Dischord). This seminal 
DC hardcore quartet never 
skimped on social outrage; releas- 
es like 1989’s sublime Margin 
Walker EP and 1990’s Repeater 
clawed and cudgeled both pseu- 
do-idols and laissez-faire com- 
moners with spot-on vehemence. 
Whereas Joe Status Quo remains 
fixed in the crosshairs of Kill Taker, 
the band — lan MacKaye, Guy 
Picciotto, Brendan Canty, and Joe 
Lally — know exactly when railing 
lapses into whiny redundancy. The 
expansion of their sonic palette 
continues with several slow, 
moody offerings that provide a jar- 
ring counterpoint to their trade- 
mark hammer-and-tongs assault. 
“Facet Squared” and “Great Cop” 
will ignite the hordes of loyal, fren- 
zied moshers; “Returning the 
Screw” and “Last Chance for a 
Slow Dance” lift the lid off stagnant 
jars of decaying relationships. It’s 
their ability to mesh muscular HC 
screamers, ill-humored revenge 
tales, and plain ol’ heartbreak 
without turning songs into weepy 
navel-gazers that makes this 
album's tricky next step for Fugazi 
successful.

UP (K). Vocalist Jean Smith and 
guitarist David Lester are firmly 
ensconced in the forefront of grrri- 
dom — not only for their vivid 
songs of female experience and 
strict DIY attitude, but for the sim- 
ple fact that they’ve been doing it 
longer than any of their sisters. 
Besides four albums and near- 
constant touring, the duo have 
produced a spate of EPs and sin- 
gles since 1987, most of which are 
conveniently collected here. 

The songs illustrate Mecca 
Normal’s power and versatility. 
They incorporate musical styles 
ranging from the dirge-like “Days,” 
which loops tapes of Smith’s voice 
into ethereal harmonies, to the 
more rocking “Strong White Male,” 
featuring Lester’s head-on guitar 
riffs. Smith’s lyrics juxtapose vul- 
nerability and bite: “You can't fool 
yourself; you know all your tricks.” 
But Mecca Normal still have tricks 
up their sleeve — a new album 
this fall and Smith’s novel due this 
month — so here’s your chance to 
Catch up.

** Dolly Parton, SLOW DANC- 
ING WITH THE MOON (Colum- 
bia). Would you believe a dance 
single called “Romeo” that’s funky, 
ticklish, and sassy — and sung 
soulfully by Billy Ray Cyrus in tan- 
dem with four sisters (actually 
Parton, Kathy Mattea, Mary- 
Chapin Carpenter, and Pam Tillis) 
who wiggle and wisecrack like En 
Vogue? On a Dolly Parton LP? 
What’s country radio to think? 
Actually, country radio knows well 
what to think about a singer who 
got herself a disco audience even 
during the ‘70s and has always 
kept in touch with the dress-up 
dances that lead club kids to 
vogueing and to. . . RuPaul. And 
believe me, “Romeo” teeters, 
sashays, and bitches like crazy. 
But Parton never again sings 
so daringly here; indeed, her once 
crystalline mountain soprano 
sounds burnt and out of focus, as 
if she were recovering from laryn- 
gitis. Only her unequalled lyric elo- 
quence commands attention, mak- 
ing the moral solemnity and stami- 
na of her balladry (“What Will 
Baby Be”), the force of her truck- 
ers’ zydeco (“More Where That 
Came From”), and the delicacy of 
her lullabies and hymns (“I'll Make 
Your Bed” and the title song) worth 
heeding.

*x*x* Boris Berezovsky, SCHU- 
MANN: DAVIDS-BUNDLERTAN- 
ZE; SONATA OPUS 22; TOCCA- 
TA (Teldec). Tchaikovsky Compe- 
tition winner Berezovsky’s callow 
1991 recording of Schumann’s 
Symphonic Etudes (on MCA) 
showed flashes of insight but 
mostly just virtuoso flash. This 
Davidsbindlertanze (18 dances 
inspired by Schumann's imagi- 
nary literary society “the league of 
David”) is a mature reading that 
honors the spirits of Florestan 
and Eusebius (the characters 
Schumann invented to describe 
the Mercutio and Romeo sides of 
his personality): headlong, 
aggressive, even sarcastic one 
moment, dreamy and yearning 
the next. Berezovsky captures 
Schumann's mercurial shifts with 
smoldering intensity (listen to the 
volcanic rumble of number 10) 
and a delicacy that’s childlike 
without being fainthearted. His 
approach is horizontal rather than 
vertical, so you don’t get much 
sensuousness from the chords in 
number 13, but you do hear lots 
of counterpoint, and he never 
bangs. He’s not afraid to go his 
own way, either: in the coda to 
number 17, where Schumann has 
written “faster and faster,” he 
actually cuts the tempo, produc- 
ing an illuminating reverie. 
Berezovsky also makes a good 
case for Schumann's G-minor 
Sonata, though not even his per- 
formance can convince me that 
this is great music. Too bad he 
didn’t record one of Schumann’s 
other masterpieces — Kreisleri- 
ana, say, or the C-major Fantasie 
— to complete the disc. This just 
about matches Andreas Bach 
(coupled with the Fantasie dn 
Novalis) or Roland Keller (with 
Mussorgsky’s Pictures at an 
Exhibition on \ntercord), and it’s 
much easier to find.
